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JAINA LITERATURE IN TAMIL.

commentators, notlnng is kiunvn ol tlo set \v(u'ks. [•rc:)m the stray 
stanzas availaljle, it is evident that \ ahuyapali was composed by a 
Jaina author: what llie {rame-work oi the sioi >’ was, who the ciuthor 
w'as, and when he lived are all inatteis ol nuae conjecture. Similarly, 

in the case of Ivuu Jalakesi, the Buddhistic work, nothing is known 
about the author or Ins time, hiom the stanzas cyaoted in the w'ork 
of Neelakesi it is clear that Kui.uialakesi was a work of philosophical 
controversy, trying to estaidisli the Bauddha Darsana by refuting the 
other Dai sanas such as the Vedic and the Jaina Daisanas. Unfortu- 
iiately, there is no liot>e to recover these two great Kavyas. Only 
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the other three are now available, thanks to the labours of the 
eminent Tamil scholar Dr. V. Swaminatha Ayyar. Fhough in the 
enumeration of the Kfivyas, Cintamani occupies the place of honour, 
because of the undisputed literary eminence of tlie classic, it could 
not be supposed that the enumeration is based upon any' historical 
succession. Probably, the iwo lost works Valaiyapati and Kunda- 
iakesi deserve to be considered as historically' earlier tlian the others : 
but since nothing is known about these works, we cannot speak witli 
any certainty. Of the remaining three, ti'adition makes Silappadi- 
ktWam and MaUimekalai contemt^orruy works wbiereas CinttlmaJii 
is probably a later one. Mauim^'kaiai, being a Buddhistic work, 
cannot lx; brought in our review, though the story is connected w'ith 
that of Silappadikarain, which is distinctly a Jaina weak 

Silappadikaram ‘ t!ie epic of the ankir^t ’ is c, \ ei >' irnT)ort<»nt I'amil 
classic, in as niucli as it is considereel to serve as ri Ltncl-nruk lor 
the chronology of'lamii literature Its author ys tlir Cliera prince, 
who became a Jama ascatic, fw name llangovadigal. Tins great 
work iS taken as an authority for htfj'.n v usages and is cjuoted as 
such by the later c ornmentatoi s. It is associated witi) a great 
mercantile famil>- m (he city of Puha-i. K(A'en|)liinpattanam, whicTi 
vvUvS the capita! of the Ciioia cu-npire. The 1 ieroine Kauuaki was 
from this mercantile family rmd was famous for her chastity and 
devotion to her hiisl)and, .Sime tlie story' is assofdated with the 
attempt to sell the anklet or hularnbu m Madura, the fmpital of the 
PeUydyan kingdom and the consequent tragedy the work is called 
the epic of the anklet or Silaml 'ir Sine e thc' thi er* great kingdoms 
are involved in this story, the uthor \vlio is a Chcra prince elal) 0 ~ 
rately descrilx?.s all lire three great capital Ihiln], M<idura and Vanji, 
the last being the capital of the Cheiri empire. 

The author of this work llangovacligal was tlie younger son 
of the Chera king Cru’aladan whose capital was Vafiji. Ijang^v'a- 
digal was the younger brother of Sengultuvan the ruling king after 
»’ Csral^an. Hence the name llangovacligal, the younger prince. 
After he became an ascetic he was called llangdvadigal, the term 
‘Adigal’ l^eing an honorific term referring to an ascetic. One day 
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when this ascetic prince was in the temple of Jina situated at Vafiji, 
the capital, some members of the hill tribe went to him ^nd narrated 
to him the strange vision which they witnessed relating to the heroine 
Kannaki, How llu^y witnessed on the hill a lady who lost one of 
her breasts, how Indra appeared before her and how her husband 
Kovalan was introduced to her as a Deva and how finally Indra 
<'arried both of them in a divine cliariot : <dl these w’ere narrated to 
tlie C'hera prince in the presence of liis friend and poet Kolavanigan 
SS-ttan, the renowned author of Manimekahii. 1 his friend narrated 
the full story of the hero and the heroine which was listened to 
with interest by the royal ascetic. This story narrated {>y Sattan 
contained three imT>oi tant and valuable truths in which the royal 
ascetic took great interest. hirst, if a kiriy deviates from tlie path 
of righteousness even to a slight vxtent, lie will bring'down upon 
Ivimself and his kingdom a c ativstrophe as a. jiroof ol his inequity ; 
secondly, a woman vvalking the path o} < hastity is deserving of 
adoraticH! .ind worship not only by rninvm heing-; Init also by Devas 
and Munis ; mid thirdlv. the working ■>! Karma is such tb.at there 
is an inevitalde fatality from whi<i) .n>> on^’ - an escape, and the 
fruits of one's pre\ iuiis Karina must nece.ssanlv be experienced in 
a lat<.‘r period. In ordei illustrate these three eternal ti .iths. the 

ros'ri! piinct' undertook th<‘ task composing tins stor>' for the 

Ijenrfit of mankind. in tins ciassii; called .'^ilapiiadikarain or the 
ejac of the anklet, first scene is had hr l^nhar, the Chcila capital. 
I his was «’\'identl>' an ur;pm tant poi - at tlu mouth of C auvery, 
tUid it was tiu* capital of the C hoia king Karikala. Being an 
important < ommerciai c:entre, se\ ci'al gi'r at c, onmu i ciat houses were 
situated in the < a}>ital. Ol lliesr ineie was one Masatluvan a 

merciiant prince belonging, to this noble fanuK of commercial 
magnates. His son was Kovalan. fhe liero of o:U' >tor\ . I le was 
married to Kannaki. tlie daughter of another commercial magnate of 
the same city \vho.se name was Ma Nuyakan. Koralan and his 
wife Kannaki set up an independent home on grand xrale fitting 
their social status and were living happily lor some time in confor- 
mity with the rules and conduct associated with thc' liouseholders. 
Their happiness consisted in lavish hospitality to all the cJesei ving 
ones among the iiouseholders i\s well as the ascelu s 
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While they were thuvS spending their life happily, Kdvalan once 
met a very beautiful and accomplished dancing girl by name 
Msdhav!. He fell in love with the actress who reciprocated it ; and 
therefore he spent most of his time in the company of M^idhav!, to 
the great grief of his wedded wife Kannaki In this erotic extra- 
vagence, he practically spent all his wealth : but Kannaki never 
expressed her grief, and she was quite devoted to him as she was 
in the beginning of her wedded life. There was the India festival 
celebrated as usual. Kovalan with his mistress also went to the 
sea-shore to take part in the festival. While they were seated in 
one corner, Kovalan took out the V'tna from the hands of Madhavl 
and began to play some fine tunes of Madhavi gently sus- 

pected that his attachment to her was waning. Rut when she took 
the Vina from his hand and began to pla.v her own tunes that 
aroused his suspicion that she was secretl>' att ohed to vsorne other 
person. This mutual suspicion resulted ir. a l)ieak off, and Kovalan 
returned home in a state of complete poverty witli a nofde resolution 
of starting life again as an honourable Iv uj'^eljolder. His chaste 
wife, instead of rebuking him for liis jiast w<\vwardness, consoled 
him with that kindness characteristu* of a c haste wife and encouraged 
him in his resolve to start life again l>y leviving his business. He 
was practically penniless, .since he lost e\'er\'tiung when he was 
associated with his mistress MadiiavL Rut his wife had two anklets 
still remaining, She was willing to part with these, if he would cate 
to sell these and Have the sale j^roceeds a.s tlo- ca|>ital for reviving 
his business. But he was not walling to stay in fits own capital any 
longer. Hence he decided to go to the IVuulvan capital, .Madura, 
for the purpose of disposing off tfiese anklets. Without the know'- 
ledge of anylxxly, he left the Chola capital the saiTie night accom- 
panied by his wife and started for Madura. On his way he reached 
an ^srama of the Jama ascetics on the northern bank.s of Cauvery. 
In that ^srama lie met the female as( etic Kaundlii who was quite 
willing to accompany these two, in order that she might have the 
opportunity' of meeting the great jaina AcArvas in the Fandyan ciipital 
of Madura. These three continued their march towards Madura. 
When, after crossing the Cauvery, resting on the banks of a tank, 
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Kdvalan and his wife were insulted by a wicked fellow who was wan- 
dering there with his e(|ually wicked mistress. This provoked their 
ascetic friend Kaundhi who cursed these two creatures to become 
jackals. But after the earnest i equests of Kovalan and Kannaki the 
curse was revoked that they would resume their normal human 
form in a year 

After undergoing the troubles of the tedious journey, they reached 
the outskirts of Madura, the Pai)dyan capital. Leaving his wife 
Kannaki in the company and charge of Kaundhi, Kovalan entered 
the city for the purpose of ascertaining the proper place where he 
could l)egl!i his business. While Kovaian was spending his time 
in the city with his friend Mcdalan, Kaundhi wanted to leave 
Kannaki in the house of Mjcdhan a go jd natuied shepherdess of 
that locality. When Kovalan returner! from tfie citv, Ire and his 
wife were taken to Ayarpadi and were ledger! in the shepherdess* 
house. Her daiigi^tei' was placed at tl < service of Kannaki who 
and Irer huslrand were the luHiomec] gu< sts in that Ayarpadi. After 
feeling sorr\' for tie' troub.les aiul p» iva t ons. Kovalan took leave of 
his wife and letin'ncd to the < ity tl;e purpose of selling one of 
the anklets. Wle’n he entered tire jriinchial market street he met 
a goldsmith. He .spotted him out as a goldsrnitli patrr)nised by the 
king and told him that be had an anki 1 worthy ol being worn by 
the ()ueen and wanted hmi to estiinrite tbr' c'alue of the same. The 
goldsmith wanted to see tin value of tlie anklet which was accordingly 
delivered by the owner. 1 he wicked goldsmith thought within him- 
self of deceiving Kovalan, asked him to wait in a liouse next to his 
own and promised to strike a wry gor'd bargain with the king, for 
the anklet was so valuable ttiat only dhe Queen could offer the 
price of it. finis Iraving |X)or Kovalan alone he took tlie anklet 
to the king where he misrepresented facts reporting tliat Kovalan 
was a thief having in possession on;‘ of the Queen’s anklet which 
was stolen from the palace a few days before. The king without 
further enquiry issued orders that the thief must be killed and the 
anklet must be lecov^ered at once. The wicked goldsmith returned 
with king’s officers who carried out the orders of the foolish king to 
the vei'y letter ; and thus Kovalan had to end his life, wdiile attempting 
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to start life again, in the foreign country. In the meanwhile 
Kannaki who resided in the shepherdess’ quarters had observed 
several evil omens prophetic of the great calamity awaiting her. 
When Madhari, the shepherdess, went to bathe in the Vaigai river, 
she learnt from a shepherdess returning from the city the fate of 
Kovalan who was killed Iw the command of the king on a charge of 
theft of the Queen’s anklet When this was reported to Kannaki, 
she, in a rage entered the city with her other anklet in hand in order 
to vindicate the innocence of lier luisband before the king. Reach- 
ing the palace Kannaki intimated through the sentinel that she 
wanted to have an interview witli the king in order to \ indicate the 
innocence of her husband who was cruelly j>iit to death without 
proper enquiry. She demonstrated before the king that lier anklet 
taken from her husband rc- the stolen ojie contained gems inside 
whereas the Queen s anklet contained pearls inside. W hen this 
fact was demonstrated to the king he breaking open Kannaki’s 
anklet, the king realised the ininiensit\' of his blunder in t rueily 
putting to death, an innocent meml)er oi <♦ nol>ie tannl} of merchants. 
He cried that he was loolislily led int<,) tins i>iunde’ i)y the wicked 
goldsmith, fell down unconscj‘.)iKs ir oin hi.s rovai tin one and lost his 
life immediately. After vindicating tia- innorrnce of lier husirsnd 
Kannaki wg.h unal.vited r<ige find anger t nrsed t!>e whole city of 
Madura that it sliouid l>e consumed c»y fn- and tore off her left 

breast and cast it awav over tin' * :‘v with Ijci ( lii sc, I'jx curse 

took effect and the city was burnt to as! ^ s. ilav un.;,; leai rit from 
the Goddess of Madura that all /he u<ts but ne \'i{ ibic result of 

her past Karma and being consoled i>y the hu t lhi\i she would 

meet her luisband as a Deva m a fortniglit. Kanmiki left Madura and 
went westwards towards Malainaclu, AscfiuJi. • die hill called 
Tiruchchengiinrain she waited under the sliadr' of \ r-ngai trc*e for 
fourteen days when slie met her husband lvo\ai n in the form of 
a Deva who took hei in a Vdmana to Svarga, v. inir lieing adored 
by Devas themselves. Thus eticls tlm oud chapter called 
Madurai-k-ksndam. 

Next is the third part of the work called Vaf^i-k-KAnrJam 

relating to the Chera capital Vafiji. The members of the hill tribe, 
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who witnessed this great scene of Kannaki being carried by her 
husband in the divine chariot, celebrated this event in their hamlet, 
in the form of ‘ Kuravaikoottu * evidently a form of inspired folk- 
dance. Then these hunters wanted to narrate this wonder to their 
king Seiiguttuvan and thus nrarched towards the capital each 
carrying a present to the king. 1 here they met the Chera king 
Senguttuvan who was with Queen and his younger brother in 

the midst of his four-fold army. When the king heard this narration 
how Kovalan was killed ii; Madura, the city was consumed 

hv fire by the (urse of Kannaki and liow the Pandyan king 
lost his life, he was very co'eatly impressed by the greatness and 
chastity of Kaiinakl. As desired })y his (}ueen, he wanted to build 
a temple for tliis Goddess of chastity. With this object in view 
h(‘ set out with his ministers and army towards the Himalayas for 
the purpose of bringing a rock to be sculputured into the idol of 
Kannaki to establish i\ within tlie temple built in her name. There 
he met with the op!>osition of the seve *al Aryan princes who were 
defecitt'd by this Chera king and were brought as captives back to 
the Chera capitaf. I'iiere he had the temple Iniilt in the name of 
Kannaki and releluaied i\v-' Pratishdiii Mahotsava acccrding to 
which the idol of Kannaki. tlte Goddess of chastity, was placed in 
the temple for tin* inirpose of worship. In the meanwhile, the 
parents of Kovalan and Kannaki, learning the fate of their 

children, renounced tiieir property and l>e('ame ascetics. When 
the Chera king Senguttuvan built the temple in honoui of the 
Goddess of chastity several kings of C-ryavarta, the Malwa king, 
Gajabahu the king of Laiikri, wlio wcse all there at the Chera capital, 
decided to l)uild similar temples for Kannaki at their own capitals 
and wanted to conduct worship in a similar manner, so that they 
might also obtain the Goddess of Chastity’s blessing. Thus arose 
the Kannaki worship which brought all prosperity and plenty to the 
worshippers. Thus ends the story of Silappadikaram, It consists 
of 3 great divisions and 30 chapters on the whole. The work has 
a very valuable commentary by one Adiyclrkkunallar. Nothing 
definite is known al>oiit this commentator. Since he is referred to 
by Naccinfvrkkiniyar, another commentator of a later period, all 
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that we can say is that he is of a period earlier than Naccinf*>rkki- 
niyar’s. That he must have been a very great scholar is evident 
from his valuable commentary on this work. That he was well- 
versed in the principles of music, dance and drama is very well 
borne out by the elaborate details given by him in this commentary 
elucidating the text relating those topics. This work, the epic of 
the anklets, contains lot of historical information interesting to the 
students of South Indian Histoiy. From the time of Kanakasabhai 
Piljai, the author of “ The Tamils f SOO years ago'* up to the present 
day, this work has been the source of information and guidance to 
the research students in the Tamil land. The information that 
Gajabshu, the king of Ceylon, was one of the royal visitors to the 
^ Vanji capital is emphasised as an important point for determining 
the chronology of the work. This Gajab'ihu is assigned to the 2nd 
century A. D. according to the Budhistic account contained in 
Mahavamsa. Relying upon this, critics are of opinion that the 
Chera king Sehguttuvan and his brother IjangOvadigal must have 
lived somewhere about 1 30 A. D and hence the work must be 
assigned to that period. All are not agreed on this point, but 
those who are opposed ^o this view would bring down the period 
several centuries later to the period of another Gajabcihu mentioned 
in the same Mahavarhsa. Mr. Logan in his ‘ Malalxu District 
Manual ’ states several important jxjints indicating the Jaina influence 
over the people of Malabar coast before the introduction of 
Hinduism. Since we are not directly concerned in the chronology, 
we may leave that topic to the students of history. In our opiition 
the view associating this work with the earlier Gajabahu of the 2nd 
century is not altogether improbable. But we want to emphasise 
one important fact Throughout the work we find doctrines relating 
to AhiiiisA expounded and emj>hasi8ed ; and in some places we 
have reference to the form of temple worhip described according to 
this doctrine. About this time worship with the flowers was 
prevalent throughout the Tamil land. This is referred to as 
“ Pooppali ** that is, Bali \^lth flowers. The term ‘ Bali ’ refers to 
such sacrificial offering and ‘ Pooppali ’ is interpreted by the commen- 
tators as worship of God with flowers. Coni<L 
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From the numerous Jain Conferences 1 have attended since my 
return and the priv?ite conversations I had with prominent perso- 
nalities, I am constrained to conclude that most of us are singularly 
blind to the gravity of the situation we find ourselves in, and that 
few of us have attempted to appreciate the importance of the titanic 
forces operating in the modern world. Oblivious of the fate that 
IS in store for jainism and studiously unmindful of the motive forces 
in the modern society, we have been pursuing time-honoured policies, 
which have to-day little or no bearing on the stark realities of 
our life. Every one who has the welfare of the Jain community 
at he^rt must surely be alarmed over the startling decline of 
Jainism over the last few centuries. And it is not difficult 
to prophesy that, if no drastic measures are adopted in good 
time, Jainism will meet with the same fate as Budhism in its 
land of birth. With this capital difference, however, that while 
Budhism, although expelled from itsmative soil, has made conquests 
abroad, Jainism if it dies of inanition in this country will have no 
followers to deliver its message. Surely, we must hasten to consider 
this phenomenon of our decline. Why has Jainism ceased to be a 
vital force in the national life ? 

Historical retrospect — A brief historical retrospect will furnish the 
answer to this question. In the hands of Mahavir Jainism was 
not a collection cf petrid dogmas but a dynamic movement. It owed 
its vitality to its protestant character, it flourished because it repre- 
sented the outraged conscience of humanity against the tyranny of 
priestcraft and sacerdotalism. It challenged the divine authority of 
the Vedas and the infallibility of the priests who were the custo- 
dians of the divine wordj it protested against the tyrrany of an all 
powerful God over human lives ; it denounced the cult of ritual and 
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sacrifice as destructive of all morals and moral responsibility ; 
its whole teaching represented a democratic and egalitarian urges in 
the priest-ridden society, albeit in the realm of spirituality. In all 
its speculations it emphasised the necessity of rationality and 
scientific approach. In the intellectual fermentation that had been 
brewing for some time, Mahavir and Buddha focussed the deep 
stirrings of oppressed humanity. No wonder that Jainism and 
Buddhism spread like wild fire, and their revolutionery teachings 
caught the imagination of the people Hinduism was unable to 
resist the impect of these two dynamic movements, and steadily 
declined until it put its house in order. The reformed Hinduism 
had assimilated the essential contribution of jainism and Buddhism, 
and thus removed their whole raison d’etre. 

The ‘ elan vital * of jainism in its early stages was supplied by 
its relevance to the specific needs of the age. The abuses and evils 
it counteracted were real abuses and evils, and consequently its 
victories were real victories. The early vitality of the doctrine of 
non-violence was due to the presence of a sacrificial cult, which 
involved violence to animals. But when the sacrificial cult had 
disappeared and new forms of violence had risen in society, the 
older forms of the doctrine were clearly out-of-date. As the tyranny 
of priestcraft declined, the protest of reason also lost much of its 
meaning. Thanks to the efforts of jain and Buddhist preachers, 
the moral responsibility of the individual was established on a more 
sensible foundation. The vision of the grand destiny and dignity of 
man had been incorjx^rated in the framework of society. While 
the victories of Mahavir were solid and genuine, his followers con- 
tented themselves with sham triumphs. They invented— or perhaps 
developed^ — a dialectical method to disarm their opponents in intellec- 
tual disputations. But these very controversies had become so 
unreal.*— And mere intellectual victories are no substitues for trium- 
phs in the real world. Progressively the jain doctrines were divorced 
from the practical realities of life, and to that extent became abso- 
lutely sterile. The ever changing society made new demands upon 
the ingenuity of man, and the followers of Mahavir proved unequal 
to the task which the prophet had assigned them. The disciples of

Mahavir, not having the will to conquer, sought to escape from the 
world of actuality into a world of fantasy and make-believe. They 
devoted their talents to the deification of Mahavir— a thing which 
the prophet himself would have disliked— and used their powers of 
imagination to conjure up pictures of heaven and hell, and the 
mysteries of the piast and future life. The doctrine of Karma led 
to a sort of rigid moral determinism, leaving little or no jroom for 
individual effort, enterprise and initiative. In addition, there was 
always that beneful accent on the world beyond and salvation 
hereafter. Bound up with this emphasis was the general notion 
that existence is an unmitigated evil and that the whole moral effort 
must lead to the dissociatien of body from soul. People were 
ordained to seek redemption from all wordly attachments and 
concentrate upon the inward bliss that springs from the contempla- 
tion of the soul. New problems were pressing upon society. 
Foreigners had begun to pour into the country in search of wealth, 
and the economic conditions of the {people were continuously dete- 
riorating. But religious teachers had no solution for these burning 
problems. The inheritors of the past consolidated the older institu- 
tions and clung to ideas and ideals, which had lost their relevance 
to the changed circumstances. The whole ideological and social 
structure thus l>ecame petrified, and it has been decaying over the 
last many centuries. 

Coming down to more recent times, we find the same state of 
affairs. The impact of the West and the rule of the British have 
thrown all our beliefs and institutions in a melting pot The time- 
honoured structure of our society has been disintegrating. Th^ 
old world is dying and the new world is yet powerless to be bom. 
But our Jain brothers are still harking back to the days of Mahavir. 
We still revel in antiquity, and our amour propre is satisfied if we 
can unearth a relic of the past which proves jainism to be the first 
religion of man. We are happy in the belief that ours is the best 
religion in the world and ourselves the best people inhabiting it 
We pretend to ourselves that the conclusions of our philosophical 
and moral speculations are final, and that they have been reached 
long before man had put on the thin veneer of civilisation. And 
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yet the whole doctrine of Syadvada is contrary to dogmaticism* We 
quote foreign and indigenous scholars who say good things about 
ourselves. With these testimonials and fossilised relics of the past 
we hope to deserve the title of Jains. Never before have conquerors 
behaved in this strain. The world we have conjured up for ourselves 
is far beyond the fantastic imagination of even Sir James Barrie. 
Peter Pans can amuse but cannot conquer the hard core of reality. 
Intellectually as well as morally we are content with formulae, which 
have no bearing on the present situation. To take but one specta- 
cular example, we have always prided ourselves on the doctrine of 
non-violence. But it has been left to Mahatma Gandhi, who inci- 
dentally is not a Jain, to apply it to the national problem of freedom. 
We have, however, been keen on saving the animal world from the 
ravages of man. We would protect insects and animals rather than 
men and women and children. Our conscience is outraged by an 
abattoir, but the violence and oppression embedded in our social 
structure leave us entirely cold. We prefer idolatry to idealatry ; 
miracles to individual moral effort ; faith and superstition to reason 
and knowledge. This divorce of philosophy and religion from life 
and environment has produced moral and intellectual preversity. 
Intellectual and moral values are sacrificed at the altar of dogmaticism 
and conventional morality. But that sacrifice is at the cost of the 
community. Whether Jainism can survive the present process of 
disintegration or not, will depend upon the answer it can give to 
the burning problems of the day. Have we Jains any distinctive 
contribution to make towards the national problem of our freedom ? 
Can we help in any way to remove the cruelty, injustice and oppres- 
sion deeply embedded in our social structure ? Can we provide an 
effective ideology, which will inspire men to end the malaise of our 
society and put it on a juster and more reasonable basis ? On the 
answer to these queries will depend the future of Jainism. It will be 
a vital force only in proportion to its contribution to the solution of 
these problems. 

But still more fundamental is the attack on religion as an institu* 
tion. In sjHte of the long sway religion has held over people’s 
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minds is the world a better place to live in ? Have we run over 
social relationships in accordance with the demands of religion ? 
If not, has not religion failed in its purpose } It will not do merely 
to blame men for their innumerable failings, for precisely to remedy 
them civilising institutions are called into being. If they cannot 
perform their avowed function must we not scrap them altogether 
and find better ones to introduce sanity and justice in our social 
structure ? These are the doubts and misgivings in the minds of 
millions to-day. There is apathy and indifference towards religious 
matters. Youth is frankly sceptical about their validity or utility. 
There is also a suspicion, not altogether unjustified, that religion is 
the last resort of all reactionaries and obscurantists. It protects the 
ramparts of tradition and tends to preserve and perpetuate the 
statusquo. It is regarded as the opium of mankind. If religion 
sanctifies the present structure of society with its economic and 
cultural injustices, how can it command the allegiance of the comihon 
man ? In the midst of dirt, disease and poverty, it is little comfort 
that all existence is evil and there is better luck in store for their 
victims in after life. No one to-day is prepared to accept his present 
unhappy lot as the inevitable outcome of his past karmas. Society 
and social relationships are man-made, and can be altered if they 
do not subserve the needs of the vast masses of the community. 
Salvation beyond will never be an adequate substitute for salvation 
here and now, which we can know and feel and enjoy. 

Challenge of Science io religion . — This is particularly so because 
science has brought plenty within the reach of all. Whatever the 
ultimate mystry of life and death be, science has proved that suffer- 
ing is not inevitable, poverty unnecessary and squalor and 
unhappiness uncalled for. Few of us would believe that there is a 
peculiar moral quality in suffering. If life can be ridden of its 
ailments, it will not be the more immoral for that ; it will be a web 
come riddance. In any case the suffering humanity will not accept 
the humilies of priests and prophets as remedies for their grievan- 
ces. In spite of them science has come to stay and will be invoked 
to relieve the suffering of the people. 
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Besides the contribution science can make to the happiness of 
mankind, it is a profound dissolvent of all religious beliefs. In 
spite of the so-called revulsion against a purely scientific approach 
and the apparent rapproachement between science and religion, the 
scientific ideal is fundamentally opposed to the ideal of all religions. 
The distinctive feature of all scientific enquiry is the search for 
natural causes of all facts of experience and observation. Science is 
always striving to find out the missing links in its chain of natural 
causes, and is not prepared to invoke the miracle or supra-natural 
agency. Nature is a network of inter-related events, and each can be 
explained by reference to some other known event in Nature. The 
whole tendency of scientific enquiry is against dogmaticism. If 
fresh knowledge is added, scientists are prepared to revise their 
conclusions. There is no finality about them, and knowledge itself 
is continuously making new conquests. Science prefers the thrill 
and joy of new discoveries and inventions to the placid complacency 
of omniscience. Further, it refuses to recognise any limits to its 
efforts. What is unknown to day may yield its secret in future. 
It is pragmatic in its method and sceptical in its conclusions. It is 
based on reason and observation as opposed to faith and mystical 
experience. Its conclusions can be tested and verified. To religion 
and its distinctive experiences no such tests are obviously applicable. 
Besides, the effort of science is to enrich human life and culture here 
and now in measurable terms ; the ideal of religion is to enrich the 
abstract soul and lead it to its destiny of salvation beyond. Science 
has further shattered the vanity of man. Man in no longer the 
centre of the universe, and the planet we inhabit is but a tiny part 
of the cosmos. It owes its existence to the vagaries of the cosmos. 
Slightest disturbance in the universe may sweep it into oblivion. 
A tremour in the earth may submerge it, floods may wash it away ; 
a meteor from the stellar universe may strike it and burn it to 
ashes ; it had many lucky escapes in its historical existence. The 
earth itself is a smouldering meteor or slice of the burning stars 
dropped down from heaven. When it cooled off, life appeared at a 
comparatively late stage. Ukc the earth, life itself is a pure accident 
One has merely to look over the conditions which make life possible. 
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Life can flourish only under certain temperature and atmosphere. 
It is only within a narrow range of temperature that life can exist 
It was impossible when the earth was burning molten lava ; it may 
become extinct if the sun cools off beyond a certain degree Biology 
tells US that inanimate creation preceded the animate Life appears 
as a sort of emergent evolute of the material changes in the earthly 
conditions If all these observations are true, nothing remains of the 
soul and the immanent or transcendent God Nature seems to be 
such a weird phenomenon as to preclude the operation of the divine 
agency. One could hardly assert that it is meant to subserve the 
ends of man. The grand destiny of man as the arbiter of the uni- 
verse is thus shattered to shreds. While science unfolds a very 
unpleasant vista, we need not be pessimistic for that. We must 
make the best use of life while it lasts. One thing is, however, 
certain that the achievements of science cannot be ignored. They are 
bound to be destructive of faith and mysticism. No sanctimanious 
heritage of our past will be preserved or accepted because it is 
hallowed by tradition and blessed by prophets and priests. Nothing 
that cannot satisfy reason will stand What answer can religion 
give to the challenge of Science ? One can sec the writings on the 
wall. Religion as an institution has failed in its mission, and will 
not survive the onslaught of reason and science, atheists and refor- 
mers. But it may live as a custodian of individual conscience. It 
cannot be preserved by its temples of worship or its ritual and 
sacred i>araphernalia. It will not be saved by its prospect of bliss 
and happiness in after life. It may be saved if it contributes to the 
building up of the Kingdom of God on this earth. That is the 
supreme task before all lovers of religion. Will its votaries rise to 
their task ? That will determine the future of religion. If they still 
wobble in faith and mysticism and allow religion to be an instrument 
of preserving the statusquo, religion will be no more. 

Preseni day need , — In view of these disintegrating factors, I would 
like to urge upon the conference to undertake a critical examination 
of all our religious beliefs and philosophical conclusions Whatever 
is out-of-date or cannot stand the test of reason must be scrapped. 
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Further, we must address ourselves to the task of harmonising 
religion with science. It is idle at this stage to pretend to ourselves 
that the conquests man has made in the realm of knowledge and 
nature during the last three hundred years were made by the anci- 
ents. Let us recognise that we are always advancing knowledge, 
and our generation must contribute its rightful quota. Secondly, 
all our scholars and thinkers must labour to evolve an ideology that 
will meet the demands of our age. We must restate the whole 
moral code in the light of modern circumstances, and clothe the time- 
honoured formulae with new blood and flesh. Thirdly, we must create 
and develop a new conscience which will respond to the noble urges 
of man to-day. We must scrap our moral perversions, and concentrate 
primarily on human values Humanistic values are the paramount 
need of the hour. Fourthly, we must determine what sp>ecific 
contribution we can make to the national and social regenera- 
tion of our people. In order to discharge these functions effi- 
ciendy, we must call a halt to all doctrinal controversies between 
different sects, and declare a truce over all disputes of temples and 
idols. We must discourage the vast army of our saints from spiritual 
experiments and call upon it to become the healers of mankind 
and missionaries in causes millions aie fighting for. Outworn gospel 
truth must be abandoned in favour of new ideas and ideals. 
If there is a major war or a gigantic social convulsion, all the 
ideas and ideals dear to our saints and prophets will die with them. 
To meet an emergency we must devise emergency measures Cons- 
cription of laymen and saints for bringing in a millenium on 
this earth is the supreme task. In order to facilitate these tasks we 
must pool our resources to found a Jain University, which will be a. 
radiating centre of these trends of thought and social regeneration 
Its avowed purpose will be to train a new kind of intellectual and a 
crusader in the cause of humanity. It will produce true Jains, con- 
querors of ignorance and superstition, of dirt, disease and poverty, 
liberators of mankind from its injustices and maladies It will be 
the training ground for fighting war and violence in all their forms 
and shapes, and a vanguard in the struggle to build up a better society 
and healdieir outlook on life and its problems. Jainism will be 
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roused from its stupour and awakened to its sacred mission. We 
shall conquer the hearts of men, and that is the only way to spread 
Jainism. No sacrifice will be too great to achieve the destiny* 
Mahavir has placed before us. We went to create a society of 
Mahavirs the creators and organiser of peace and justice, democracy 
and equality in matters profoundly religious and worldly. A Jain 
university will be the beacon of national and social regeneration. 
It will dedicate temples not to deities but to men. 

Side by side with this essay in this creative and dynamic higher 
education, there must be a systematic plan to liquidate illiteracy 
within a reasonable period and provide higher and technical educa- 
tion to all deserving students. Universalisation of culture is the 
sine-qua-non of its preservation. So long as it is the monopoly of 
the privileged minority it is bound to be moribund. At present 
efforts are being made to provide facilities for education. But they 
are neither co-ordinated nor in proportion to the needs of the 
community. 1 think the*problem of education should be dealt with 
on a broad national basis. I would suggest that all the existing 
funds and trusts should be consolidated to finance all educational 
facilities. Secondly, as the present funds are hardly adequate for 
the needs of our communit>% it is absolutely necessary to augment 
our resources. One of the easiest way 1 can think of is that all the 
assets of temples and religious institutions should be utilised for 
education. No better use could be found for divine offerings. The 
spread of knowledge and enlightenment is certainly one of the 
noblest functions of all right-minded people. 

Next to education in importance is the provision of medi- 
cal facilities. Before we repair and preserve the dilapidated 
temples and crubmling monuments, let us build up the shrines 
of man. Life is the most sacred thing in the world, and 
its preservation and enrichment should have priority in the 
distribution of resources. Earlier 1 have made it clear that in the 
present stage of our evolution no one is prepared to see virtue in 
suffering. There is no special reason why the path of virtue 
should be strewn with corpses. Virtue combined with*, happiness 
should be the ideal of society. The conference should investigate

the medical needs of the community and make haste to provide for 
them. We pride ourselves on non-violence and universal life. 
Let these twin principles be applied to these specific problems. 
Every life saved will be a fresh conquest Side by side with the 
medical rcliefi problems of malnutrition should receive careful 
consideration. Deficiencies in diet are recognised as causes of ill- 
health and many diseases. We need a vigorous and healthy people 
Diseased body cannot house healthy mind. There also 1 must urge 
the necessity of coordinated action. Questions of housing and 
sanitary conditions should also be taken up. 

Over and above these problems is the shadow of unemployment. 
Time has come when no half-measures will meet the requirements. 
Innocent men and women are prepared to work but cannot get any 
work for no fault of theirs. It is the duty of society to find work 
for the needy or supply the needs of the victims of unemployment 
We must first collect statistics of the unemployed, and find ways 
and means to alleviate their sufferings. I do not pretend to be an 
economist, but ! would suggest a body of economic experts should 
take this matter up immediately. Possibilities of new business and 
industries financed by the big capitalists should be explored. Co- 
operative credit should be supplied. And the liquidation of indeb- 
tedness should be undertaken. 

To finance the social amelioration programme the ques- 
tion of imposing a graduated Jain income-tax should be seriously 
considered. We have preached from the pulpit and platform 
that it is a special privilege to be born a Jain. Let us also 
pay for that privilege. We have also in our moral code a 
provision to limit our wordly possessions (Parigraha parimAna). 
I believe that every true Jain should accept that vow and act 
upon it. We proclaim that the attachment to flesh and its 
passions is the source of all sin and evil . Why not mitigate that sin 
right from now. 1 think time has come when it is not enough to be 
bom a Jain ; one must become that. I do want to urge, upon the 
with all the emphasis at my command, the necessity to levy the 
income-tax. No reform is possible without some redistribution f

wealth ; it will remove the edge off the acertities and rigours of 
the present inequality. Sanctions to enforce the tax must be 
developed* So far we have used the weapons of social ostra- 
cism and boycott to enforce caste restrictions. Why not apply these 
sanctions to these beneficent proposals ? Besides we can also exploit 
the social sanctions of approbation and censure to bring the 
defaulters to book. We can also deprive them of fame, position 
an^ honour in our gatherings which have fallen to their lot far too 
easily and without any material contribution to the welfare of the 
community Leadership will be the badge of sacrifice and not 
of self-aggrandisement. 

Last but not least, we must also concert measures to remove the 
anamolies in our social structure. The distinctions of caste, creed 
or colour cannot have any place in any genuine Jain creed. But 
unfortunately we have succumbed to the vitiating social atmosphere 
around us. We never believed in the Varna ^hrama-dharma ; we 
never had any problem of untouchability. But we have accepted 
these social taboos and discriminations. Our society is hidebound 
with restrictions of caste and diet We must abolish them all, and 
evolve a hemogenous and egalitarian society. There must be fullest 
freedom for inter-marriage and inter-dining Similarly, we must 
revise our ideas of sanctity about sex and sexual relations. Let us 
place sex in its rightful f>osition. It is a biological necessity, and 
public health and social welfare alone should regulate sex affairs. 
We must also remove the present obsession with sex. Character 
has become nine-tenths of sex. and one-tenth is taken up by confor- 
mity to conventional platitudes largely in the realm of diet, drink 
and dress. Consequently we have lost sight of the real elements that 
coustitutc character ; we have also become unbalanced in our appre- 
ciation of things and persons. A puritan who renounces sex and 
recreations of life is not necessarily more moral than one who has 
them in moderation. Virtue after all lies in the golden means, and 
extremes either way are undesirable. The old ideal of denying legiti- 
mate satisfaction to human instincts and passions is obviously impos- 
sible of achievement The only thing that we can hope to do is to 
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iie^late and sublimate them Further more, suppression of sex is 
suicidal for the human race Celibacy is clearly out of the question. 
Nothing that will extinguish human stock can be regarded as either 
moral or normal. Self-preservation is the law of ^nature, and no 
moral code will ever defy it. Besides morality to be effective 
must not put undue strain on the powerful instincts and passions. 
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The SAmkhya postulates the Puru^a as the transcendental prin- 
ciple of Intelligence to which the conscious modifications of the 
psychical centre, namely, perceptions and ideas, feelings of pleasure, 
pain and infatuation, volitions and strivings, never cling and arc 
thus entirely foreign In its own entrlnsic nature the purusa of the 
Sarhkhyist is an eternal static principle of supernal consciousness 
remaining wrapt up in its transcendental luminosity, suffering 
no modification and therefore not entering into the constitution of 
ordinary psychical processes. What happens in the ordinary psy- 
chical processes is that as a result of the evolution of Prakriti, the 
cosmic material principle, started, however, by the glance of the 
transcendental purusa, there occurs in the individuated intellect 
(eitta) an adhyavas^ya or cognition which marks a sparkling of the 
Sattvagun-a the illumining real preceded by the subjugation of the 
Tamas or the darkening real, which along with Sattva and Rajas, or 
the actuating real, make up the constitution of everything in the uni- 
verse. The CiUa or BuJJhi f^attva, however, is unconscious by origin, 
originating, as it does, from Prakriti, and hence its quality or modi- 
fication, namely adhyavas~iya or cognition is necessarily unconscious. 
When we ordinarily state that our adhyavasAya or cognition cognises 
an object it is not the self that is the subject of the cognition, but it is 
rather the unconscious buddhi and its modification, adhyavasaya 
that appears to cognise the object ; and this apparent cognition on 
the part of the unconscious buddhi is, as the samkhya says, due to 
a false attribution {ftropa) of the cognitive activity to the trancen- 
dental self which in essence is devoid of all attributes. And this 
attribution is due to the assumption that the Puru^, the illumin- 
ing principle, gets reflected on the buddhi according to Vacas- 
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patimisra, or that there takes place a reciprocal reflection of the Purufa 
on the buddhi and of the buddhi on the Puru^a as according to 
Vijnftnabhiksu. And what has been stated here in connection with 
the occurrence of cognition applies muiatis mutandis to the occurrence 
of the other conscious states like pleasure, pain, infatuation and the 
rest ^ If follows than that in the production of the knowledge or 
cognitive — situation, the punsa or the conscious principle has no role 
to play ; nor is cognition by any means a conscious function seeing 
that the buddhi^ intrinsically unconscious as an evolute of Prakriti, 
runs the whole show. 

I . Examination of tht Sfmkhya Position. 

The Jaina however, here emphatically warns us that the Sam- 
kh3n8t is entirely mistaken in his view of the self in relation to 
knowledge. He argues that the sainkhyist admission of the self as 
a reality, unlike the Buddhist reduction of the self to momentary 
psychoses, is quite in point, but that what is wrong with him is 
his conception of the self as a static and unmodifying (aparinami) 
eternal principle which does not enter into the constitutton of know- 
ledge, but which merely looks on it from a distance as it arises, as a 
modification of an unconscious principle. This virtual separation 
between the self and knowledge (buddhi) entails an actual stultifica- 
tion of each of tham. For the Jaina points out. and rightly, that the 
self as a real, like every other real, realises its own nature in and 
through its modifications, its cognitions, emotions and conations ; and 
the cognitions and the rest have their significance only as modifications 
of the self. The static self without its conscious modification and mere 
modifications apart from the conscious self, are both equally mean- 
ingless abstractions. Further it seems inconceivable, the Jaina thinks, 
how the buddhi of the Samkhyist in itself unconscious, can be made 
to do the duty of a conscious principle Again supposing that the 
unconscious principle of Buddhi does the duty of a conscious 
principle the postulation of the self as a conscious principle becomes 
a gratuitous assumption. And finally the self of the sArnkbyist being 
an uncvolving (aparinami) and eternal (nitya) principle cannot satisfy

efficiency, and as such cannot be regarded as a sat or real. For the 
Jaina has demostrated that the reality of a real is constituted by its 
causal efficiency. The result will be that it would be impossible to 
demonstrate the reality of the self which is contrary to the very 
Sariikhya position itself ^ 

2. Examination of the Mimamsakci Position 
The Mlmamsaka is also another of those eternalists who maintain 
the unchangeable and immutable charater of the self, whose essence 
is consciousness (nilyacnilanyasoarapa). Though the conscious 
essence of the self remains identical, yet it is allowed to undergo 
changes of states (avasthSs) such as cognition, pleasure pain and 
the rest, and becomes the agent Jearta) and the enjoyer (hhoJeta) of 
the results of its agency. The attribution of agency and enjoyment 
of the results of its deeds to the self indeed sounds like an anomaly 
though it seems to fit well with the general mimSmsist stand^int 
which is an apotheosis of actions. This a vulnerable point in the 
mlniAmsa system where the advaitist atfaclcs it and points out that if 
the self is to be regarded as an immutable conscious reality in so 
far as its essence is concerned, we must think twice before we can 
attribute agency and enjoyment {Kartrlva and bhol^irfva) which 
involves change and difference to the same self which is essentially 
identical with itself without admitting any change or difference. It 
remains to be seen however, if the advaitist has really solved the 
problem of changes and differences of function in the life of the 
undifferenced unity of the self by his supposition of adjuncts (upa^ 
dhis) and of the Brtis or so called modifications as a matter of mere 
convention {upacora) and practical necessity {vyavahara). To return 
to the point of the mimawsist, the mimsist has striven to emphasie 
the unchangeable character of the conscious reality of the self by 
having recourse to his famous comparison of the self to the body of 
a snake which according to him remains identically the same in the 
changes of its states, sometimes, forming a circle and at other times 
sbretching itself into a straight line ( kundalavasths and arjavft- 
vastha).® In formulation of his doctrine of the immutability of the

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self, the mimdnsist makes the Buddhist doctine of universal flux to 
be his principal target at which the volleys of his intellectual shots 
are aimed. As an advocate of the doctrine of Karma which 
demands for its origin, potency and fruition the abiding agency of 
of the self, he has pointed and not unjustifiably, to the difficulties 
attaching to the conception of self as a momentary conscious state 
or as an inconnented series of them, no one member of which has 
anything to do with the other, the most damaging of such difficulties 
according to him being Kfianaia or obliteration of all trace of action 
done, and akfi^hkyagama or the enjoyment of the result of an action 
done by one momentary agent on the part of another such momen- 
tary agent who was never responsible for it 

A little reflection shows, however, that the mimamsaka, in his 
polemic against the Buddhist, has been carried away by his own 
bias in favour of an unmitigated identitj^ of the self. He seems to 
have been blinded to the opposite difficultj’^ of separating the struc- 
tural unity of the self from its functional diversity, although such 
separation is unwarranted from the viewpoint of a concrete self 
which consists, according to the Jaina, of its dynamic reality. The 
Jaina is an out spoken dynamist in his vew of a real conscious or 
unconscious, and cannot brook any shillyshallying in the concep- 
tion of the factors of a reality which necessarily enter into its cons- 
titution. His conception of a real, as we have elsewhere suffi- 
ciently pointed out, is that it is always something permanent in the 
midst of its changes, a unity in diversity, a being in becoming. 
A concious reality is never divorced from its own conscious modifi- 
cations and qualities in which lies its very life. Both structure and 
function make up the totality of the self or the conscious real. Per- 
ceptions and ideas, feelings and conations are of the self and in the 
self and arc never to be regarded as out of vital relation with the 
immamental unity of the self. The self is never transcndent retaining 
aloofness from its own modifications, but is always immanent in them 
or cognition is not a mere unaccountable avastha or state of the self,

as false an abstraction as the aparii^mi or immutable real without 
any parinama or modification.

The inscription edited here for the first time is at present to be 
seen in the Chint^mani temple, Bikaner. Curiously enough it belongs 
not merely to the same year but also to the same date as the JSi^galQ 
inscription edited in the p>age8 of the Antiquary, and seems to be 
the outcome of that very widespread movement of the consecration of 
vtJhichaiiyas advocated so strongly at the time by many influential and 
highly learned achMryas of the Kharatara gachha The inscrip- 
tion is mentioned as set up at Ajayapura, which however seems to 
be merely another name for JangalukUpa, a town believed unani- 
mously to have been founded by Ajayadevl, the Dahiya queen of 
Pfthvlraja Chauhan, who, as already pointed out in my note on the 
Janfrala inscription, is to be identified not with Prthvirdja 111, the last 
i Chauhan ruler of Ajmer, but with PrthvlrSja 1, the father of 
Ajayaraja. 

The inscription contains seven lines and the language used is 
Sanskrit.

Smildhiiataka of I^QjyapSlda with the ISauskrit Ooinmentar)' of Prabh^candra, edited 
with Mari^hl trauslatiou by Raoji Nemachaoda Shaha Esq., Pleader, ShoUpur, 
Published by totis&gara Digambara Jaiua b^sauaiuala, Malagaon, Crown 
pp. 9—15— 10-22~-4~~126, 2nd Ed 1938. 

This ie the 2nd edition of Saruadhi4ataka with Marit-bl translation, the first ed. 
of which was brought forth by Mr. R. N. Shaha in 1911. SaniAdhiiataka is a 
valuable work ou Jaitia Adhyattna-Vida, and it is coir.posed by an authoritative 
Acarya like PQjyapada, In this edition the text is aocornpanied by the Sanskrit 
eominentary '>f Prabhacandra and the Marathi rei»dering of the editor. 

We do not understand why Mr. Shaha has retained the Introduction of the 
first edition, when it deserved to be cancelled in the light of the next two Introduc* 
tions, On p. b he mentions a book called ‘ DigainV^ara Ifariaua ’ which is plainly a 
mistake for ‘ I)ar4auiis5ra ’ ; and we do not know o»i \vl»at autiioiiry Pahc&dhyiyi 
(p, 7) is Httnbiited to the authorship of PQjjapkda. 

Next follows a short lujt (‘ritical Introduction by llnit eminent orientalist 
Dr. P. 1. Vaidya, the first voltaae of wiio.se laonuniental edition of Puspadauta’s 
MahSpur^^na is recetitly [>ohlLshed in the Mauikachandra 1), .laiua Urantharn&)<l. 
He takes a review of all thit is written al/oot Pnjyapada and adds relevent remarks 
ou the life, date hihI works of PCljyapad.i Dr Vaidya is inclined to accept the view 
that Prijya(,>kdi tlourishe<i ifi the oth century A, i>. He discinsses the two titles 
• Samadlji^aiaka ' and ‘ Saniidiiitantra,’ and comes to the conclusion that the former 
should be the genuine name of the work Turning to the text-problem, he hoids 
that verses Nos. 2, 3, 103 and 104 are possil’ly later interpolations, and even No. 105 
may la* stamped as a Praksipta verse. After giving a slujrl outline of the contents, 
he puts forth a valuable comparative stmly of Samadhi.4aUka and GaudHpadiya-k5ri*fi 
Dr. Vaidya remarks that PQjyap'^da’s discussion al>out A.imasvarQpa is extremely 
beautiful, rarely seen elsewhere. 

Then follows another liitroiluciioii Oy Mr. Shaha. Besidee the verses of 
«lif!'erent authors about POjyapada, it does not add anything new to what has already 
preceded. Some of the argument** are sentimentally brandished without adding 
any new facts, .\fter that comes a biograpliical sketch of Mr. Sbahn in Mar^ht 
extending over 22 p**g€s. 

Mr. Shaba, it appears, Invs taken rauoh trouble to bring out lhi.s book, 
llemembering the greatness of Sam ad hi 4a taka, we must say that printing, typograph}' 
eto. have given a slip-shod appearance to this volume. However, the book will be 
welcomed by all Marathi readers. We expect that Mr. Shaha should give us some 
more of hie MarSt^bf renderings of etandani Saitekrit works.

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JAINA LITERATURE IN TAMIL.

1 he Chera prince is complinienteci by his Brahmana friend 
Mtldalan as one who introduc(‘d the |>ui'ei form of ' Poop[>aii ’ in 
temple worship. Incidentally we may mention another interesting 
fact. There are two terms in early 1 ainil literature ‘ Andanan * 
and ‘ Pclrppan each wnh a story behind. It is generally assumed 
that these two are synonym.s In several places tliey are probably 
used as synonyms. When in the same work these two terms are 
used in a slightly difterent connotations, they must l>e taken as 
different, in this epic of anklet tlie term ‘ Andanan ’ is interpreted 
by the commentator to mean * Srav^ika ' the honseliolder among the 
Jainas, This is very interesting piece of information. These two 
terms again occur in the famous Kuiaj where the term * Parppan * 
is interpreted to mean one who makes V^eda \dhyayana ; where the 
term ‘ Andanan ' is defined in a different manner as “ as one who is 
all love and mercy to all the living creatures. * Evidently the term 
‘ Andaijan * was conventionally used by early Tamil authors to 
describe the followers of Ahiiiisa doctrine irrespective of birth, while 
the term ‘ Parppan ’ was reserved by iliem to designate the social 
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caste af the Brahmanas. This suggestion is vvortli investigating by 
scholars interested in the social reconstruction of the early Tamils. 

Jivaka Cintainani. — 1 his work, the greatest of the five MahakA- 
vyas, is undoubtedly ‘ the greatest existing 1 amil literary monu- 
ment.’ In grandeur of conception, in elegance of literary diction 
and in bec\uty of description of nature it remains unrivalled in Tamil 
literature. For the later Tamil authois it has been not only a model 
to follow but an ideal to aspire to. The story that is told of Kamban, 
the author of the great Tamil RaniAyana, that when he introduced 
his RamSyana before the academy of scliolars, whtui soiik' of the 
scholars remarked that they discerned traces of Cintamani there, 
Kamban, characteristic ol intellectual courage and honesty, acknow- 
ledged his debt witli the following words : — 

“ Yes, 1 have sipped a spoonful of th(^ nectar from ( intamani,” 
This indicates with what veneration the classic was held l)y the 1 amil 
scholars. ‘ This great romantic epic which is at oncf the Iliad and 
the Odyssey of the Tamil language ’ is said to have l)een cornj)Osed 
in the early youth of the poet named 1 iruttakkadf'Wi. Notliing is 
known alx)ut the autlic:)r except his name and tluil he was l)orn in 
Mylapore, a suburb of Madras, where the author of Kuial also lived. 
The youthful poet together with his master migrated to Madura the 
great capital of the F^andyan kingdom and the centre of religious 
activities. With the permission cf the teacher the young ascetic 
poet got introduced to the members of the Tamil AcacTemy or 
Sahgam at Madura. While in social conversation with some of the 
fellow members of the academy he was reproached by them for the 
incapacity of producing erotic work in Tamil language. To this he 
replied that few Jainas cared to write poetry in Sriigara Rasa. They 
could very well do it as well as the others, but the fact that they 
did not indulge in such literary compositions was merely the result 
of their dislike of such sensual subjec ts and not due to literary 
incapacity. But when his friends taunted whetlier he could produce 
one, he accepted the challenge. Returning to his Asrarna he reported 
the matter to his master. While himself and his master were seated 
together there ran a jackal in front of them which was pointed out 
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by the master to his disciple who was asked to compose a few 
verses relating to the jackal. Immediately Tiruttakkad<5va, the 
disciple, composed verses relating to the jackal, hence called Nari 
viruttam, illustrating the Instability of the body, ephemeral nature of 
the wealth and such other topics. The master was pleased with 
the extraordinary poetic cibilit>^ of his disciple and gave him per- 
mission to compose a classic describing the life history of Jivaka. 
It contained all the various aspects of love and beauty. To mark his 
Cv/iisent the master composed an invocatory verse to be used by the 
disciple cis his first verse of his would-be work. Then his disciple 
I iruttakkaddt^va started composing another verse in adoration of 
Siddha which was accepted by his Guru as much more beautiful than 
his own and instructed him U) ke^^p this as his first verse while his 
own was assigned a s<*cond place. Thus the verses containing 
Siddhanamaskara starting with llie '.voi ds ‘ Moovamudala ’ is the 
first verse in Jivaka Cintarnani while ‘ Arhan Namaskiira ’ composed 
by tiie Guru beginning with the words ’ Semponvaraime"*! is assigned 
the second place in the work, llnrs as the result of the challenge 
from his friendly poet of Madura Saiigam, the Cintarnani was 
rom|X)sed by Tiruttakkadeva to prove that a jaina autlior also 
could produce a w^ork containing Si ngfira Rasa. It was admitted 
on all sides that he ha<l succeeded wonderfully well. \XTen the 
work was produced before the academy, the tradition says, that the 
author was asked liy his friends how he, ficam his childhood pledged 
to perfect purity and ceiiliacy, could compose a poem exhibiting 
sucli uneciualled familiarity with sensual pleasures. In order to 
c lear up ibis cfoubt it is said he took up red-hot bail of iron with 
these words “ i .et this bin n me, if I am not pure ’ ; and it is said he 
came out of the ordeal unscatiied, and his friends had apologised 
to him for casting doubt on his purity of conduct. 

Unlike the previous work Siiappadikaram which is sup- 
posed to deal with the historical events which took place 
during the life-time of the author, this classic deals with the 
PurSinic story of Jivaka. The story of Jivaka is found in 
Sanskrit literature in plenty. The continuation work of Maha- 
puraiiam by Jinasena composed by his disciple Gimabhadra 
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contains the story of Jivaka in a chapter of MahfipurAna. The 
story is again found in Sri PurSnam which is a prose in ManipravSla 
style, probably a rendering of this MaliApurAnam. In K^atracudA- 
mani, in GadyacintAmani and Jlvandhara CampQ we have the same 
story worked out. Whether the author of the Tamil work had 
any of these Sanskrit works as the basis for his composition we 
cannot assert with any definiteness. 

Of all these Sanskrit works, MahapurAna is certainly the oldest 
and we have definite information that it belongs to the 8th century 
A-D, since it was composed by Jinasena the spiritaal teacher of 
Amoghavarsa of the RAstrakota dynasty. But Jinasena himself 
speaks of several previous works on which he l>ases his own 
composition- Any ho* v it is generally agreed l>y scliolars that this 
Tamil classic Jlvakacintamani is probably later than the Hth century 
A.D. We may acce|>t this verdict for the pre.sent. Flie work is 
divided into 30 llambakas or chapters, the fust heginuiag wlt!i the 
birth and education of the hero and tfie hist ending with his 
Nirv^ua. 

). Nsmagal llarubagam — I he story Ixjgins with the des- 
cription of the country MemArigada in Bharata Khanrja. RfijamA- 
puram is the capital of H emcingada. 1 he ruler was Sachchandan 
of the Kuru dynasty. This Sat hchandan married his maternal 
uncles Sridattan’s daughter named Vhjayfi. I’his Srldattan was 
ruling over the country^ of V'ideha. Since the king Sachchandan 
was so much in love with his wife who was extremely beautiful, he 
spent most of his time [r\ her apfirtment without attending to his 
state affairs. He delegated to one of his ministers Kattiyai^gAran 
the royal privileges to (x* exerci,sed. This Kattiyanguran, when once 
he tasted the power and privilege of royalty, desired to usurp the 
the same. The king, ignorant of such a Machievallian policy of 
his minister, to whom he foolishly entrusted the state affairs, dis- 
covered the mistake a little too late. In the meanwhile, the Queen 
had three dreams of rather an unpleasant nature. When she 
wanted the interpretation from the king, he somehow consoled her 
not to worry alxnit the dreams. Antici|>ating trouWes from his 
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ungrateful minister, it is said that he had constructed for him a sort 
of aerial vehicle like the modern aeroplane in the form of a peacock. 
This peacock machine was secretly constructed within the palace in 
order to carry two persons in the air, and he instructed his Queen 
to manipulate this machine. When the queen was in the state of 
advanced pregnancy, the ungrateful Kattiyaiigaran wanted to realise 
his wish to usurp the kingdom and thus besieged the palace. Since 
the peacock machine was constructed to carry the weight of two 
persons alone and since the queen was in advanced state of preg- 
nancy. the king thought it advisable to place the machine at her 
disposal and himself stayed behind. When the machine started up 
with the queen on it, the king with the drawn sword in his hand 
came out to meet the usurper. In the melee of the fight the king 
lost his life and the wicked Katpyaiigaran proclaimed himself the 
king of R^jamApuram. The queen, who l)y that time reached the 
outskirts of the city, heard this royal proclamation resulting from the 
death of her royal husband and lost control of the machine which 
<Iescended and landed on the cremation ground in the outskirts of 
this city. In the darkness of night she gave birth to a son in those 
pitiable surroundings. The queen had nobody to help her and the 
child was crying helple.ss in the pitch-dark night on the cremation 
ground. It is said that one of the l^evatc^s taking pity on the queen, 
assumed the form of one of her attendants in the palace and did 
service to her. Just then one of the merchants of that city carrying 
his dead child to l>e buried came there. There he met the beautiful 
child Jivaka which was left alone by bis mother at the advice of 
the Devatci, The merchant by name Kandukkadan was very 
much pleased at the sight of the royal baby w'hich he recognised 
as such from the ring in the child's finger and took the live baby, 
the royal child, Rack to his house and gave it liack to his wife, 
saying that her child was not dead. His wnfe gladly accepted this 
gift from her husband and brought him up thinking it her own. 
This child was jivaka, the hero of our story. 

The queen Vijayi» accompanied by the Devatt^ went to Daiida- 
kftratiya where she assumed the form of a female ascetic and stayed 
in a TSpasa A^rama. Jivaka was brought up in the merchant’s 
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house with a number of his cousins. As a youth he was educated 
by one Accaiiandi Adirya and also learnt archery and other arts 
requisite for a prince. The Guru who was attracted by the ability 
of his student one day narrated to him the tragic story of his royal 
family and took a promise from the youthful prince that he should 
not rush to revenge and recover his state till the expiry of one 
complete year. After getting this promise from the youthful 
disciple the Guru blessed the prince that he would recover his king- 
dom after that period and discovered to him his own identit>' 
Afterwards the Guru left him and went his own way to perform 
Tapas and attain Nirv^ana after worshipping at the feet of the 24th 
Tirtharikara MahAvira. Thus ends the first chapter devoted to the 
education of the prince Jtvaka, lienee called Namagai Hambagan, 
Namagal meaning Sarasvati the Goddess of tongue or speech.

3. GAndharvadattAiytV liambaga.n— GAndharvadattA was the 
daughter of a VidyAdhara king named Kalusavega. I ^earning from 
an astrologer that his daughter would marry someone in RAjamahfi- 
pura, he wanted to send his daughter to that city. When he was wait- 
ing for an opportunity for this a merchant from that etty REjamaliA- 
pure by name Srfdatta was returning home with ship-loads of gold as a 
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result of his sea-borne trade. Just like the magic ship-wreck effected 
by Prospero in Shakespeare's Tempest, this Vidyadhara king did 
create a magic ship-wreck and managed to bring the merchant Srldatta 
to his court. T here he was intimated why he was brought to the 
Vidyjidhara capital ; and he was instructed to take with him the 
princess Gandarvadatt^ to be given in marriage to anybody who 
would defeat her in a VlnS contest. Returning to his capital with 
this VidyjTdhara princess, Srldatta proclaimed to the citizens the 
ionditions of Viirt Svayamvara and offered the VidyAdhara princess 
to one who would succeed in this contest. This contest was 
u ranged with the permission of KattiyangAran the then ruling king. 
Membt'is l>elonging to the first three Varnas were invited for the 
contest, Lvety one got defeated by this princess Gandharvadatta. 
Thus elapsed six days On the seventh day the prince Jivaka, who 
was taken l>v th-^ citizeiis for merely a merchant's son, wanted to 
try his chance in this music contest. When Jivaka exhibited his 
inusira! skill in tliis contest, the Vidyadhara princess acknowledged 
him to he victorious and accepted him as her husband. Several 
princes who w^eie assembled there, out of jealousy, wanted to fight 
jivaka but all tliese were defeated and finally Jivaka took Garidhar- 
vadatt I home wl jere lie celebrated the regular formal marriage. 
Thus ends the third chapter of the marriage of GandharvadattS. 

4. Gunamalaiyar llaml>agam — On another day during Vasanta 
festival tlie youth of the city went to the adjoining Park for play 
and enjoyment. Among these were two young ladies Suramaftjarl 
and Gunamala. Between them there arose a discussion as to the 
quality of the fragrant powder used for the purpose of bathing, 
fiach claimed that her powder was superior. The matter was 
referred to the w'ise youth Jivaka, who gave a verdict in favour of 
GunamsUi'. Hearing the decision Suramafijari was sorrow-struck 
and decided to shut herself up in KanySmsda with a vow that she 
would never see male's face, til! this very Jivaka would come begging 
for her hand in marriage. While Suramanjari desisted from taking 
part in the Vasanta festival Guiiamal» encouraged by the verdict in 
her favour went out to enjoy the festival. Jivaka himself on his way 
observed a dog beaten to death by some Brahmai?^as whose food was 
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touched by this poor dog. When he saw the dying dog, he tried to 
help the poor creature and whispered to him the PaftcanamaskSra 
with the hope that it would help the creature to have a Ixjtter 
future. Accordingly the anim^il was born in Devaloka as a Deva 
called Sudaftjana. This Sudaftjana Deva immediately appeared 
before Jivaka to express his sense of gratitude and was willing to serve 
him. But Jivaka sent him l>ack with the instruction that he would 
send for him whenever he was in need, hile he thus dismissed 
the Deva, he witnessed a terrible scene. The king*s elephant esca{>ed 
from its place and immediately ran towards the Udy^na in front of 
the people returning home after the festival, just then he saw 
Gunam^ila with her attendants returning home. 1 hev were all 
frightened at the sight of the mad elephant jivaka ruslied to tlicii 
rescue, subdued the king’s elephant and made it return home 
quietly; and thus made the way clear for Gunarnifila and her friends. 
While Gunami^ki s*iw the ix^autifiil prince, slie imme^hately fell m 
love with him, I his was rejxrrted to her p;u ents who arranged 
for the marriage of Gunam da with jivaka, which was accordingly 
celebrated. But the king KattivemgHr an came to kni>w of the ciiastise- 
ment of his royal elephant and sent lus sons and hr >therdn-lavv 
Madanan to bring this C hetty boy jtv.ika 1 tiev with c» nurnl>er 
of soldiers came and surrounded Kandukkadan’s Fhough 

jivaka wanted to fight against them, he remendxned Ins promise' 
to his Guru to kt*ep <pitet for one full year and tiieiefore was not 
in a position to defend himself. Thus in difficuity lie lenirmlx-ucd 
his friend Sudanjan i Deva who immedtatcly brouglit afxHit a 
cyclone and ram thus created confusion among his enernie. In 
this confusion jivaka sva.s lifted and earned away i>y his friend 
Sudaftjana Deva to his own place. The king s officers, in their 
confusion, were not able to find out jivaka ; they killed some 
one else ; and reported the matter to the king that they could 
not bring Jivaka alive and therefore they had to kill him in 
the confusion created by the cyclone. Fhc king was very much 
pleased with this result and rewarded them a!! amply.

Cognizance or symbols — ^The distinguishing symbols of the 24 
jinas are well-known. What 1 wish to emphasize here is the 
fact that the l^tnchhanas appeared at a later date in Jaina iconography. 
Of all the images from Kankali Tila I hav^e not come across a 
single image with a cognizance to mark it out as the statue of a 
particular Tirthamkara. The laitchhanas in fact do not exist, so far 
as art is concerned, up to the end of the Kushsua period. The 
dedicatory inscriptions only help us in knowing the name of the 
Jina represented. For example we have from Kankali lila 
E.l, U, Ins, 14), (E. 1. 11, ins. 20), RigiTH (FI !., (I, Ins. 23),

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A JAINA GANESA OF BRASS

The image of Ganesa ‘ which is here discussed and illustrated 
is exhibited in the collection of “ Bronzes in the Museum of 

the Indian Historical Research Institute, St Xavier’s College, 
Bombay. 

The image is cast in brass and is 6 3*^ in height and 4’5'^ 
in breadth /the entire c* stt Ganesa is represented as sitting 
in the crose-legged posture for meditation {padimsana), on a lotus- 
seat {padma-amna , which is resting on a rectangular stand. 
Behind, on the stand, is a ‘ torana" ^ surmounted by a k^lasa *. 
Over this was held an umbrella as is indicated by a loop affixed at 
at the back. He has 18 arms the additional 16 springing up from 
the two main arms), and has his trunk towards the right The 
point where it is again turned to the left is joined up with the main 
part of the trunk to form a circular receptacle (perhaps to hold 
some object?). Ganesa wears a k<^raff(famuky(o, hira^ sarpopaviia

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Till now no sculpture either in stone or in “ bronze ’* 
seated in this pose is published from Indian collections. ^ 

Thirdly, for its trunk. It is turned to the right. This is, how- 
ever, not an absolutely unusual feature for figures with trunks 
similarly tieatcd arc found. ® 


Fourthly, for the ^>/u^<riikc ornament on the torana of the stand. 
This suggests Jairia influence, as an identical ornament is found on 
the images of the Jaina 1 u thankaras in the collection of the Museum. 
It IS not improbable that the image belonged originally to the 
grahha-grho (shrine-chamber) of some Jaina temple where it was 
worship|XHJ along with other brass images, f>ecause Ganesa is 
worshipf>ec! as a lord of auspicious events and remover of obstacles 
even by the jainas, and the ritual of establishing ( prati^t h~ifxj(iavidhi) 
his image is descrilved at length in a jaina work called Achoradino^ 
kara.^ According to this work an image of Ganesa may be of 
several kinds — pr^fstiJasiha, pifjaniya. dbarcvpya. and viJpnga^tam : may 
l>f made ol any metal includmg brass [rid or rtrt) hut not of arm other 
mixed metal, map have or even 108 hands and mag be seated m a 
padmifsana* . Our image, it will be seen, has many of these features 
^Vi 2 .. it is made of brass and has 18 hands. Further, (to cite 
archaeological evidence)* image of Ganesa is usually placed either 
on the entrance gateway or on that of the shrine in a jaina temple*.

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It may be pointed out here incidentally that this point — the place 
of Ganesa in jainism (literature ^ and sculpture* has not been 
touched upon by Getty in lier otherwise exhaustive work on Ganesa. 

Two other points may be noted. First, that though the Sakti 
of Ganesa is seated on his left lap as is the case with Sakti Ganapatis 
she sits unsupported. 

Second, this is one of the very rare cases in which the figure 
of Ganesa is so well proportioned as this one. Artistically it does 
not look ugly but looks well modelled just because the belly is made 
proportionate to suit the pac/rry~f sana-pose of the figure. 

It is not known whence the figure came Ihe i^a/a^a-type 
ornament and other features point towards Gujarf'U as its provenance 
where it was probably worshipped in a Jaina temple or home as a 
Jharfilyamurti portable image) and place it in al)Out tlie 15th 
century A. D.

Asoka and Jainism.

Intraductory, 

At the beginning of the Indian researches the inscriptions of the 
Mauryan fimperor Asoka were a sealed book for the European 
Scholars : but it was also through their laudable efforts that these 
records on stone were deciphered by the help of Cylonese Buddhist 
texts* Prof. T. W. Rhys Davids remarked that ‘Mt is not too much 
to say that without the help of the Ceylon books the sb'iking identi- 
ficatioiu’of the king F^iyadasi of the inscriptions with the king Asoka 
of history would nevei have been m ide/’^ Henceforth it became 
an easy task for the scholars to study the inscriptions more success- 
fully ; but in doing .so they could not keep clear their vision of the 
latter monkish evidence and w’ere mostly swayed by the accounts 
of the poetical and sectarian boo' s of the Cylonese Buddhists.^ 

7 he BuJdhhi legends are not pure history. 

It seems that the accounts of the Buddhist legends are not pure 
history to rely upon. Mr. Vincent Smith admitted that these 
chronicles are full of ‘ silly hetions’ and hence are ‘of no historical 
value.’ They sliould be ' treat<"d simply edifying romances/® 
Prof. D. R. Bhandarkar supportvS him when he says tliat Buddhist 
traditions expressed in these chronicles contain ‘ such downright 
absurdities and inconsistencies’ and ' disclose so much of dogmatical 
and sectarian tendency that very little that is contained in these 
traditions may be accepted as historical truth/ * Moreover in the 
words of Prof. R. K- Mookerjee, " these legends are themselves at

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conflict with one another in many places and thus betray themselves 
ail the more/* Prof. T. W. Rhys Davids* following remarks also 
seem to hold good 

“ Now that we have the contemporary records in all their 
simplicity and redolent of the time, the pictursque accounts, written 
six centuries or more afterwards by well meaning members of the 
Buddhist Order, who were thinking the while not of historical 
criticism, but of religious edification, seem of poor account ** Bud- 
dhist indiai p. 274). 

“ it is therefore,** says Dr Kern, *' ‘ unsafe to draw inferences 
from such narrations.*’ Yet there are a few scholars like Dr. 
Hultszch who have faith in these legends. But the recent remarks 
of Rev. Fr. H. Heras, S. J. maybe taken as a last word on the point 
He writes® : — 

“ The Buddhist chronicles of the 4th, 3th and 6th centuries 
have deceived many a scholar. To count so great a monarch as 
Asoka among the disciples of Gautama was unquestionably a 
distinct advantage to the declining Buddhist monachism. Hence 
their statement is not reliable at all.*’ 

T>harma oj the f^reJecessors oj A$oko^ 

Therefore the only reliable evidence on the subject are Asoka’s ins- 
criptions themselves and we should see from them that what was the 
'Dharma of Asoka. But we find Asoka stating in his 7th pillar edict 
that his predecessors endeavoured to propogate and diffuse the 
spirit of Dharma among the people, though they were not successful. ^ 
Now let us see. who were these predecessors of Asoka and what 
Was their Dharma > Asoka ruled over India from Magadha and 
no doubt he was the king of Magadha. Therefore his predecessors

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can only be the kings of Magadha. In the Indian history the first 
historical king of Magadha known is Srenika Bimba^ara.® He and 
his successors Ajata^atru and Udayin were followeis of Jainism ® 
and we know from the Jaina records that they strived and worked 
for the cause of the religion of Nandas upset these Saisunagm 

and it is evident from the Hathiguj^ha inscription ' * and from 
the literary evidence as well, * * that the earlier Nandas were likewise 
the adherents of Jainism. Some of the latter Nandas of course 
seem to have been of Brahmanical pursuasion. These were a bit 
remote predecessors of Asoka, though Jainism mostly had a great 
claim on them. But the immediate predecessors of Asoka were 
his own parents I hese too, were attracted by Jainism and seem 
to have actually professed it. 

It is evident from the jaina accounts that Mahavira, the last 
jaina Ththankara was successful in preaching his religion among 
the Moriyas, who were the kinsmen of Chandragupta. One oi the 
chief apostles of Mahavhtt was a Moriyaputta and there were also 
many other Moriyaputtas^ * who became his followers. Thus 
Jainism predominated amongst the Moriyas * ^ and it was but 
natural for Chandragupta, the grandfather of Asoka, who of 
course had connections with the Moriyas and lived w^ith them,^® 
to get into its influence from the very boyhood. The Jaina tradition 
make him a jaina king from. the very beginning of his reign.*" He

logical list of Hindu Ritjris as well. ^ ® In fact, the available Jaina 
evidence is reliable enough to impress the scholars with its authen- 
ticity. Hence Chandiagupta has been regarded as a disciple of 
the great jaina monk Srutakevali Bhadrabahu, who abdicated in 
favour of his son on heariij^ about a 1 2 years' famine in North 
India from his venerable precept and retired with him and the 
Sarrigha to South India, where he served his preceptor till his death 
at SravanaWagola and glorified jainism by his illustrious religious 
deeds.® ^ 

After Chandragupta, Vhndus%a sat on the throne of Magadha. 
Buddhistic legends state that he followed the religion of F^rahmanas ; 
but they are not unanimous on t!ie point, for we find in one of 
them stated that X'indusTra and his qu^'en, t!ie mother of Asoka, 
honoured the Ajh'ika Saints. On tlie other liand, the jaina lite- 
rature styles him as a jaina and names him as ‘ Sinihasena ’ also.' ® 
It is stated therein that ^'ome V'edic Brahman is once influenced the

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the king and pursuaded him to celebrate the bloody sacrifice ; but 
the Jaina Brahmanas vanquished them in debate and the king was 
glad to follow their instructions.^^ If we can give credit to this 
latter evidence which we should, since the Buddhists themselves 
describe him to have honoured the Ajivika saints, who were almost 
akin to Nirgrantha (Jain) ascetics, it may be justified to regard 
VindusAra also a jaina.* '* His father being a zealous member of the 
jaina Church, it would be a wonder if lie would not have at all 
come int ) the touch of Jainism. At any rate it seems a fact that 
he w'as not an stauncli member of the Brahmcinical pur suasion, 
other wise he wouli never have sent for A}‘vika saints on the auspi- 
ciotis occasions in his family. 

Under the circumstances it is dear tlrai the father and grand- 
father of Asok i h id followed <*’thf‘i lhahmanical or Buddhis- 

tic religl >!i ; r;iiher jainism direct or in disgui;>c: of Ajivlklsm had a 
great influence over them and they liied to glorify it : as their 
Satsunaga and Nanda predecessors iiaci done. Therefore the 
Dharma, to wlilch Asoka refers in his edict, was Jainism : which 
they endeavoured to [>re \ch Thus it is hul natural tliat the Dharma 
of AsSoka can hardly i>e alien to it, for Asoka makes no distinction 
betwt'en his and his predecessors’ Dliarma. Moreover we shall 
try to see below that the Dharma preached \yy Asoka was emphati- 
cally based on jaimi tenets and it l>etray.s the Jaina belief of the 
Mauryan King. 

Some objections answered. 

But the current opinion is mostly against the idea that Asoka 
was ever a Jaina. Scholars regard Asoka a Buddhist and they say 
that he never took ‘ greater interest in tlie welfare of the jainas, 
Jaina scriptures do not support that Asoka was ever a keen member

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of their order Samgha).* ® But it is a bit too bold to make such 
a declaration, since we find the narration of the grandson of 
Chandragupta in the latter Jaina books, The ‘ Rjlj^lvalikathe ’ per- 
haps following the historical data of two Asokas of the Cylonese 
Buddhists with their claim for him, left out that name altogether ; 
but as he was sure that according to the Jaina tradition the son and 
the grandson of Chandragupta were jaina and built jaina monu- 
ments when they came to visit the Samf^fdhi-stbala of Bhadrabfthu 
and their illustrious ancestor Chandragupta at ^ravauabelgola, he 
expressed clearly that grandson of Chandragupta was a devout 
Jaina. Asokan edict of Brahmagiri is also remarkably characteristic 
since in it the king exhorts people to respect and serve their precep- 
tors and parents.*" 

But even if we do not take into consideration and give credit to 
the latter jaina Iiterar>' evidence, our po.sition is not a bit altered, 
since we find that Jaina literature is altogether silent alx)ut such a 
great jaina monarch as Khfi>ravela. 

It is also objected in certain quarters that Asoka Ixing not an 
strict vegetarian from the very beginning of his life cannot fx? a 
Jain. But here too I may lx? allowed to say that the truth in fact 
lies otherwise. Asoka mentions indeed that a certain animal used 
to be killed in his royal kitchen ** ; but it is not clear from it that 
they were killed for his personal diet. Most probably these meat 
dishes were used to be piepared for and served to those members 
and relations of the Royal family who were not Vegetarians.*^*^ 
Besides it. we may also note that in jaina ethics a Wiever only Le , 
an m>iria$amyagdra»ii is not required to give up the habit of causing 
injury to movable and immovable (Trasa h Sthtivara) fieings and

3M). In the jaina literature we find that Jain hosts entertained non-vegc- 
tatian guests in their own fashion. e.g. J^^itadhanna (Hyderabad ed } 
p. 619 and Harivani^a pur^na (Sarga 55. SI 66. 67 ) 
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sensual indulgence all atonce.'^’ As he advances in his spiritual 
belief he gets disgusted with his that condemnable habit and gives 
it up altogether in no time. Moreover in the Buddhist period it 
was only Jainism that gave a full stress on Ahirpsa and condemned 
meat dishes. Brahmanas, Buddhists and others freely partake of 
them.’^ *^ Hence the statement of Asoka that in end he abolished 
hins(i in the sha|>e of killing animals for his royal kitchen altogether 
betrays the influence of Jainism on him. Rice,*'^ Thomas ** and 
others admitted that Asoka was a Jaina at an early stage of 
his life. 

fiuddhist literature also seems to support our this view indirectly, 
for we find mentioned in the ' Mahnvamsa ’ (V) that “ Asoka fed 
religious mendicants of different sects to test their conduct,” and 
it is said clearly in the ‘ SamantapTiscidika ’ (1, 44-45) that “ Asoka 
followed the doctrine of the heretics for three years. The heretics 
(Titthyas) of Buddhists are mostly jainas ’ Thus we may be 
justified to regard that Asoka followed jainism openly at a time in 
his life. 

Dharma Was not Buddhism 

It is not a new idea that the Dharma of Asoka was not Buddhis- 
tK, Fleet,'*" Wilson.*' I'homas,*" Macphail.^* Monahan'*' and 
other scholars have affirmed this prior to us. Rev. Fr. Heras also

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remarks that Even Dr. Kern says that ‘ inscriptions, with a few 
exceptions, contain nothing particularly Buddhistic.’* Senart after 
having said that in the Dharma ‘ there is nothing exclusively 
Buddhist t ; makes the following statement: ‘ In my opinion our 
monuments (Asoka’s inscrip’s) are witnesses of a stage of Buddhism 
sensibly different from that which is developed in later times.* $ 
This is only a guess without any foundation. The same contradic- 
tion is also made by Hultzsch. He says that all his moral procla- 
mations ‘ do not characterize him as Buddhist reformer.* but he 
adds ‘ if we turn to an examination of what he tells us about the 
nature of his Dharma, it appears that the latter is in thorough 
agreement with the picture of Buddhist morality which is preserved 
in the beautiful anthology entitled ‘ Dhammapada.’§ Both the 
statements of Senart and Hultzsch seem to have been elicited in 
compliance with the statement of those who style Asoka the great 
Buddhist missionary,” 

Prof. Radhakumud Mookerjee also do not find pure Buddhism 
in the Dharma preached by Asoka. but he tries to uphold the view , 
that Asoka professed Buddhism by pointing out that his private or 
personal religion was different than that of his edicts.** But it 
seems hardly tenable since human psychology teaches us that man 
cannot inspire and work against the ideal which is very near and 
dear to his heart. Hence the following statement of Rev. H. 
Hcras, S. J. is characteristic on the point 

“ But if we examine carefully, without bias and with an 
open mind, Asoka’s moral precepts and dogmatic 
tenets . we imnaediately realise that his Dharma is 
common to all Indian religions, though specially influenced 
by jaina doctrines as regards sacredness of inviolability 
of life.” (JMS., xvii. 271).

After 
instructing him in these tlire’^ useful Mantras, die Deva directed his 
friend the way he is to take to reach home. Leaving the land of 
his friend Sudanjana Deva. he roamed about in several places doing 
useful service to very many who were in suffering. Finally he 
reached the city of Chandr^ibha in Pallava Desa. I here he became 
a friend of Lokapala, the Pallava piince. I his Prince's sister 
Padma, one day, when she went to gather flowers, got bitten by a 
cobra. Jtvaka saved her from the effect of poison through the 
Mantra given to him by Deva Sudanjana. As a reward of this good 
service, he had Padm?^ given to him in marriage hy the Pallava 
king. There he stayed for a few months when he left the city 
in cognito all of a sudden. The princess was in great sorrow because 
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of the disappearance of her husband. The king sent messengers 
in search of his son-in-law Jivaka, who were told by Jlvaka himself 
in disguise that there would \ye no use in searching for him now, 
and that he would of his own accord return after nine months. 
^ ith this glad tidings the messengers went back and comforted 
the princess Padma. Thus ends the Padumiy^r llambagam 

6. Kemasariyfir llambagam — Then Jiv'aka reached K<?^mapuri 
in Takka N^du. In that K^rnapuri there was a merchant by name 
Subhaddiran. He had a daughter by name Kernasari. .A^strolagers 
told this merchant that the youth who at the sight produced the 
emotion of modesty and lov'e in his daughter would become her 
huslxind. The merchant in search of a son-in-law tried several 
times to bring alx)ut such a situation to discover the predicted 
emotions in his daughter. But ail cases proved failure till he came 
urx)n jivaka. When jivaka was invited to his iiousr. he oTcserved 
to his great joy that his daughter Kemasan at the fust siglit fell in 
love with Jivaka. He gladly gave his daughter Kernasari in 
rnarriTige to Jivaka who stayed with his wife for some time. Again 
he left the place in disguise, without the knowledge of anylKKiy, to 
the great gnef of his new wife Kemasan.

He was living with 
Kanakam&iai for some time in the meanwhile, his cousin Nandaf- 
ten not knowing the wherealx>uts of jivaka wanted to go alx>ut in 
search of him. Glindharvadatte, the Vidyidhara princess and 
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j!vaka*s first wife, gave the information about the exact whereabouts 
of Jlvaka at the moment. Through the help of her VidyS, she 
managed to lead Nandattan to Hcmapura where he stayed with his 
friends. Jivaka’s other friends went in search of him. On 
their way they met the old queen Vijaya in a Tavappalli. She was 
informed of all that hapf>ened to Jlvaka after she left the baby on 
the cremation ground. And she expressed a great desire to meet 
her son, and they promised to arrange for such a meeting within a 
month aiid left the TavapalH to go to jlvaka. While jivaka was 
living with his new wife Kanakainalai, they pretended to besiege 
the town in order to meet jlvaka. jivaka with his cousin Nandattan 
gathered large fon.es and went out to meet the hesieging army in 
battle. Padurnuhan who w.us in charge of the army outside and a 
friend of jlvaka de.s])atch< <i Ins first arrow wnth a message tied toil 
informing jlvaka of Ins own identity and the o’oject of the visit. 
When the arrow fell at the feet of jlvakrg lie picked it up and read 
tire message to his great juy. Recognising that they were all his 
friends, he in%'itrd iKtmi all into the city and introduced them to 
the king and father-in law. When Jivaka learnt from his friends 
aixiut his mother tind her eagerness to meet him, tie took leave of 
die king <ind liis wife Kanakarn ’ilc.i w iio was asked to sta with her 
father lie started from die city with ali his friends to meet his 
old motlHU.

Jlvaka went and 
sat in S^garadatta’s shop just to take rest The large stork of sugar, 
which he had in store for a long time unsold, was disposed off 
immediately after the visit of the stranger to the sho{». I his was 
taken to l>e a very good omen by the merchant Sfigaradatta, as he 
had learnt previously from the astrologeis '* that Ive vvhose presence 
w’ould lead to the complete disposal of his uns( Id goods would he 
the proper son-in-law for him He gladly offered his daughter 
Vimak in marriage to this fieautifui youth, jivaka accepted VimalA 
in marriage and spent with her just two days and the third morning 
he went back to his fiiend’s camp in the garden outside the city.

I’he very sight made Kattiyangaran frigh- 
tened jlvaka, vvhom he considered to le dead and gone, was

hit at the boar mark successfully with his arrow, and won the hand 
of tlie princess in the Svayarhvara. Then his uncle Govinda Raja 
openly announced who this young man was and sent an ultimatum 
to Kattiyaiigaran to return back his kingdom. But KattiyarigAran 
accepted the challenge and preferred to fight. He was defeated 
and killed in a regular battle together with his hundred sons* 
Jivaka was victorious. At the news of the victory, his old mother 
was in great joy and felt that her life-purpose was fulfilled. 

Pumagal Ilambagain — Then Jivaka after the victory marched 
to his own city RAjamApuram where he had the coronation 
ceremony conducted in a grand manner to the delight of his friends 
and relations- This is spoken of as the marriage with the Bhomi 
Devi, the Spirit of the earth, because jivaka’s previous career was 
one of a glorious stream of marriages. 

llakkanai llambagam — After assuming the kingship over 
H^manga N^klu he had the celebration of the marriage with his 
uncle’s daughter llakkanai who was won in tlie last Svayaihvara, 
by h is successful hitting at ti^e boai-mark, and rewarded all his 
friends in a fitting manner. His foster-father was elevated to roval 
honour. His friends were given several presents. He gave away 
all the wealth of Kathyangaran to his uncle Govinda Raja. He 
built a temple in honour of his friend SudaAjana Deva. Ibus 
during his reign all were satisfied and the country enjoyed plenty 
and prosperity 

Mutti liambagam — While they were all living in happiness, one 
day his old niotlier V hjavA ex|)iessed her desire to renounce all 
these wDi'ldy | Measures and w.mted to live the life of an ascetic. 
Thus, with the permission of her son and king, she spent her remain- 
ing days "-a a 1, Apasa as!,una in prayer and spiritua,! discipline. 
The king Jivaka,, wi/ile wandering in the UdyJ'ina one day, noticed a 
curioufe' cdientjmenon. He observed a mutikey with her iovei 
enjoying their hiippy life. Immediately he saw tlie riiale monkey 
fetching a fine jack fruit to offer to his mate. Just then the gardener 
noticing the jack fruit in the bands of the monkey, beat him with 
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his stick and took away the jack fruit which he did eat When this 
was noticed by Jivaka, he realised that this was symbolic of all 
worldly riches, always taken possession of by the mightier at the 
cost of the weaker. Even royal honour is no exception to this. 
Everywhere he found the principle that might is right ” triumphant. 
He saw that in the life of KattiyangSran and he intimately knew in 
his own life the same principle illustrated. Royal honour resting 
on such unethical foundation was certainly not the thing to be 
coveted for. Therefore lie resolved to abdicate his kingdom in 
favour of his son and retire from sovereignty to spend the rest 
of his life in penance So he went away to the place where 
Mahavlra was, got instruction in spiritual matters from Ganadhara 
Sudharma who initiated him into spiritual life and penance. Thus 
jtvaka sjxunt the' rest of his f>eriod in meditation and finally attained 
NtrvaiM as the fruit of his meditation and penance* Thus ended 
the glorious life of the great Ksatriya hero ju aka in whose honour 
this monumental Tamil classic was composed by the author 
Tiruttakka D^va. 

This classic contains 3 145 stanzas. An excellent edition contain- 
ing a fine commentary by Naccini^rkkiniyar is now' available, and it 
is by the famous scholar Mahe^rnahopt^dhytlya Dr. V. Swaminatha 
Ayyar who has devoted all lus life to the publication of rare Tamil 
classics. 

Let us now turn to the five minor kavyas which are ( I ) Yasd- 
dhara K^^ya, (2) Cod^lmani. (3) Udayai><in Kathai, (4) N^gakumAra 
Kciv>am, and (5) Neelak^si. All these five minor epics were 
com|x>scd by Jaina authors. 

(1) Yasodhara KSvya — Unlike jaina literary' works in Sanskrit 
where the authors generally give a bit of autobiographic information, 
either at the beginning or at the end of the work, in Tamil literature 
the author maintains absolute silence on that matter. It is very often 
difficult to know even the name of the author, not to speak of other 
details relating to his life. We have to depend upon purely cir- 
cumstantial evidence as to the life of the author. Sometimes such 
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circumstantial evidence will be extremely meagre» and we have to 
confess our ignorance about the author and his life. Such is the 
case with this YasOdhara Ksvya Practically nothing is known 
about the author except that he was a Jaina ascetic. From the 
nature of the story all that we can infer is that it is later than the 
Hindu doctrine of Yaga as reformed by MadhvAcurya, MadhvA- 
carya» the famous Vedantic scholar, introduced a healthy reform 
that Vedic ritual could very well be continued without involving 
animal sacrifice if a substitute for the animal be introduced in the 
same form made of rice-flour. The story of Yas<!>dhara Ksvya is 
evidently intended to reject this ritualism even with this substitute. 
The moral value of conduct depends upon the harmony between 
thought, W(>rd and deed, Manas, V'ak and Kaya. In this particular 
form of ritualism, though the actual deed is avoided, there is still 
lacking the harmony and co-operation of the other two. The 
desire to sacrifice an animal and to pronounce the necessary Mantras 
being there, the substitution of a mock-animal would not relieve an 
agent of any of his responsibility for animal sacrifice. This seems 
to be the main theme of the story in which incidentally many of the 
doctrines relating to the jaina religion are introduced. Hence the 
work must be placed after the period of the reformation in ritualism 
associated with the founder of Madhva philosophy.

MIND IN JAIN PHILOSOPHY.

We propose in this short article to summarise the view of Jain 
Philosophers whether mind is to be regarded as a sense or not and 
compare this view with the same in Hindu Philosophies. 

The earliest references to Manas in the Vedic literature show 
that Manas was not regarded as an indriya (sense) In the 
Atharva-Veda (Kanda 21. Anuvaka 1-9-3 we find. 

ie. ** these five senses making up six with Manas have been placed 
by Brahma in my heart.*’ 

Here the Indriyas are clearly mentioned to l>e only five. When 
Manas is added to this number, the total l^ecomes six. 

When later philosophers tried to establish that Manas is an 
Indriya. they argued that by ** Manas making up the sixth *’ it is 
meant that Manas also is an Indriya. But the method of interpre- 
tation of tlie V'edas is laid down in detail in the Mimamsfi philo- 
sophy. In it, it has l>een mentioned that we find in the Vedas the 
injunction m ” f c. ** The five including the 

siicrificer cat the Ida oblation.” Here the four arc the four kinds of 
Ritvik priests and the fifth is the sacrificcr. So it cannot l>e said that 
by the expression “ YajamAna making up the fifth.” the sacrificcr 
becomes one of the Ritviks. The sacrificcr is ever distinct from the 
priests. By no streach of imagination he can t>e included within the 
priests. 

Another example is quoted in this connection : “ 

».c. “ He taught the V^edas making up five with the 
Mah&hhdrata.” It is urged that the Mah^bh&rata is not a Veda. 
So by saying “ Mahabharata making up the fifth,” it cannot be said 
that this becomes a Veda. 
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So the above text of the Veda is to be interpreted as “ five 
Indriyas with Manas totalling six and it mast be understood that 
Manas is not a sense. 

In Vedanta-paribhasii by Dharmarajsdhvarindra it is mentioned 
“5* i U., “ There is no proof that 

Manas (Antahkarana) is a sense.” The above examples of the 
use of “ YajamSna-panchamJi ” and ‘‘ Mahivbharata-panchamfln ’ 
are quoted and the author after quoting ” 

VTO I Gita XIV. 7 lays down: No contradiction results in filling 
up the number six with Manas, though Manas Ije not reckoned as 
an organ of sense. There is no positive injunction restricting the 
completion of the number relating to the organs of sense to such 
an organ only.” To support this vhew the following from Katha 
Upanishad (III, 10) is quoted :

Le, “Objects are beyoiid the organs of senses, mnni is beyond 

the sense-organs.” 

It is peculiar however that bv me^uioning Anl.\!}k irana as Manas^ 
the author of Wdantaparibhnsa indirectly uccepls mind as a sense. 
Karana means a sense and while tlie srmses cd touch, taste, sinell, 
sight and hearing iuc said to l.>c external senses ) Manas 

is said to be internal sense ( ). 

In the Vedas also we find q m ^ Lc. 

‘‘ from Him is produced Prana, Manas .md all IndriyasS,” 1 here are 
various views regarding the number of Pranas in tlic Vedas. But 
from this, it is found that mind is rneTitioned separately from all 
Indriyas. 

Sankaracharya in his Bhasya as Wdania Sutras II 4. 6-17 have 
discussed the views of different Srutis regarding l^rnna and Manas. 
He has come to the conclusion that Prtinas are eleven in num(:x»r, 
ten senses and one AnUihkarana (which is mentioned as Atmtl) 
1.“?^ 3^ STOI i” In his 

Bh^§ya on Vedanta-Sotra II 4. 1 7, he says that though Manas is 
separately mentioned from Indriyas it should be taken as an Indriya 
from the injunction of the Smritis. 
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I'hc view of the Smritis will appear from the following from 
Manu-samhita (1!. 89-92). 

“ I shall mention serially the eleven senses as mentioned by the 
early sages. The five are hearing, touch, sight, taste and smell. 
1 aking Ptlyu, iipastha, hands, feet and voice, ten are made. The 
five hearing et<-., are call^^d Buddhlndriya and the five Psyu etc., 
are called Karmendriya The eleventh is Manas which is of both 
kinds according to its own quality." 

In the CiHa Manas has been accepted as a sense for it is men- 
tioned in X-22 “ I am the Manas among the senses " meaning the 
best of tile senses i-'.p,

In Sankhya Sotra 1I'2(> ^'-e find YOT fJH'. r#e., ‘‘ Mind is of 

both kinds (jnanendriya as well as Karmendriya). In Stl-nkhya- 
kanka 27 we find the sarne view. 

GauUiiiia in Ills N\ave. siUK s hais t:\cliided the five Karmen- 
driyas \ ak, iVida, i hun. i'nyu and bpastha in enumerating senses 
and has taken consideration of only the five juanendriyas viz., the 
senses of loucli, taste, smcil, t^ight and iiearing. Mind has been 
accepted as sense in t!ie I iindu Ny^ya pliilosophy but it has been 
distinguished from tin' five .senses as mentioned above. It has been 
mentioned tint tiie true senses touch, taste etc., are fixed in their 
paiticiilar objects, 1 or cxaingde, tiio .sense of smell can produce 
a knowledge of smell Init not of taste, ssglit etc. 1 he mind however 
can apply itself to every oi)ject in a.ll its qualities. In mind there 
is no special quality like those existing in senses e.g., smell etc., 
Vatsyayana in liis Bhasya to N>%a-sQtia 1. 1 -4 affirms this in the 
following : — 
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Udyotkara in his Nyaya-v^rtika also supports the same view e.g, 
I” 

Now, let us see what is the view of Jain philosophy in this 
matter. The Jain Logic affirms like the Hindu NyAya that the 
Indriyas are five (subdivided according to Dravya and Bh^iva). 
In Pramana-Mim^msS of Hemachandra I. 1-22 we find : 

Mind is called in Jain Logic Anindriya or No-indriya. But 
by this, it should not l^e imagined that mind is not a sense. 
Hemachandra says that mind takes all objects 
(Pramana-mlm?imsa 1. 1. 25) that is to say it does not take objects of 
touch only as is done by the sense of touch, but objects w^hich can 
be cognised by other senses also. 1 he mind is called Anindriya 
or No-lndriya (“^if H 

‘ ^ l” Bhasya to I 1 25 

PramSna-mimam sa). 

Akaianka Deva in his TattvarthartljavSrttika on Sotra 1-14 has 
laid down : Mind is called Anindriya not Indriya **) like Anudarfi 
{ without a belly ’* ). T This is explained 

in the commentary as follows : —

ie. Min is called Antahkaranam or Anindriya. Is mind 
mentioned as not being; a sense ? 
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(ft should not be supposed that mind is not an Indriya) We 
call a female who is unable to conceive ‘ a woman without a belly. 
This does not mean that really this female has no belly at all but the 
meaning is that she is unable to conceive. So by the use of the 
word * Anindriya/ it is not laid down that this (mind) is not an 
Indriya. But as mind does not always exist in a particular object 
of sense like eye etc, it is called Anindriya.” 

The difference between mind and other senses is as follows. 
In case of the senses of sight etc., impressions of objects arise on 
contact of the senses with objects. But mind does not produce 
impressions of objects on contact in this manner. 

Thus the view of the Jain Logic is in accordance with the view 
that preponderates In the Hindu philosophy regarding mind being 
a sense. But though Jain Logic accepts mind as a sense, it calls it 
i\ sm^U or intangible sense (No-lndriya or Isat-indriya) because 
it is not materially cognisable like other senses. Its function accord- 
ing to Jain view is discernible only by highly developed souls who 
have Manahparyaya JftSna the knowledge of thoughts of others). 

The earlier view in the Hindu S^istras as can be found from the 
Vedic literature is that mind is not a sense. In the Smritis and 
different systems of philosophy which followed, mind is taken as a 
sense. In the Vedic literature, the number of senses is five, in the 
Smritis and Sankhya Philosophy the number is eleven (five 
Jftanendriyas, five Karmendriyas and mind). In Hindu Nyftya 
philosophy however, only the five Jfi^nendriyas and Manas are 
accepted as senses. 

The view of Jain Logicians is the same as that laid down in 
Hindu NySya Philosophy. They accept mind as a sense but at 
the same time they emphasise its difference from other senses by 
calling it Anindriya or No-indriya according to its peculiar charac- 
teristic viz f that it is not confined to faarticular objects cognizable by 
particular senses or contact but it can cognize all objects, cognizable 
by the five senses. 




Asoka and Jainism.

Evidence of Asof^o s I nscriptiom. 

The inscriptions of Asoka which are brought forward to vouch- 
safe his Buddhistic belief, unfortunately do not seem to support it. 
“ Three of these historical inscriptions of Asoka/’ says Rev. H. 
Hercis “ speak of the time in which he became an upcisaia, a * lay 
worshipper’ (Sahasram R. b, B. --Brahamagiri R. 1., C.) white their 
parallel inscription of Rupmuh says that he was openly a S^kya * 
(Rup. R. ! ., B) and the one ot Maski reads ‘ a Buddha Sskya ’ 
(Maski, R. 1 , B). Does tliis mean that he became a Buddhist 
believer on this occasion } It Is not clear. We must not place too 
much importance on the word itself forgetting the spirit of the 
sentence. Certain 1> fvpasaka means a lay worshipper, but a lay- 
worshipper dot!;s not mean ar»y tiling else than one who is not 
pro[>erly acquainted witli the deep dogmas of his faith and has 
not l)een initiated with its mystries I his word upuska may, 
therefore, be interpreted as referring to Asoka’s conversion after the 
Kalinga war, i.e,, his liecoming a lay- worshipper. Naturally he 
could also call himself Sakya and Buddha-Sakya, because any 
conversion is a kind of enlightenment, and he could therefore 
consider himself the enlightened one. Such is the meaning of the 
word upBfika, Sakya and Buddha Sakya/’ 

With due defference to Rev. H Heras’ learned opinion* 1 may 
differ here a bit from him. For 1 would like to attach a special 
importance to the word Hpamha, since it is only used as a technical 
term for the lay-worshipper either in Jainism or Buddhism. I here- 
fore it denotes that Asoka Ixscarne a lay-worshipper of either sects 
at this stage of his life. Besides though it is true that the reading 
of Asokan edicts is almost certain, yet 1 may be further ailowec^ to

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State that at certain places it is not corxlusive yet. Scholars have 
substituted letters at places from their own guess, believing that 
Asoka was a Buddhist. Hence they differ in reading them. For 
instance in the RupnSth Rock inscription a certain scholar has read 
the word * Scivake ’ (Skt. SrAvaka) instead of * Siikya ’ ‘ ’ and it will 
prove that Asoka really became a Jaina layman, for it (SrJtvakci) has 
been substituted here as a parallel for the word ^ upasaka' {lay ^ 
worshipper) used in the Bairilt and SahasrAma inscriptions and in 
Buddhism the former ‘ SrAwaka) word has a different meaning 
than the latter (upAsaka) one. It is used there for a Buddhist 
monk.^*^ Hence these words being not synonymous in Buddhism 
as they are in Jainism, betray the truth that Asoka became a layman 
of Jain pursuasion at this stage of his life. 

No doubt Asoka’s leaning towards Buddhism and his inter- 
ference with the Sangha for establishing peace Ijetween its 
are facts lx)rne out by his edicts themselves *** And it may also 
be taken for the time l>eing as true that Asoka styled l/imself as a 
‘ Buddha Sakya.' But in these all instance.s I would like to j:>oint 
that Asoka’s affectionate regard for his queen named Devi who was 
a &^kya by birth and a Buddhist by belief *'* worked and influenced 
him. A parallel instance in the latter Indian history is found in the 
life of Hoyascil King V'isnuvardhana. who though in his after-life 
became a convert to V^aisnavisrn, yet continued to grant villages 
as donations to jaina temples simply out of regard for his queen 
who professed jainism till death ** K 

Moreover it is evident that after the visit of Asoka to the 
Buddhist Sangha, he issued two decrees : one for all his subjects 
and another for the members of the Buddhist Sangha. ’ Fhc 
former,” writes Rev. H, Heras “ is the one contained in the RopnAth

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and cognate edicts. We must note that this document though it is 
the first exposition of the Dharma after his visit to the Sangha, does 
not give any precept we might call Buddhist. The other document 
addressed to the Sangha itself is thoroughly different. This is the 
Calcutta-Bsirat R. 1. This document has been supposed to be the 
profession of Buddhistic faith of Asoka. It //ould have been so, 
if addressed to all his subjects, but it was addressed only to the 
Saitigha : * The Magadha King Priyadarsin having saluted the 
Samgha, hopes they are both well and comfortable.’ Then it is not 
strange to hear him adding : ‘it is known to you, Sirs, how great 
is my reverence and faith in the Buddha, the Dharma and the 
Sarngha. Whatsoever, Sirs, has been spoken by the blessed 
Buddha, all that is quite well spoken/ This is not a profession of 
faith 1 he document being addressed to the monks themselves, 
he could not say otherwise, Asoka had to observe the in- 
junction given to all the sects; not to say anything against 
another sect and to foster the purity of his doctrine. In 
order to obtain this, he recommends both the monks and the 
nuns as well as the laity to read often and meditate upon seven 
extracts of Buddha’s Dharma. It is worth noticing the difference 
between the document addressed to the Dharma (samgha ?) and 
Ropnath f^. h, written at the same time, but addressed to all the 
subjects of his vast Empire. Even Prof. E^handarkar remarks that 
the six passages recommended in the Calcutta-Dairat edict do not 
express any ritualistic or metaphysical element of Buddhism.’’

It is also remarkable that while reviewing his work of propo- 
j^ating the Dharma in the last piBar edict, Asoka did neitlur men- 
tion at ail the names of those Buddhist monks whom the tradition 
assign to have been ap^wlnted by him for propagation of Dharma, 
nor he state anything about the Buddhist council said to have l>een 
held during his sigii.-* “ Buddhist travellers like Fahian andlHieunt- 
sang only mention the inscriptions of Asoka as ancient records/^ ^

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They do not say that they were the monuments of Buddhist*

These ail facts point that the inscriptions of Asoka do no 
support the view of his being a Buddhist votary. 

A^oko 's visit to sacred places. 

It is also inferred from the inscriptions of Asoka that he visited 
many sacred places, most of vvhich were Buddhistic one. But the 
word ^ Sambodht' used in the 8th Rock Edict and passed for the 
* Tree of Enlightenment * (Bodhi V'raksa) of Gautama Buddha 
do not seem tenable.^** It is rathei meant that Asoka attained to 
right knowledge at this stage. It is evident from the Jaina scriptures 
that the attainment of * Bodhi' is essential in Dharma-Mdrg j ; which 
is significant in as much as it will denote a follower of Dhai ina as a 
way- farer ot Right Asoka. set n)s to use the phrase al out 

getting to Sarnhodhi in this very sense. I lierefoit^ ii c umot Ik? 
said that he visited the Bodhi-T n c, sacred to tlu* iiiiddiasiic Oh 
course on another occasion he visited the Birth-place of Buddha ; 
but it do not prove anything in favour of lus 8uppo8<?d belief in 
Buddhism, for there c re available on the otherhand instances from 
which it is clear that Asoka honoured even those sects which were 
regarded as rivals of Buddhists. In the 20th year of his reign Asoka 
visited and worshipped the Stupa of Konakarnuni ; who w^as a 
previous Buddha, worshipped by the sect of Devadatta, rival of 
Buddha.^’ Thus it is evident that /\soka Iionouied all the sects 
in a like manner. 

And if w'e finds “ .Mahavamsa '* stating that Asoka erected 
many Buddhist buildings, the RajataniigirU ” on the other band 
states that he built many Brahmanical temples in Kashmir, J’he

belagola built Jaina temples there and if we may give credit, 
which we should, to the interperetition of Mr. Thomas of the 
passage of the ‘‘ Rajataringin^,” which speaks about the preaching 
of the Religion of Jina by Asoka in Kashmir, we find the belief of 
A4oka in jainism vouchsafed by the author of Rajat^rangini as 
well.®^ Abulfazal clearly distinguishes between Jainism and Bud- 
dhism, when he refers to the act of preaching of jina-Dharma by 
Aioka in Kashmir.*^ Moreover the word ^ Jina* has a great 
importance in ana is significant of Jainism.^^^ 

Hence keeping in view the above arguments it is not bold to 
say that there is nothing in his inscriptions which prove the Buddhist 
faith of Asoka. ‘‘ We have been mislead," Says Rev. H. Heras, 

** by the Buddhist chronicles long ago. .Vlodern criticism cannot 
accept other documents referring to Asoka than his own inscriptions. 
And these do not say that he embraced the doctrines of Gautama."®* 

Stale Policy and Administration. 

After the Kalinga war Asoka was so disgusted with bloody wars 
that he sweated to have no more of them. Rather he professed and 
preached henceforth the principle of Akmsa for the good of man 
and beast alike. His royal injunctions for the protection of life are 
akin to the idea of Ahiiiisa in Jainism. Nothing of a Buddhist 
spirit," says Dr. Kern, “can be discovered in his state polic5^ From 
the very l:>cginning of his reign he was a good prince. His ordi- 
nances concerning the sparing of animal life agree much more

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closely with the ideas oi the heretical Jainas than those of Bud. 
dhists.** He is an ideal of a Jaina King and seems an ardent 
follower of the faith like a true jaina of latter periods ; for it is 
remarked by Bulher that “ In practical life Jainism make of its laity 
earnest men who exhibit a stronger trait of resignation than other 
illdians and excel in an exceptional willingness to sacrifice anything 
for their religion. It makes them also fanatics for the protection 
of animal life. Wherever they gain influence there is an end of 
bloody sacrifices and of slaughtering and killing the large animals. ’*** 
In the reign of Asoka this very spirit of Ahirnsa pervailed at large. 
Like jainas he opened hospitals even for animals and proclaimed 
'* AifnMTtghosa at many a occasion ' Asoka awarded capital 
punishment to those culprits who were found guilty of injury to 
animals. The jaina Kumarapala also issued such strict orders 
for the protection of animal life.*^*^ .Asoka abolished the killing of 
animals on all accounts. No body was allowed to kill any living 
being either for the sake of his religious belief or to satiate his 
sensual cravings. I hus Asoka’s reign was a guarantee of life to 
every living being and as such it w'as truly a ‘ jaina Rajya ■ I 

Evidence to prove the Jain faith oj 

But what is there expressive to prove Asoka’s belief in jainism } 
Certainly the literary evidence referred to above is far more latter 
and might be deemed open to doubt. Therefore we should rely 
only on the inscriptions of Asoka to prove his faith in Jainism We 
shall divide this evidence in the following heads and deal with 
them below one by one : — 

(1) Asoka s monuments and symbols ; 

(2) Asoka’s technical terms ; 

(3) Asoka’s teaching and philosophy ; and 

(4) Asoka’s missions to foreign countries.

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But before examining the above evidence it seems necessary to 
refer to Asoka’s three stages of mind in striving for Dharma, 
as pointed out by Rev. H. Heras ; to whom I am much indebted 
for quoting et large from his learned article. It is said in the 13th 
Rock Edict of Asoka. “ After that, now that the country of the 
Kalingas has been taken, DevanJ^mpriya is devoted to a siealous 
study of morality to the love of morality and to the instruction of 
the people in morality Thus these three stages are (I) Study of 
Dharma (2) Love of Dharma (3) and propogation of Dharma and 
these are in quite agreement with the teaching of Jaina scriptures ; 
for it is said in them that Piety follows knowledge ( ) 

Asoka first acquired knowledge of Dharma and was assured just 
like a Jaina that the gift of Dharma is the best Naturally he 
became a zealous lover to propagate the Dharma. ft looks as if 
Asoka is following here in the steps of the jaina Tirtham- 
kara, wlio having studied and having acquired the supreme know- 
ledge, filled his heart of hearts with immense love and piety and 
^ set on preaching the I >harma to one and all — low and high, man 
and beast — all alike ' * Did not Asoka exhort likewise one and all 
to practise Dharma ?' * It also speaks for his belief in jainism. 

monumenh & symbols. 

Though the building of cities, inhftras, stf’^pas, caves and pillars 
and rails of stone, bearing inscriptions or artistic sculptures, are 
assigned traditionally to Asoka ; but out of them at the present his 
pillars and inscriptions only are available. In jainism pillars have 
a special place and they are a thing of worship for the Jainas from

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time immemorial.^ ^ They are called Manasthamhhas and the chief 
aim in building them lies in the idea of imparting the sacred glimpse 
of Tirthamkara’s “ Shanti-mndra ” to all living beings through their 

images engraved on them, so that they may attain tranquillity of 
mind and peace of soul. Many a Jain king built such pillars 
and many of them are found mounted with lion and other 
animals and decorated with sacred Jain symbols, e^g, Dhar^ 
fnacalcra etc. Thus it seems most probable that Asoka 
grasped the idea of building pillars for propogation of his Dharma 
from the Jainas The animals and symbols which he used are also 
those found in Jainism. ’ * 

Moreover the places which Asoka chose for erecting his pillars 
are not exclusively Buddhistic. They are found either at important 
centres or on the sacred places of all rhe ancient Indian Religion. 
The places like Girn^r, Sravasti, V^aisali and Rcijagrha are sacred 
to Jainas. Vais^li seems to be an exclusively Jaina tirtka l:)eing the 
birth place of Vardhamana Mahj'vvira, the last Tirthank iri and Prof. ^ 
R. Mookerjee states that “ this might explain the location of this 
pillar.”^* This pillar is also .surmounted by a lion, which animal 
is the signifying emblem cbinha of the last 1 irthartikara. 

In the mann rr of Jain King Khfiravela, Asoka also got 
excavated many a cave for the use of Sra?)t(i(fa ascetics.’^

Earlier, there was Kanaka nandi of Miiljar, the contemporary 
of Nrpakamfi Poysala (1022 — 27 A.D.) and the guru of the General 
Echiga and f^ochikahbe in 1020 A D. Another Kanakanandi Vsdi 
Rtlja belonged to the Dt’^.sigana and was the colleague of ^rutaklrti, 
the disciple of Munichandra (c.

As for the title Vrtdibha Simha, it is also applied 
to Srlp^la Traividya (VAdimattebha Simha) in 1124 A.D., in the 
13elur inscriptions. His disciples were VasupQjya and Vadi Raja 
as .stated above.

Therefore the titles VSdiraja and Vtkllbha Simha 
themselves are no definite guides 

5, In the Gadya cintamani, Vadibha Simha says. 

It implies that he was the ornament of the court of a king, 
probably Jayasimha II, because his guru Puspasfina (or Padmasana) 
was the contemporary of Vadiraja in the Chalukya Kataka of 
Jayasimha. 

6 Pandit K. BhujabaH Sastri thinks that Somadeva might 
have been the Vidyiiguru and Puspasena was the Diksilguru. Since 
the TamsHlaka Campu was written in 939 A D and Puspa sena 
is placed in the latter half of the I 1th century, Vadll>ha simha 
must be assigned a very long life of about a century. As {x>inted 
out above the Lskula ascetic Wkli f^udragana is said to have 
defeated Vddi Rsja, V'^sdi Gharatta, and Viidibha simha. In the 
Tirthahalh inscription of I 103 A D. 1 ribhuvanamalla Siintara and 
Cattala are said to have built a basadi in the name of Ajita s^na 
Pandita dsva V’^adi gharatta of the Arungu|anvaya. But the 
Belagamvi inscription of Vadi Rudragana (Shirnoga Vdl E.C. SKI 26) 
of 1035 A.D as said above mentions Akalarnka, Vikli Gharatpa, 
Mfidhavabhatta, JnSnananda, Abhaya candra, Vadlbha Simha and 
Vadiraja, implying that Vadigharatta is a different individual from 
Vadlbha Simha. If this Vadigharatta Ajita s^na lived from 
1035 A.D. to 1103 he must have lived for than 70 years for at 
the time he disputed with V^di Rudragana, he must have been at 
least twenty or thirty years old.* 

I. In the Sumadhva Pljaya it is said that Madhvacarya defeated in argument 
two Jainas Buddhi S^gara and V^'idlr^ja in the I 3th C'entury A.D. 

* Along with this other inscriptions should, also, have been studied. 

Much light has, however, been thrown on the subject by the learned 
Professor, and it is desirable that other scholars, too. will pay their attention 
to this controversial subject.

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Therefore taking all these facts into consideration, it is safe to 
say that Vsdlbha simha must have bc^en as a boy the pupil of 
Somadeva Sori in 960 A.D., and he lived up to 1035 A D. in the 
reigns of Raja Raja 1 and Jayasimha II and was the contemporary 
of Vadi Raja, whose ParsavanJitha Charita was "'completed in 
1025 AuD., when Jayasimha was in the camp on the banks of the 
Kjittagil (Ghataprabha). Sk. 1 53 dated S 960 Bahudhanya 
(1028 A.D.) also says that one of Jayasimha’s capitals was Ghattada 
Kcfenelevidu,*

Some Inscriptions on Jaina Images.

In the last few weeks some Jaina images from Karnataka have 
come to light. They have inscriptions on them at the base, and 
their rubbings were sent to me for deciphering. Thinking that 
they might l)e useful in various ways, I am reproducing those 
inscriptions here in DevanJigarl characters. My thanks are due to 
my friend Prof. K. G. Kundangar for some of his valuable 
suggestions

Shriman Sheth Ka lappa Anna}! Lengade of Shahapur, Belgaum, 
has with him an image of Pafica F^arame.sthin. On the space at the 
bottom of the image, we have the following inscription in three 
lines in Old-Kannada characters. Some letters are not visible in 
the prints supplied to me, but 1 have added them in the square 
brackets The language is Kannada, The inscription runs thus : —

The passage means that this image of Panca Paramesthin was 
presented at the time of the festivity of Sruta Pancam! by Homma 
Sirikanti of Bagevadi (a village near Belgaum). She wss a disciple 
Sridhara Traividya Deva of K^reya Gana of the Yspanlya Samgha. 
The hand-writing of the inscription is fairly old. I think that 
Sridhara Traividya Deva mentioned in the inscription is identical 
with Sridhara Traividya Deva of the Y^panlya Sartigha and Kareya 
Gai>a mentioned in the Hannikcri Inscription (See Inscriptions in 
Northern Karnataka and the Kolhapur State by Prof. iC G. 
Kundangar, Kolhapur 1939, Inscr. No. 22, pp. 163 et seq. and pp. 99 
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■et seq.). It glorifies Kanakaprabhat the pupil of Srldhara Traividya 
Deva, and it is inscribed in A. D. 1209. Srldhara Traividya Deva 
flourished, therefore, in the last quarter or so of the 1 2th ccntuiy 
A.D. ; and that then is Ae age of this image as well

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THE MASTAKABHiSHEKA OF GOMMAJESVARA AT 
SRAVANA BELGOLA.

Sravana Bejeolci is vsituatecl in I Z*5 1 north latitude and 
76 *^ 29 ' east longitude, about 8 miles to the south of ChennarayarMlna 
in the Ciiennaiii-yapatna I’aluk of the l ia-ssan Dislnct of tlie Mysore 
State. Buses run daily to Sravana-Beigola frenj Hassan and Mysoie. 
The distance (rom Hassan is 31 miles and the distance from Mysore 
is h2 miles Both these roads to Siavana Belgola run through 
Cliennarayapahia and as the traveller passes this place, he observes 
a conspicuous hill, a few miles to the south, bearing on its summit 
what appears at first sight to be a colmnn, but T/hich on drawing 
nearer proves to be a colossal statue in the human form. This 
striking and unusual object, the image of Gommatesvara, which is 
visible for miles around marks the site of Sravana-Belgoja, the 
chief seat of the Jcunas in .South India from very early times The 
village lies picturesquely between two rocky hills one larger than the 
other which stand up boldly from the plain and are covered with 
huge boulders, In the whole beautiful State of My.sorej it would 
be hard to find a spot, where the historic and the picturesque clasp 
hands so firmly as here” 
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If tradition is to be believed the history of SravaUa-Belgola 
begins from the third century B.C Chaiidragupta Maurya is said 
to have taken a vow of renunciation in his old age and migrated 
from his capital P^taliputra in the north to Sravana-Belgola and 
settled there with his guru Bhadrabahu. Five hundred inscrip- 
tions collected in and near Sravana-Belgola, which range in date 
from 600 A. D. until recent times tell us that the place was 
successively ruled by the Gaiiga, Ra-shtrakota, Chalukya, Hoysala, 
Vijayanagara and Mysore rulers. 

The great statue of GommateSvara, the oluect of the 
Mastakabhisheka was erected in 983 A. D. by Chamundaraya, the 
minister of the Gaiiga king Rachamalla IV. According to tradition 
Gommata or Bahubali was the second son of tht* first ! irthankara 
Putudeva. Even though he defeated his elder brother Bharala in 
the war of succession, yet he generously handed ovei' the kingdom 
of the earth to him, retired from this w'orld and attained cininence 
as a great ascetic. Bharata set up a statue in honour of tliis scant 
in North India. F3ut as this statue came to be surrounded by snakes 
and as the place w'here it w^as situated was difficult to reac h, 
ChiimuUcJarya set up a statue of Gomrmta at Sravaiia Belgoja. 

The image is nude and stands erect facing north. Tlie face 
Is a remarkable one, with a serene expression ; the hair is curled 
in short spiral ringlets all over the head, wdiile the ears are long 
and large. The figure is treated conventionally, the shoulders being 
very broad, the arms hanging straight down the sides, with the 
thumbs turned outwaras I he waist is small. From the knee 
downwards the legs are somewhat dwarfed. Though not elegant, 
the image is not wanting in majestic and impressive grandeur 1 he 
figure has no support above the thighs. Up to that point it is 
represented as surrounded hy ant hills, from which emerge serpents ; 
and a climbing plant twfines itself round both legs and both arms, 
terminating at the upper part of the arms in a cluster of berries or 
flowers. The pedestal is designed to represent an open lotus. 
It is probable that Gommata was cut out of a boulder which rested 
on the spot, as it would have been a work of great difficulty to 
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transport a granite mass of this size up the oval hill side. It is 
larger than any of the statues of Rameses in Egypt 

1 he figure is standing with shoulders squared and arms 
hanging straight Its upper half projects above the surrounding 
ramparts. It is carved in a fine grained light-grey granite, has not 
been injured by weather or violence, and looks as bright and clean 
as if just from the chisel of the artist. 

The face is its strong point. Considering the size of the head^ 
which from the crown to the bottom of the ear measures six feet six 
inches, the artist was skilful indeed to draw from the blank rock the 
wondrous contemplative expression touched with a faint smile, with 
which Comm \ta gazes out on tlie struggling world. 

Gommatesvara lias watched over India for only 1000 years, 
wluLsi the st^ttues of Rarncscs liave gazad upon the Nile for more 
than 4000. Tlie monolithic Indian saint is thousands of years 
younger than die prostrate Rameses or the guardians of Abu Simbal, 
but he is more impressive, both on account of his commanding 
position on the brow oi the hill overlooking the wide stretch of plain 
and of his size. It is the biggest monolithic ciatue in the world. 
'Fhe height of the image is 57 feet: 

The laboui bestowed on this image is really astonishing and 
the image is on the whole a very successful piece of sculpture. 
The best part of the image is its face with its wonderful 
contemplative expression touched with a faint smile. The spirit of 
Jaina renunciation is fully brought ont in tliis statue. The nudity 
of the image indicates absolut* renunciation while its stiff and 
erec t posture stands for perfect self-control. The benign smile on 
the face shows inward bliss an ’ sympatliy for tlie struggling world. 
In spite of its slight anatomical defects, lh< image looks majestic and 
impressive, f ergusson says “ Nothing grander or more imposing 
exists anywhere out of Egypt and even there no known statue 
surpasses it in height.’ 

The Mastakribhisheka or the head -anointing ceremony is 
performed only at intervals of several years and at great cost. The 
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earliest one on record took place in 1398 and the latest in 1925 1 he 

following account of the ceremony held in 1887 is quoted from 
Epigraphia Carnatica, V’^oh 2 Sravana Bejgoja, pages 18 — 19, 

‘‘ The I 4lh March last was the day of anointing for the statue 
of Gommatesvara. It was a great day, in anticipation of which 
20,000 pilgrims gathered there from all parts of India. There were 
Bengalis there, Gujaratis also, and Tamil people in great numbers. 
Some arrived a full month before the time and the stream continued 
to flow until the afternoon of the day of the great festival. For a 
whole month there was daily worship in all the temples, and pada- 
pOja or worship of the feet of the great idol besides. On the great 
day, the 14th, the people began to ascend the hill even before dawn 
in the hope of securing good places from wTich to see everything. 
Among them w^ere large numbers of women and girls in very bright 
attire, carrying with them brass or earthen pots. F>v 10 o’clock all 
available space in the temple enclosure was filled. Of)})osite tb.e 
idol an area of 40 square feet was strewed wnth bright yellew paddy, 
on which were placed 1,000 gaily painted earthenware |)ots, filled 
witli sacred water, covered wath cocoanuts and adorned with mango 
lc:'*ves. Above the image was scaffolding, on wTich stood ee\^eral 
priests, each having at hand pots filled wuth ghee, milk and such 
like tliings. At a signal from the Kolhapur Svami, the master of the 
ceremonies, the contents of these vessels were poured simultaneously 
over the head of the idol 1 his was a sort of preliminary liath, but 
the grand bath took place at 2 o’clock. Amid the horrible dissonance 
of many instruments the thousand pots already mentioned wa^re lifted 
as if by magic from the re.serva d area to the scaffolding and all tlieir 
content.'- y?oured over the image, the |)rieo;s meauvvhile ehanling texts 
from the sccred books- I^VKiently the people weie much impov-sed 
d'here were mingled cries of ‘ Jai Jai Mfdiaraja/ and ‘ Ahaha, ahalia,’ 
tlie di-stinctivc exclamations of Northern and Southern Indians to 
mark their wonder and approval, in the hnal anointing fifteen 
different substances were used, namely, waiter, cocoanut meal, plan- 
tains, jaggery, ghee, sugar, almonds, dates, poppy .reeds, milk, curds, 
sandal, gold flowers, silver flowers and silver coin. With tl.e 
gold and silver flower. s there W'crc mixed nine varieties of 
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precious gems; and silver coin to the amount ol' Rs. 500 completed 
the offering ” 

1 he Gommatesvara image ia on the top of tl e hiil called 
Vindhyagiri. On the way to the image, the following objects 
all ascribed by tradition to Chamundaraya, arrest our attention. 
They are the Ty^tgada Eramhadeva Pillar, which contains 
excellently carved work, Akhanda Bagilu, a rock-cut doorway 
and the image of Gullakayajji, a lady who is said to have helped 
Cham jndaray i in the performance of the anointment of Gommata 

Opposite Vindhyagiri is the smaller hill known as Chandragiri 
which contains among other antiquities, the cave of Bhadrabahu- 
svami, the guru of Chandragupta Maurya and numerous inscriptions 
relating 1 > Bhadrabahu, Chandragupta and other Jaina saints, 
the (diandragupta B isti, which contains interesting sculptures of Jaina 
my tliological sul;je<-i;s, and the Chamunclaiayci Basti, the largest and 
tin nnost handsome temple on this hill. 

1 lie village w]ncl» is sitnaled between the hills Vindhyagiri 
and Chandragiri contains the Bhandari Basti, the largest temple in 
the village enshrining tiie twenty-four I’irtbankai as, Akkana Basti, 
a fine temple in the I loysala style of architecture, the Jaina Madia, 
the residence of the jaina Ciurus, and a beautiful large pond or 
kalyani which has give : i its name to the place. 1 he neighbouring 
villages of JinanaLliapuia (2 miles) and Kambadahaiii (7 miles) 
( OTitain Jain antiquities of much architectural and sculptural value. 

I'he Government of I lis 1 lighness the Maharaja of Mysore 
have spared no p.ilns either in the excellent upkeep of the glorious 
jaina, antic|nities at .Sr'avana Belgola or in providing all facilities to 
the lakhs of g>ligrim.s who thiong to the place at the time of 
important ceremonies, I he intimate relations between Jainism and 
Mysore have been beantifuLy expressed by Mis I lighness the 
Maharilja of Mysore in Ins speech at the All-India Jaina Conference 
held at Sravaria Belgoja on 14th March 1925 at the time of the last 
Mastakabhisheka. In welcoming this all-India gathering of Jainas 
to the land of Mysore, 1 cannot forget that this land is to them a 
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land of pilgrimage, consecrated by some of the holiest traditions and 
tenderest memories of their faith. This is the holy spot sacred to 
the Muni^vara Gommata whom tradition represents to have been 
the younger brother of Bharata, the eponymous Emperor of Bharata- 
varsha. The land of Mysore therefore symbolises Gommata’s 
spiritual Empire as Bharatavarsha stands for the Empire of his 
brother Bharata. But Jainism not only found a second birthplace 
and heme n Mysore, Jainism repaid the debt. For Jainism if it 
did not create our Kannada literature, inspired some of the noblest 
master-pieces of that literature in its early history ; and Jaina learned 
men have ever since continued to render signal service to it.” 



THE DATE OF THE CONSECRATION OF THE IMAGE OF 
GOMMAJESVARA

The exact date of the consecration of the image of Sri Gom- 
inatesvara has been discussed hy several scholars, Dr. R. Shclrna 
Sastri in the Mysore Archaeological Report for 1923 made use of the 
date given in the Bahahali Carita to substantiate his theory of the 
commencement of the Gupta era in C. 1 99-^200 A. C. On the basis 
of the following verse : —

Assuming that Kalyahda should have been a mistake for Kalkyahda^ 
he calculated that the date would tally with Sunday, 3rd March, 
1028 A, C. The defect in this calculation was pointed out by 
Dr. A. Venkata Subhayya. Some think that the date implied was 
probably 2 1 st April, Sunday 980 A. C. when Mrga sira naksatra 
and kumbha lagna were current. ^ The Ajitandthapuruna of Ranna 
was completed in Saka 915, Vijaya, Kartika, Nandisvara day (26th 
October 993 A. C.), and it says that Attimabbe visited the image

It is assumed that because Chavundaraya in his Adipurai/a 
does not refer to the installation of Gommata, it must have taken 
place after the completion of the work.

Dr. A Venkata subbayya calculates that according to the 
southern reckoning the date would fall on Monday, February 18th 
978 A. C* when Rohini was current. According to the iK>rtl>.ein 
cycle A. C 976 was Isavara. Therefore the image of Goinrnata 
may have been established between 976 and 993 A. D. The 
nearest Vibhava occurs in 96B A C. and Sukla panchmi falls on 
March 7th Saturday but the actual festival might have occured on 
the next day Sunday. Still we cannot attach much importance to 
this, nor to the absence of the mention of Gommatesvara image 
in the Cavunda Rtiya purana In the previous Vibhava (908 A C ) 
Caitra Suddha panchmi falls on March U) Thursday, In 907 A. C. 
(Prabhava) the tithi occurs on a Sunday, March 1 0th. Dr. R 
Shama Sastri’s date is really impossible for there is no evidence 
that Camuiida Raya lived up to 1028 A D. 

1 wish to point out the existence of another clear reference 
to the Gommata image. In the Mysore Archaeological Reporl for 
1913-14 p* 28, an inscription at Chikka Hanasoge is given.

If, as indicated above, the consecration took place In a year 
Vibbava, since 908 A. D. is a Vibhava and the details seem fo refer 
to 907 A. C. lOtb March Sunday, tliis is most probably the date 
of Installation as it falls in the reign of Erega. 

But it should be investigated whether such an early date is in 
conformity with the known facts about Cfimunda Raya who was

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As regards Vajjvala deva (who is said to have been defeated 
hy Marasimha Nolamha Kujantaka), one w'as the cen temporary of 
Krshna 111 and Inva Nolamha. M.E-R- 21^) of 1932 mentions Vajjara 
deva ruling PulinJidu under Kannadeva, where one Prthvirama setd 
died at Mangala, M.E.R. 236 and 237 of 1932 also refer to Vajjara 
deva ruling Pulinadu, M E.R, 580 of 19(,]6 refers to Vajjala d^vft 
of Embadi as a subordinate of Ballaha in S. 887 (963 A. D.). There- 
fore Vajjvala deva is not a Silahara as assumed by Fleet. (£ /. V 
p 170 f. n. 3). But Cavunda defeated Vajjvala on the orders of 
Ir dra Rrija- Mrirasirnha alo is said to have enabled indra RS.ja to 
eivcer his capital Manyakheta. Fleet assumed that Indra mentioned 
in the Sravana Belagoja inscription was placed on the Rastrakuta 
throne by Marasimha. But there is no evidence that Indra (IV) was 
ever crowmed, because GHukya Tailapa had successfully usurped 
the power. Therefore it is suggested that Marasimha enabled 
Nityavarsba Indra HI (913 — 917 A. C.), to became king {Indian 
Historical Quarterly, June, 1930). Therefore the Chief Vajjvala 
conquered by the order of Indra /P must have been a person of 
northern India, since Indra conquered Kanuj and Mahodaya. This 
Vajjvala deva may be V^ajra Simha (Vairi Simlia) ParamRra of 
Malwa, also called Vajrata {E.L p. 237). He was deposed by the 
Pfcrtihara Manipala and fled to the Rash'akuta country. Mahip^la 
invaded Kunta-Ia also but according to the evidence of the drama 
Caifda Kaufiikam the KarnTitakas defeated him and occupied his 
country, According to Pampa’s Vikarmarjuna Vijaya^ the CXilukya Chief 
Ncirasimha defeats MahipSla as a subordinate of India III. Therefore 
there is nothing improbable in Marasimha and Cavunda raya being 
already active from 907 A. D. 

If Ereyappa is Mabendran taka Ereyappa, then the Cbikka 
Flanasoge inscription referring to Kalnela deva should also be placed 
in C 910 A.D. In 5 829 Prabh iva (907 A. D.) one Nagavarma died 
fighting for Ereyappa and Ajavarma on the order s of Ganga fought 
with Nolamha and died (//. 19 E.C.Xl) Sk. 284, E. C. VII. mentions 
Vikramrtditya Sfintarasa and Lreya Permadiya Santa (?) in S. 825 
(903 A, D.) as the subordinates of Krshna 11. SV. 1 47 £• Ct 111 refers 
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to Permanadi Erayappa and to Kumnra sena Bhata-ra of Kalbappu- 
tirtlia. Fleet assigned Ereyappa to 901 — 938 A C. (£./. VI p- 59). 
Cd 74, £. C XI. says that in S 890 Prabhava (968 A.D. ) Jakki 

Sundari, the wife of Sudraka, built a basadi in Kakambale and the 
inscription mentions. Ramacandra the disciple of AstopavSsi, 
Balacandra bhalara, Khehara Sakti, Gunacandra Kirti, Nilganandi 
and Kumara Kirti deva. This asiopaViy>si was probably the same as 
Kelnele deva the disciple of Elacarya. Since Indranandin*s JvalS 
malini kalpa was written after Elacarya, and in the times of Rastra 
kuta Krshna III (939—966 A, D.), there is nothing to prevent Eia 
carya and Kajnele deva being assigned to c. 900 A. C and Nemi- 
candra himself mciy have to be assigned to c. 925 A. C. Therefore 
it is highly probable that the image of Sri Gommatesvara was 
installed in c. 907-8 A. C. 



SRAVANA BELGOLA—ITS SECULAR IMPORTANCE

As is wel! known !§ravana Belgola has bc^en c( nsidered by the 
Jainas all over India as one of their most sacred spots in this country. 
Indeed, its religious importance has been so great that few have 
r'-'-t-r cared to enquire of its secular position in the civic life of the 
people. It is the object of this paper to show how for centuries 
this sacred place of Jaina pilgrimage was also noted for its material 
wealtl). 'The remarks that follow are based on some of the many 
inscriptions that have been discovered in and around Sravana 
Belgoja. 

" In the whole beautiful State of Mysore it would he hard to 
find a spot, where the liistoric and the picturesejue clasp hands so 
firmly as here”^ This opinion of a modern foreign traveller is 
certainly justified. For the Jainas, much more than the Hindus, 
had a rare conception of scenic beauty and a gift of selecting 
delightful spots which were suited for religoiis meditation as well 
as for furthering the cause of material existence. Sravana Belgoja 
was essentially one i-uch spot. 

That even in tlie earliest times the Jainas were aware of this 
double-sided imf)ortance of their centres is evident from one of the 
oldest stone inscriptions on Candragiri or Cikkabetta at Sravana 
Belgoja. This epigraph, wliich has been rightly assigned to about 
A. D. 600 , informs us that the great Bhadrahahu-svrimi having 
learned from an omen and foretold in Ujjain a calamity lasting for 
a period of twelve years, led the entire sangha (or community) to 
the south. “ and reached by degrees a country counting many 
hundreds of villages and filled with happy people, wealth,

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gold, grain, and herds of cows, buffaloes, goats, and sheep.” ® In 
other words, when that celebrated Srutakevali selected this southern 
centre for his sangha^ he made it clear to the world that the Jainas 
were going to a region that was economically — as we would put it 
in our own days self-sufficient and prosperous. 

This economic importance Sravana Belgoja maintained almost 
till own days, and lost it. as many hundreds of centies have lost, 
because of the altered nature of the times and the onrush of the 
forces of the modern world. 

An examination of the epigraphs ranging from tlie twelfth to the 
sixteenth centuries A. D will reveal that the commercial life of the 
people of Sravana Belgoja was marked by some special features. 
The most noticeable of these was their intense clevoutnc'ss and 
patriotism. In early and mediaeval times in die South, we 
note that patriotism went hand in hand with religion. Tlie mer- 
chants of Sravana Belgola were no exception to this rule. We shall 
prove this from examples relating to all the merchants of that place, 
and not to particular individuals. In about A. D. 1175, for example, 
all the merchants of Sravana Belgoja, as is related in two stone

the manuscript It will be evident to the reader, therefore, that in 

committing “ a conspicuous error of fact,” I liave sinned in excellent 
company. As regards the other “ conspicuous errors of facts ” noted l>y the 
critic, 1 have dealt with them elsewhere, “ in the interest of jaina studies.” 

B. A. S. 
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inscriptions assigned to that date, pledged themselves to pay 
annually for as long as the sun, moon, and st^rs endure, certain 
specified dues, to provide for flowers for Gommatadeva and Prifsva- 
deva. These merchants, we may observe, were “ endowed with 
all good qualities and are said in the two inscriptions to have 
been “ of the holy place Bejugula ** k is interesting to observe in 
this connection that it was not only men who thus gave evidence 
of their devoutness, but women as well. One of the two records 
expressly relates that “ To provide for flowers for Giunmatadeva, 
ah the merchants of the holy place Bejugula, including Gummi 
oett’s Dasaiya, Lokeya-Sahani’s daughter Somavve and all the 
citizens (samsta-nakharangahi), having purchased certain lands 
(specified with theii location) from the assembly, made over the 
same to the garland-maker as a perpetual gift.'^ 

The merchants Mosale, which seems to have been perhaps a 
neighbouring place, too, showed their devotion in a like manner. 
For in about A. D. 1165 the merchants of Mosale pledged them- 
selves to gJve annually, as a perpetual gdl, certain specified amounts, 
for the eight kinds of v/orship of the Tirthakaras set up by that 
large-hearted Jama merchant leader of 6ravana Belgola, Basavi 
Settl.** 

The fact th.it Basavi Setti is called in one of the records the 
va>j'la-vvavahff ri or Senior-most Merchant/'^ suggests that the mer- 
chants of Mosaje had gradations of honour amongst them. We 
can see this better wlien we e^xamine a record wliicli specifically 
mentions the highest civic official of SravcJia Belvola. This inscrip- 
tion has been assigned to about A. D I 179. it relates that Malli 
Setti, the PaUwjasvami (or Lord Mayor) of Gommatapura, along with 
Gandannrayana Setti and the group of chief merchants {mukJujavada 
nak^ara-sarmha^ ^ liaving assembled made an agreement which is 
registered in the record. The broad-mindedness of the Sravana 
Belgola merchants is seen from the concluding lines of this epigraph

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which run thus: — “May those persons who maintain this with 
affection enjoy long life and great prosperity ! The vvicked man 
who, without maintaining, violates this, shall incur the infamy of 
having slaughtered on the site of Kuruksetra and in Varanasi seven 
crores of eminent sages, tawny cows, and men learned in the 
Vedas.**® Evidently to the generous Jainas of the middle ages there 
was no distinction between Kuruksetra and Sravana Belgola, and 
the Vedas and the Jaina Sidhanta. 

That the Jainas of Sravana Belgola were organized in commercial 
guilds is evident not only from the above records but also from the 
one folio tving in which we have clear evidence of the corporate life 
of the merchants of that holy place. 1 he inscription in question 
has been assigned to about A. D. 1 206. In this record the jaina 
guru Nayakirti-deva, who is to be distinguished from his famous 
namesake, who is rightly called in the same inscription “ the king 
of asectics,’* is said to have given to all the merchants of the holy 
place Belgola, in the presence of the Senior M<i // il^L/a-hhaf/fJo ri Rama- 
deva Nayaka, the minister of the Hoysala king Somesvara Deva, a 
charter which ran as follows : — 

“ For house-tax at Gommatapura, beginning from the year 
Aksaya and for as long as the moon, sun, and stars endure^ the 
residents shall pay eight hatias \once for all) as the capital on which 
one hatpa can be realized (as interest), and live in peace. 1 his 
includes the mills of oilmen. In case the imposts (named in detail) of 
the palace came to be levied, the Aciirya of the place shall himself 
pay and settle the matter ; it is no concern of the residents. Those 
who violate the terms of this charter are destroyers of Dharma- 
sthala (which is evidently Sravaiia Belgola), If among the merchants 
of this holy place one or two, posing as leaders, teach the Acarya 
deceit, and, causing confusion by taking one thing for another, 
encourage him to covet a h^ga and a bele and ask for more, they are 
traitors to the creed, traitors to the king, enemies of the Bananjigas, 
gamblers (nettagayaru), perpetrators of murder and plunder. If 
knowing this the merchants are indifferent, they alone are the

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destroyers of this charity and not the A,carya and the wicked. If 
without the consent of the merchants one or two leaders enter into 
the Acarya s house or the palace, they shall be traitors to the creed. 
With regard to privileges, former usage shall be followed. Those 
who destroy this usage shall incur the sin of having slaughtered 
tawny cows and Brahmans on the banks of the Ganges,*’^ 

From the above charter the following conclusions may be 
drawn ; — Firstly, Sravana Belgola was a sort of a Free City, the house 
mill taxes of which were collected not under orders from the 
t^alace (re., the king, or the State) but from the Acarya of the place 
(nc , the Pontiff). Secondly, it was the Acarya who was responsible to 
the State for the imposts of Government, and who leased the right of 
collecting taxes to the merchants-guilds. Thirdly, this was done in 
the presence of the highest official of the State - the minister — in order 
to make the agreement legal. Fourthly, the Acarya, like his dis- 
ciples, was intensely patriotic, a.s is evident from the clause relating 
to llie treason to the king. Fifthly, there seems to have been evil 
persons in Sravana Belgoja who, then as now, posing themselves 
as leaders looked to their own profit at the expense of both the holy 
place and the State. And, finally, the Jainas considered the Brah- 
mans and Benares with the same reverence as they considered their 
gurus and Sravana Belgola, 

How famous the merchants of this .holy place were is evident 
from an inscription dated A. D. 1193 which informs us that they 
were ‘‘born in the eminent line of Khandali and Molabhadra, 
devoted to truth and purity, possessed of the lion’s valour, skilled 
in conducting various kinds of trade wi*h many sea-ports, adorned 
with the famous three jewels, the merchants residing at the holy 
place Belugula acquired celebrity on earth.” 

From the same inscription date A. D. 1195 we learn about 
another special feature of the commercial life of the merchants of 
Sravana Belgola. This is related 'to the very high place they occupied 
in the civic life of the people. The merchants of Sravana Belgoja

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were in charge of the religious endowments of that city. The 
same record informs us that the merchants of that centre “ were 
the protectors of that Jiniilaya ’’ (i.e., the famous Nagara JinS-laya of 
Sravai>a Belgola.® 

Even in later ages the merchants of Sravana BeIgo}a were in 
charge of the public charities of that centre. Thus in about A. D. 
1274 the jewel merchants and the elavi{}), it was agreed upon, 
were to look after the charity which was made by some one whose 
name is not mentioned in the record But we are informed that a 
perpetual endowment of four gadyonas was made as an act of 
reverence to the memory of Medhilvi Setti of BrirakanUr, the lay 
disciple of Prabhacandra Bhattaraka, with the condition that three 
mouas of milk should be supplied every day as long as the sun and 
the moon last/*^ In about the same year another endowment of 
three gady<lnas made by Keti Set"! (descent stated), for the daily 
anointment of the god Gommatadeva, was also entrusted to the 
charge of the jewel merchants of Sravana Belgoja. “ 

The extreme care with which they looked eifter the public 
charities entrusted to their charge is proved by an inscription 
dated A. D. 1288. This inscription relates the following: — That 
all the jewel merchants of the holy place Bejugula and JinanStha- 
pura (Mosaic ?), agreeing among themselves, gave a deed as 

follows : — For the repairs (of the temple) of the god Adi of the 
Nagara-Jinadaya, temple vessele, etc., and services, all the mer- 
chants of those two cities granted, with pouring of water, to 

continue for as long as the sun, the moon, and the stars endure, 
davaiia (?) at the rate of one gadyana for every hundred gadyanas 
of daOana received from either local men or foreigners, for the 
god Adi.” The concluding lines of this deed clearly prove the 

solidarity of the merchants, their intense patriotism, and their 

honesty of purpose. “ If any one denies or conceals (his income)

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in this matter, his race shall be childless ; he shall be a traitor to 
the god, a traitor to the king, and a traitor to the creed. The 
signature of all the merchants —Srt Gornmata.” ^ ^ 

That the merchants of Sravana Belgola aceerted their rights 
when injustice prevailed is evident Irom another record dated 
A. D. I296‘ In this inscription we have the interesting information 
of the assemblies of Jaina gums and leaders remitting certain taxes, 
and the merchants utilizing the same for a benevolent purpose 
It relates that in A. D. 1296 the assemblies of the MQla-sang:ha, 
consisting of mahdmandalucaryas and rdjagarus, having remitted 
certain taxes, saving ‘‘We will not take any of these (five taxes, 
named), or any others, is respect of the devaddna wet and dry lands 
of the gods Gomniatadeva, Kamatha-Prirsvadeva. and Devaraval- 
iabhadeva of Bhandarayay 3 ^a’s hasadi, or (of the gods) of other 
hasadisr all the jewel merchants of the holy place Bejugula, the gaud a- 
prajegal (citizen- representatives) of Kabbahunatha-Aruvana, and 
others granted, for the enjoyment of Devaravallabhadeva, five 
gadydnas which a certain official named Sambhudeva had unjustly 
levied cis mal ahbraya (a kind of tax) from that god’s village of 
Haduvarahalli.^ ^ 

The existence of jewel merchants and their guilds for centuries 
at Sravana Belgoja bespeaks great wealth and influence in that 
centre. But wealth brought with it pleasure and enjoyment^ and 
this makes us refer to one more feature of Sravana Belgola. It is 
that referring to the existence of dancing girls in that city. These 
were in no way behind other citizens in their piety and large hearted - 
ness. An example of one such generous and devout dancing girl 
was that of Mangayi. Two inscriptions, both of which are dated 
in about A. D. 1325, relate that she was the disciple of Abhinava 
Carukirti Panditacarya. She was “ a crest-jewel of firm faith (in 
Jainism), and a crest-jewel of royal dancing girls." This devout 
dancing girl caused a famous caityd lya named Tribhuvanacudamani

to be built at ^ravana Belgoja.*® For nearly two centuries this 
wonderful structure received public donations and charities. In 
about A. D. |4|2 a citizen named Gummatanna of Gerasoppe 
repaired this basaJi, along with four others, making gifts of food 
to one group of ascetics.^ ^ And in about A. D. 1 500 the gai/r/ai 
(citizens) including N%agoiida of Belgulan?4(^u and Kalagon^a of 
Muttaga Honnenahalli, granted to the same Tribhuvanacuc^Smaiji 
basadi the wet and dry lands of Dodanakatte, ^ ®

MONASTIC LIFE IN SRAVANA BELGOLA.

Some light may be thrown on some features of monastic life of 
the Jaina monks of Sravana Belgoja from the earliest times till the 
beginning of the 19 th century, chiefly from inscriptions. Broadly 
their life may be divided into two spheres : religious and economic, 
ii.e former, of course, depending on the latter in the sense that no 
monastic life or activity could either exist or survive without support 
from outside and this assistance was offered purely with the sole 
object of piomoting the Jaina Dharma. 

The Jaina monks of Sravana Belgoja appear to have paid consi- 
derable attention to scholarship. Muni Pujyapada, for instance, was 
incomparable in grammar, skilfull in Siddhnta, poetry, and prosody. 
Another Jaina guru Prabhacandra was a celebrated author in logic. ^ 
Kajadhantu Sridhara Deva, was skilled in mantras and medicine,® 
while Meghacandra of the Srl Mala Sangha, was in Siddhanta equal 
to Jinavriasena, in the six systems of logic like Akalanka and in all 
Grammar, Pajyapada.^ Grammar, Poetry. Prosody, Siddhanta^ 
Medicine and Logic appear, therefore to have been the principal 
subjects in which the monks of SravaUa Bclgola strove to achieve 
distinction and for Vvhich they devoted their quiet lives. ^ 

These monks apparently lived in communities called safighas^ of 
which, at least in Sravana Belgo}a, there were three if not four 
separate divisions. They were known as the KelatQr®, May Ora,

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(which was probably the same as the Navilora)^ and the most 
important of all and perhaps the orignal, the sri Mola.* Little is 
known about the KelatQra Saifgha but of that of Ncwilura mention 
is made of the great Anantamat! Guruva Naiidi and his disciple 
Nandi Muriisa, who belonged to this congregation at various times. 
It is interesting to note that the MayOra Saiigha is called a Grama 
Saugha, probably indicating its origin. But the most prominent of 
all these was evidently the sri Mala the leaders of which have 
traced their leadership to Mahavira and Bhadrabahu. It was 
customary for them when addressed to be given their spiritual 
designation especially in contemporary inscriptions. Kukkutasana 
Maladhiiri Deva, for example, is said to have belonged to the Arhata 
Samaya, (^which was from the beginning the Mola Saiigha) the 
Kondakundanvaya, of the Deslya Gana and the Pustakagachha. 
They had spiritual as well as lay disciples. 1 he spirtual disciple 
of this monk was the famous Subhacandra Siddanta Deva, while 
his lay follwer was Ganga Camupati as is recorded in an epigraph 
dated A. D. 1117.'^ 

One of the most important aspects of Jaina monasticism was 
the nature of their corporate of life, for it must be remembered 
that the Jaina monks lived in spiritual brotlierhoods in select places. 
Bhadrabahu is recorded to have arrived at ‘‘ a country counting 
many hundreds of villages, completely filled with the increase of 
people, money, gold, grain, cows, buffaloes and goats.” ^ In such 
places the Jaina monks lived, especially on tlie bounty of the pious 
rich as well the poor Grants of land were generally made at the 
request of tl\e Jaina monks, although voluntary contributions were not 
unknown. A record of A. D. 670 reveals how a plot of land was 
granted at the request of one Arasi, obviously a Jaina monk and the 
details of the plot are also specified.® It is interesting to know how

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such grants were made from time to time. So early as A. D 1131, 
one Siriya Devi, the daughter of F^ala Deva DaVlf^n/ak/h in order 
to provide in the Svati Gaiidha Variia Jina temple at Bcigola, for the 
divine worship, gifts of food to the assembly of rishis, and for repairs, 
presented the village of Matta-Navile in Kalkani-ntid and an irrigation 
garden of fifty Kolagas in tlie middle plain of Gangasamudra. 
Deposting 40 gadyaiias of gold and asking permission of tiie reigning 
king Vhsnuvardhana Deva Hoysala, and washing the feet of her 
guru Prabhricandra Siddhanta Deva of the Sri Mfda Saffgha, she

Jinalaya, two houses, and in the row of shops... for two oil mills and 
a house 5 hana. for a wholesale store in the town, ^ hart a!* ^ 
From this record it may be concluded first, that plots of land, 
well-demacrated were given as grants, with their productive 
qualities clearly defined and secondly, that a graded levy was recovered 
from shops, oil-mills and houses. The inevitable consequence 
was two-fold : the Jinalaya received two steady types of income 

in kind as well as in cash. 

It is possible to ascertain some more details of this cash recovery. 
For the eight kinds of worship, as a grant of A. D 1182 st ites, 
the following dues were given by all the Dc^'igas N^^fjigas and 
Nagartas : — 

For a load of grain . ... one halla.

These charges reveal that the jaina monks recovered for their 
monasteries two kinds of revenue : in cash and in kind, and 
both of these were charged on necessities, which means that 
the sources of income could not possibly fail and the charges 
most probably remained light. The dues were charged on speci- 
fied loads, the sizes of which probably depended on circum- 

stances and places. Sometimes for repairs, for instance, of the 
Adi Deva of the Nagara Jinalaya and other temple purposes, all the 
citizens of the Jinanathapura at the Belgola tirtha as in A. D. 1 288, 
all the citizens of both these towns, with pouring of water, decided 
to give at the rate of one gadyaoa for every hundred gadyaga of 
profit obtained either from their own people or from foreigners ’ 
This implied that at times the people of the locality, not to mention

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the outsiders who came to visit the place as well, had to pay 
one per cent oj their profit, not of their income, and consequently the 
the charge could not have been heavy, especially as profit in commer 
cial transactions may be characterised as rather an elastic type of 
income. Hence the revenue from this source could not possibly have 
been either steady or appreciably large. 

Gifts of donations were also made by the pious followers. We 
are told that donations were made in the cloisters of the holy 
Bt lgola. A record of A. D. 1196 states that in such a place the 
dozens of Mosaje bound themselves to give every year amounts 
ranging from one pi^ga to five pngas.^ Sometimes the jewellers of 
Bclgola, as is re.velacd in an epigraph ascribed to the year A. D. 
1181. promised to pay an annual contribution of one ta per tola for 
tlie coral and one v'isa for the sapphires sold.^ This practice of 
voluntary contributions became an established custom through the 
centuries. In the eventful yeir A. D. 1368 when Bukka 1 of 
Vijayanagara reconciled the Jainas with the Sri Vaisnavas, it is 
recorded that throughout the whole of the kingdom (probably 
Belgo}a) “ according to their doors,*’ house by house, the citizens 
gave one fanam for the personal protection of Gomatesvara at the 
holy tlrtha of Belgola."' As the Kanarese expression reveals (bagilu 
Jaffageyd'gi mane manege varsakkc 1 hana such a charge may 

be called a door- levy, which should not be confused with ^the house- 
tax (rnane-dere) which will be referred to later. 

T he Jaina congregation took every care to see that these gifts 
in cash and kind were properly administered, for these were invari- 
ably given as though in perpetual tru::t to the Jaina god-head. A 
record of A. D. 1 180 shows how, having constructed a tank called 
Nrigasamudra and planted a garden, some disciples of the mort- 
gagers, who are named, gave vp the garden and the land to one

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Nagadeva Heggade, who presented it to Sri Gomata Deva. ^ In order 
to keep in tact the award so made, sometimes formal agreements 
were made between the Jaina monks on the one hand and the donors 
on the other. Such a pact can best be illustrated by an example. 
In A. D. 1 2<S0 the officiating priests (pTtjakfirigaluoiJ(fmbaf(u) of the 
Nakhara Jinalaya, made the following agreement with all the citizens 
of the Belgoja tlrtha. The wet and dry lands of this temple were to 
be cultivated and “ devoting the produce to the eight kinks of wor- 
ship of the god (we) will make without fail the offerings appointed 
by the citizens. W/joso 0 / our family shall sell, mortgage or give on 
contract the wet and dry lands heyiowed upon the god, is a traitor to the 
king and a traitor to the congregation. Thus have we agreed and 
written.*’^ Therefore such a pact implied that it was binding on 
the priests to observe unfailingly the appointed rites and not to 
either sell, mortgage or give on contract any of the gifted lands. 
The income and expenditure of such properties must have been 
watched as can be inferred from an inscription, dated A. D. 1296. 
In this year the assembly of the Sri Mola Sai^gha decided first, that 
whatever they had been obtained as income from tlie paddy-lands 
and dry-fields, together with the waste land, tic* fire- wood, leave, 
decay of the basadi house and so forth, was to continue in tact. 
Secondly, all the jewel-citizens (jewellers) of Belgola, the farmers and 
subjects, ordained that five gadyaijOy which a certain Sambhu Deva had 
unlawfully disposed of to Sri V^allabha Deva’s HaduvarahaHi, should 
be expended on the festivals of those gods and that the eight rights 
of possession, with the petty taxes (kirknla), whatever they might be, 
of that village, should be expended on the festivals of those gods 
and Vallabhadeva. Such a decision implied that wrongful appro- 
priation from one head to another head of account was not tolerated 
and was branded as unlawfaV' (anyayavagi ma(abrayavngi)/'^ More- 
over it meant that income from one specified plot of land was to be

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expended on that plot alone and to no where else, thus bringing into 
common use the vital principle of self-sufficiency, which was §o 
essential in maintaining the corporate life of the Jaina Saiigha, 

Some further details of such an agreement can be made out 
from a grant of A. D. 1 266 when a settlement was made between the 
Jaina Sahgha of Sravana Belgola and the local merchant devotees. In 
this year Nayakirti Deva set down, for all the NagartSs of Gomata- 
pura, in the presence of the senior treasurer {hiriyamanil^ya bhandart) 
R5ma Deva N%aka, Minister of Somes vara Deva, son of Vira 
Balkla II, the following decree : — 

(a) For (each } ) house in Gomatapura the monied were to 
pay 8 hwfa on their stock ^or capital) and remain in 
peace. 

(fc) Among the mills of oil-mongers, whatever justice or injustice 
oj the palace, (whatever) loss or expense may come, the 
Acnrl of that place must himself stipulate and recover 
the dues : there was to be no charge on families.^ 

From this order it may be concluded that, in the thirteenth 
century, the monks of Sravana Belgoja charged and recovered the 
house-tax (mane dere and the oil-mongers dues (ieligdra-gimaj) As the 
house-tax was recovered only from the wealthy, it could not have 
affected the poor. But, on the other hand, despite the dues of the 
king, whether legitimate or not, whether they made a profit or 
suffered a loss, the oil-mongers were obliged to pay the stipulated 
dues which, unfortunately, appear to have been loft to the discretion 
of the local cicdrl^ who perhaps was expected to know the local 
conditions better than the monastery officials entrusted with the 
recovery of the other dues. When such a charge was imposed the 
tax on families as units was exempt, which shows that the Jaina 
monks did not dare to stretch the weapon of taxation too far.

nsider my interpretation to be clearer. 
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It is interesting to note how the Jaina monks took stringent steps 
to see that none of these measures was transgressed with impunity. 
This decree further laid down that if, transgressing the regulations 
of this order, one or two among citizens of this Brtha, becoming 
leaders, give bad advice to the acftri to ask for a reduction in the 
rate, they are traitors to the congregation and traitors to the king. 
The guild of merchants will not cast lots, nor demolish the long 
established customary fees. If knowing this, the Nagartas discard 
it, the Nagartas themselves are the destroyers of the charity : more- 
over, the acari and the wicked are not its destroyers. If one or 

two head men, without the consent of the Nagartas, enter into the 

house of the cic(iri or into the palace, they are traitors to the congre- 
gation. For free grants and remissions they will follow the old 
customs.”^ Consequently transgression of the established regulation 
was declared illegal No reduction in the rate once fixed after 
agreement was allowed and if any one dared to make such an 

attempt it was met with the highest punishment which the congre- 

gation could possibly give : excommunication from the Saiigha, as 
such an action was condemned as treason. Again, if any of those 
who had bound themselves, well knowing it, dared to do such an 
action they, find not either the ficnri or the really guilty, were to be 
considered traitors to the trust. These Nagartas were not even 
allowed to go either into the house of the acari or the royal palace, 
evidently to exert any influence in making any alteration in the 
charges once fixed and if they did so they were branded as traitors to 
the congregation. This however, did not mean that no reduction 
or remission would be granted, for in this as well as in others, 
established usage was not forgotten and precedent not lost sight of, 
as such precedents must have formed a code of case-law.

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Despite all these regulations and the great care which the 
Jaina priests administered to preserve their endowments, the monks 
themselves sometimes went against their own interests and laws and 
in the bargain brought stark bankruptcy on their heads. In such a 
crisis they appealed to the king, who invariably succeeded in 
bringing their dilapdiated finances into some order. So late as 
A. D. 1 634 the priests of Sravana Belgola were actually faced with 
such a crisis. The priests, says the record, “ on account of their 
various troubles mortgaged to the merchant-householders the endow- 
»r.^:nts made for the worship of Gummatanatha swami of Belgoja of 
of the gods “ and the mortgage-holders enjoyed possession of these 
properties for a considerable time. Then came the crisis when 
Cama Raja Vodeyar Ayya of Mysore, inquired into the matter, sent 
for the merchant house-holders and said : The loans which you 

have made to the priests we will pay and discharged On hearing this 
they said, that merit might acme to their parents, they would make 
a gift of those loans, with the “ pouring of water.’ Then in the 
presence of all the priests and the merchant-house-holders, the god 
and guru being witness, this release from a long-standing public 
debt was proclaimed and sanctified. But in order that history might 
not repeat itself, it was decreed that in future whosoever of the 
priests mortgaged the endowments or granted a mortgage thereon, 
would be excommunicated from their religion and would have no 
claim to place and property.^ 

Such security and management of finances would not have been 
possible without the maintenance of proper accounts and adequate 
financial administration The Jaina monks must have had some 
officials in charge of their treasury and their accounts. A grant 
of A. D. 1117 refers to the head of the treasury of Narasinha II 
who was styled as the Bhand<~(rndhik,rta Hulla while mention is made 
of the head of the accountants called Karapotsahi Nila.^ Under the 
latter officer, it may rightly be supposed that there must have been

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several assistants and the accounts section must have formed the 
main department of finance in the Jaina monastry at Sravana 
Belgola. Of course, there were some other officials as well ; for 
mention is made of the writers (/e^/ia^a) and the engravers 
who were entrusted with the publication of the hasaJi inscriptions.^ 

Here, within the sacred precints of the hasadi the Jaina priests 
lived and passed away. Their practice of sallekhana must have an 
extremly trying and difficult feat to men as well as women who 
perished in this way. In A. D. 1131 one Mficiyabbe “ with eyes 
half closed, repeating the five words (or phrases),^ glorious with 
meditating on jinendra, magnanimous in parting from relatives, 
absorbed in the vow of a sanyasi ”, perished.^ 1 hose who were so 
resolved starved from three days to one month, at the end of 
which they must have succumbed. Great was their faith for they 
always cried out : “ May the honourable supreme profound syad- 
vdda, a fruit-bearing token, the doctrine of the lords of the three 
worlds, the Jaina doctrine, prevail.”

DATE OF MALAYAGIRI SORl

Winternitz^ in his History of Indian Literature states that a 
MS of Malayagiri’s Commentary on Karmaprakrti is dated 
/395 A. D., a MS of the Commentary on the Nandi Sotra is dated 
1235 AD., a MS of the Commentary on the Vyavahara Sotra is 
dated 1 253 A.D. Peterson ^ refers to the several works of Malayagiri 
and states that this writer’s fSabddnusdsana was written in the reign 
of" Kumarapala. Kielhorn states that one of Malayagiri’s works 
iS composed in Kumclrapala’s reign between 1 143 and 1 174 A.D. 
I wonder why Winternitz has not recorded the above date for 
Malayagiri as given by Kielhorn and referred to by Peterson. In 
case he had any doubts in accepting the date given b}^ Kielhorn we 
shall have to see if these doubts are justified on the strength of 
other evidence in support or against Kielhorn’s date for Malayagiri.'^ 

In the Catalogue of Manuscripts in the Jain Bhandars at Patan 
there are certain dated MSS. of works, the author of which is stated 
to be Malayagiri. 7 hese MSS may be recorded as follows with

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It will be seen from the two foregoing tables of dated MSS. 
ascribed to Malayagiri that they were copied in the years A. D. 

//65, 1192, 1233, 1234, 1240. 1275, 1276, 1322, 1335. 1381, 1390, 
1406, 1424, 1425, 1427, 1432, 1433, 1434. The earliest dated MS. 
of Malayagiri’s work recorded by Winternitz is dated A. D. 1235 
while in the above chronological tables we have four MSS. of Malaya- 
glrTs works' bearing dates earlier than A. D. 1235 viz., A. D. 
1165, 1192, 1233 and 1134, According to Kielhorn Malayagiri 
wrote during King KumarapSla’s reign Le., between A. D. 11 43 and 
/ 1 ^4. This statement, though not mentioned by Winternitz and 
accepted, appears to be corroborated by the dates A. D. / / 65 and 
1 i 92 of Malayagiri’s two works and We 

may, therefore, safely fix A. D. 1165 as one of the limits for the 
date of Mvd.iyagiri, the other limit being about A. D. 1050 as will 
be seen from tlie follow ing evidence : —

BEI^GOI^A AND BAHUBALI

In the mediaeval history of Jainism in the South, Sravana 
Bejgola has been a place of great cultural importance. The great- 
ness of Bejgola lies in the fact that it possesses certain features of 
las tmg value : traditionally the place is associated with Bhadrabshu 
and Candragupta Maurya, and the historical value of this tradition 
is now accepted by the standard authorities ; it possesses a large 
number of Inscriptions which are important from the historical, 
linguistic and literary points of view ; there is a Matha the spiritual 
heads of which have guided the social and moral destiny of the 
Jaina community in Karnataka and round about for centuries 
together ; there are beautiful temples and treasures of old MSS. of 
which any holy place would be proud ; and last but not the least 
there is the grand image of Bahubali on the top of the prominent 
hill there, f or these and other reasons Belgola is not only a holy 
place for the Jainas hut also a place of. cultural and historical impor- 
tance to the students of South Indian History. 

In the Hassan District of the Mysore State, just near Channa- 
rayapattan, Belgola is very attractively situated near a nicely built 
square lake in a valley between two hills : Vindhyagiri and Candra- 
giri. The name of the place is probably derived from Be} (meaning, 
white) gol (meaning, pond) referring to the splendid square lake 
which is mentioned in the local inscriptions as Dhavala or Sveta 
Sarovara. Workman rightly said : ‘ In the whole beautiful state 

of Mysore it would be hard to find a spot where the historic and 
the picturesque clasp hands so firmly as here *. The name Vindhya- 
giri the migrating people must have brought with them from the 
North ; while the name Candragiri appears to have been suggested 
by the fact that Candragupta Maurya, who came to the South with 
Bhadrabahu, as a tradition of much authenticity and sufficient anti- 
quity tells us, breathed his last on this hill. Candragiri is also 
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known as Cikkabetta, as it is smaller of the two hills. On this hill 
we have fine temples of the Dravidian architectural style, some of 
them as old as 8th century A. D. Some of the temples such Chsmun- 
daraya Basti etc., are very beautiful from the artistic and architec- 
tural points of view. 

It is on Vindhyagiri or Doddabetta that the image of Gommate- 
svara stands. The upper part of this huge statue on the top of the 
hill can be seen from a distance of some sixteen miles. From the 
ground below we see the image upto the breast, but as we climb 
the hill the image goes out of sight being surrounded by a temple 
the ramparts of which support the lower half of the image. Cut 
out of a boulder (of fine grained light grey granite) resting on the 
spot, the image is about fifty-seven feet in hejght. Though not 
older, it is bigger than the statues of Rameses in Egypt It stands 
all nude with arms hanging straight with the thumbs slightly 
turned outwards. The pedestal of the image represents an open 
lotus. There are anthills, in stone of course, with emerging serpents 
on both the sides ; and the Madhavi creeper twines itself round 
both legs and arms : this indicates the posture of deep meditation. 
There is an impressive and majestic grandeur about the image. 
What engrosses one is the demeanour of the face. ‘ 1 he artist was 
skilful indeed to draw from the blank rock the wondrous contem- 
plative expression touched with a faint smile with which Gommata 
gazes on the struggling world * for the last one thousand years, the 
image being carved out in circa A. D. 984 by the order of Chamun- 
daraya, the commander in chief of Rajamalla, the Gaiiga king, who 
ruled over that part of the country. 

All full photographs of this image are in one way or the other 
distorted, because the image is very tall and there is no convenient 
point sufficiently elevated to focus the full image This image is 
imitated at Karkal and Venur ; but the three faces, as I see them, 
give different expressions. The detached serenity of the Belgol image 
is a triumph : not only it attracts the mind but entraps our heart* 
The Karkal image shows extra-meditational gravity and that of 
Venur juvenile srnile- The purpose of imitation has almost failed ;

but to the fotune of posterity and to that of monolithic art of India 
these three images are precious and proud contributions. The 
granite of the Beigola statue is superior : like its face undisturbed by 
attachment and aversion the image stands almost unaffected by sun 
and rains, ' and looks as bright and clean as if just from the chisel 
of the artist*. 

The serene and detached face, with its childlike innocent simpli- 
city, of Gomrnatesvara commands respect and reverence. It is a 
proiounclly significant remark of His Highness the Maharaja of 
Mysore who said thus some years back: ‘ The land of Mysore 
symbolises Gommata’s spiritual empire* ; and let us pray that the 
spiritual forces might be radiated from the life and the image of 
Bahubali all over the world which is passing through a transitional 
period of history. 

The life of Gomrnatesvara or Bahubali has a noble lesson to the 
struggling humanity for all times to come, Bfihuhali was proud of 
his power and strength. He would not give an inch of the land 
and submit to his elder brother Bharata whom he refused to accept 
as the overlord. Bharata was irritated, and there ensued the battle. 
The wise ministers asked them as to what liiey would gain by 
killing on the battlefield thousands of men for whose welfare their 
kingdoms were meant. What a vanity of the individuals, and 
now- a- days of Nations, that so many people are to be sacrificed on 
the battlefield and so much property wasted ! Wiser counsels 
prevailed, and Bharata and Bahubali got down into the arena to 
decide the issue between themselves They fought against each 
other in various ways Bharata was defeated. Bahubali won the 
applause of all. His success meant the defeat of his brother: 
what a vanity of success and defeat ! The spiritual values flashed 
across his mind, and Bahubali bade good bye to the hollow vanities 
of this world and rose above them by cultivating the spiritual values 
of a lasting character. 

Today, as we look around and across the oceans, the flesh 
attracts the human mind more than the spirit ; moral virtues are 
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at^ a discount and hypocracy is the fashion of the day ; ethical 
standards are being easily smashed with no just substitutes being 
put in their places ; the scientist has achieved great things, but he 
is playing in the hands of the politician, capitalist and the mad 
nationalist ; today the world is made a big family which has 
one mind but unfortunately not one heart ; competition and exploi- 
tation backed by brutal force are the current coins in the socalled 
international affairs, and mutual good will and sympathy are no 
more there ; property is more valuable than humanity ; love, liberty, 
justice etc , have become hollow terms of fashionable use ; language 
is not being used for mutual understanding bat to misinterpret and 
twist the simple facts and to mislead and deceive each others ; motives 
are conveniently concealed and downright liars are hailed as diplo- 
mats ; most barbarous and carnivorous crimes are committed under 
the decent names of civilization and nationalism, and palpably hxlse 
reports are shamelessly broadcast to the reading and hearing public : 
in short, the materialistic forces switched on by abnormal possessive 
instincts are shaking today the very nerves of the human society. 
At such a critical hour in the history of mankind, 1 can only pray that 
Bahubali’s life and his image that stand for all that is true, beneficial, 
and beautiful, might inspire in us permanent ethical and spiritual 
values and lead us on from darkness to light :

^HAVANA BELGOLA. 

ITS MEANING AND MESSAGE.

A thousand thoughts come crowding in my mind as I write, in 
response to the call to contribute, to this special number of the 
Jaira Antiquary, It was indeed a very happy idea to bring out this 
symposium on the eve of the great Abhiseka which is shortly to take 
place. As the recent appeal of Sir Mirza Ismail rightly indicated, 
Sravana Belgola is not merely of sectarian interest ; it is a national 
treasure. Like the Taj Mahal and the Kailas Temple, the colossus 
at Belgoja has attracted universal admiration. It is well to bear in 
mind, however, that without underestimating the value of the magni- 
ficent Agra monument and the marvellous Ellora excavation, the 
significance of the Jaina memorials in Mysore is deeper than the 
proud memories evoked by either the exquisite and enduring fossil 
of a doting Emperor’s dreams, or the granite efflorescence of the 
artistic and architectural genius of the medieval Hindus. Great as 
these and other antiquities undoubtedly arc, the meaning of the 
Mysore monuments is grcciter still. 

Above all, to my mind, SiWan Belgoja is most typically Indian, 
for it enshrines the spirit of sacrifice in the cause of the Spirit which 
alone is Life. India has been the home of several religions and 
schools of thought, but through all of them — with the singular excep- 
tion of the Carvakas — runs one philosophy, one attitude towards Life, 
one Faith. That Faith is transcendental ; it seeks liberation of the 
Soul from the trammels of mundane existence ; it stands for the 
ultimate triumph of Spirit over matter. It is the shining beacon of 
Life across the wasteland of death, Life that is enduring and 
eternal. 

The European may climb the highest peaks in the Alps and the 
Himalayas, may explore the icy corners of the Arctic and the Antarc- 
tic, may dive to the deepest depths of the Atlantic and the Pacific, 
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and fly to the utmost reaches of the stratosphere, but he staggers at 
the transcendental flights of the Indian philosophers. His eyes have 
been trained to seek the truth through the microscope and the 
telescope, his mind has sought to study life in the laboratory through 
vivisection. In the result, he has succeeded in enslaving matter ; 
but the slave (matter) has also been holding the conqueror (Spirit) 
in bondage. Not so the Indian, where he has not ceased to be 
truly Indian. 

Drunk with the pride of conquest the European iniiy mock at 
what he considers to be our futile and inane philosophy. But we 
have reason to believe that the inebriated Western people are getting 
more and more entangled in the labyrinth of their own making. If 
their titanic struggle may be best illustrated by the statue of Eaocoon 
desperately caught in the coils of a deadly tangle of reptiles, the Spirit* 
of ancient India is well represented by the colossal calm of tin: image 
of Bahubali rising high over every other human sirucline, broatlhng 
freedom in its great silence. I he superficial observer is likely to 
interpret this contrast in a different way : Does not the naked figure 
of Gommata show rather the static inactivity of the stagnant Eiih g 
and the struggling Laocoon group the palpitating dynamism of tlie 
progressive West? But 1 should think that the real contrast is more 
like that of the restless maelstrom diving into the greater restlessness 
of the agitated Atlantic, on the one side, and the placid calm of 
the profound Pacific on the other. 

However, this is only one aspect of the situation. The human 
Spirit, which knows not the dychotomy of East and West, may be 
said to have gone to one extreme in India ana naturally swung back 
to another extreme in Europe. Truth lies not in the Golden Mean, 
not midway between the two extremes, but rather in the full ampli- 
tude of the swing of the pendulum of Life. The midpoint represents 
only death ,* the Jaina philosophy does not stand for that It has 
been misrepresented as a philosophy of stagnation, seeking death 
rather than life. The jaina monuments are an eloquent refutation 
of this libel 
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The Tlrthankaras did not stagnate into Nirvana. They built a 
giant causeway across the dreary ford of death to the eternal fields 
of Life. Syiidvada and Anekanta are suggestive of all-sided 
comprehensiveness rather than of any one-sided obsession of mono- 
maniacs Those who have understood Jainism correctly have 
characterised it as the most logically consistent of all philosophies. 
If this should be construed as constituting its main weakness — for 
Life is too complex to be logically consistent — , then the critics of 
Jainism should remember that it is not merely a ‘ philosophy * but 
also a ‘‘ way of life ’ ; that it is not merely a body of thought or a 
bundle of doctrines, but it also enjoins a course of action and incul- 
cates a code of discipline. Jainism is no more to be condemned 
as a negation of Life, thetn Christianity. If the latter is to be judged 
in terms of its influence over the lives of the Europeans during 
several centuries, the same should be the norm by which to assess 
the former If Christianity has made invaluable contribution to 
European civilization, so bas Jainism enriched Indian civilization. 
If in the course of generation the Christians have resiled from the 
teachings of Christ, that cannot be a refutation of the positive gains to 
Immanity from Christ’s teachings. Likewise, if in the course of ages 
the )ainas have failed to live up to their ancient ideals, their historic 
contributions are not to be forgotten. Gratitude in both cases would 
demand sympathetic undtrslanding from all ; such understanding 
would not only lead tu better appreciation, but also provide the 
corrective that modern living needs both here and elsewhere. 



BAHUBALl STORY IN KANNApA LITERATURE.

In the so far published Kannada Literature the story of Bahubali 
is first noticed in the Adi-purana of Adi-Pampa (about 941 A D.) 
To relate it here will not be out of place. Bharata was the eldest 
son of Adinatha, the first Tirthaiikara and his queen Ya^ahsvati, and 
Bahubali was born of his second wife Sunanda. On account of his 
unsurpassed beauty of person the latter got the names Chittaja, 
Chittabhava, Manasija, Anaiiga and Angaja. When he was of 
proper age, his father taught him Ksmatantra, Ssmudrika, Ayurveda, 
Dhanurveda, Hastyasvatantra, and Ratna-pariksa, (8 — 60 gadya). 
Bharata attained the height of 500 bowdengths and Bahubali 325. 

When it was proper time for Vrsabhanatha to take diksA, the 
burden of the whole kingdom was thrown on his eldest son Bharata 
and Bahubali was made the crown-prince. The latter was given 
the management of Paudanapura torritory (9 — 65 gadya). 

When Cakraratna was born in the Kosagara of Bharata, he 
went on a tour of world-conquest and returned to AyodhyS His 
Cakra-ratna remained outside the city refusing to enter showing 
thereby that the conquest was not complete. After inquiry the 
emperor found that his brothers were to be conquered. He sent 
his envoys to Bahubali and others to admit his suzerain power. 
All others except Bahubali were unwilling to accept the offer. 
Neither were they able to face him. They, therefore took diksa. 
But Bahubali received the envoy and acquainted himself with the 
purpose for which he had come to him. He refused to accept the 
suzerainty of Bharata and prepared for war. Hearing this Bharata 
marched on Paudanapura with his army. Both the brothers then 
agreed to fight each other to avoid blood-shed of the innocent 
soldiers. The emperor was successively defeated by his brother 
in Dfstiyuddha Jalayuddha, Mallayuddha. Enraged at this defeat 
he discharged his discus on his brother. But that invincible weapon 
being unable to touch him went round him and stood at his right 
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shoulder. It was a very critical moment. Had Bahubali thought 
of using that weapon on his elder brother he would have done so, 
killed his brother, and been himself the emperor. But he was a 
true Jaina. To him the moment proved to be one of internal 
awakening. He felt disgusted with the covetousness of empire in 
his brother, which showed no consideration even for a brother. 
This brought on him aversion for life. He took diksa and performed 
severe penance. In spite of his mastery over JainSgama he could 
not conquer his mana-kasaya, on account of which he was not soon 
blessed with Kevala-jnana. This was pointed out to Bharata by 
Adinatha. The hint was taken by him and Bahubali was informed 
accordingly. Taking action on this suggestion he conquered that 
weakness of his and attained Kevala jnana. In course of time he 
attained Moksa 

In this Puraita, Adi-Pampa does not mention of Bharata conse- 
crating at Paudanapura the image of Bahubali 325 bow-lengths high. 

Cavundaraya in his Cavundaraya-purana (about 978 A. D.) 
gives the same story very briefly. 

The third account appears in the Shravan-Belagula inscription 
No. 234 of about I 160 A. D. composed by Boppana who had the 
title Sujanottarhsa. It is this poet who, for the first time, relates 
the story of an image of 525 bow-lengths erected at Paudanapura by 
Bharata out of respect and affection for his brother Bahubali. As 
time rolled on, the inscription further states, the region around the 
image having become infested with innumerable Kukkuta-sarpai 
(fowls with serpent heads) the statue came to be known as Kukkut- 
e^vara. It afterwards became invisible to all except the initiated. 
But Cavundaraya having heard a description of it set out with his 
mother with a desire of seeing it. Finding however that the journey 
was beyond his power owing to the distance and inaccessibility of 
* the region, he resolved to erect such an image himself ; and with 
great effort succeeded in getting the Image made and set up. 

The fourth account is given by Pancabana in his Bhujabali- 
Carite (about 161 4 A. D.). In this the author tells how Padmavatl 
and Brahmadeva appeared in a dream before Cavundaraya when 
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htilting at Shravana-Belagula on liis way to Paiulanapura ac( om- 
panied by bis mother, and told him that Bal\ubali was pl<M.sed '^vith 
his devotion and would manliest Ininself to hmi on the L.aager t lii! 
if he would discharge a golden arrow from the Srnallei one torwirds 
the former. 1 lie ncrxt 'morning he Inaird of a sHHilaa' dj e.an of 
his mother.

Gomrnatesvara'Carite of Ar.anta-ka\'i (aliout 1780 A, hi), 11;;;, 
valikathe of Devacandra (about 1 838 A. D.), and tlie Sthffinpin 
of Shravana-Belagula are other works in Kannada gi\'ing thie stoiy 
more or less in the strain of BhiijalialuSataka and Bhujalinii-cai ite. 

The Sthala-purilna gives one important and interesting informa- 
tion about the height of the Image. It .says that CAvundaraya hf-md 
of the existence of an Image 18 bows lugb at Shraccum-iV'lagiihi. 
This information may be verified with the ac tual measurements ol: 
the Image taken. 

The pedestal is designed to represent an open lotus, and upon 
this the artist has worked a scale corresponding to tliree feet four 
inches. This scale when multiplied l)y IB gives agii'/roxiinately 
(60 feet) the height of the Image. The Image as measured is 57 
feet in height. A bow is generally of four cubits length, and 18 
bow-lengths will make 72 feet. Ibis brings in a difference of 13 
feet in the actual measurement, and 12 feet dlfl’erence according to 
the Sthala-purana. But a cubit cannot always be of the same 
length. It will depend on the measurements of the sculptor who 
works at the Image. It may therefore be assumed that the scale 
given at the pedestal represents a bow-length, and tliat the Image 
goes 18 lengths with it. This assumption roughly solves the height 
problem in the present case.

SRAVANA BELGOLA CULTURE.

g. ( 1 ) 

In tvio previous papers in the Jama Antiquary, I have outlined 
how ancient Jainism in South India had inspired its devotees to 
action and emotion. F'or, it is only when thought, doctrine or 
philosopliy inspires and sublimates emotion and action, that it 
becomes a force not only in the lines of individuals, but also in 
those of communities and nations. And Sravana Bejgoja, being its 
most ancient and advanced Karmakshelra or practising and demons- 
trating ground or ^ University,’ in South India, and the present 
number of tlie Jalna Antiquary being specialised for the elucidation 
of its various phases of activity, through the ages, I shall gladly avail 
myself of this opportunity, so kindly given me by the Editor, to des- 
cribe in some detail, how, from the Sravana Belgola Epigraphs, it 
appears to me to have functioned as centre of culture, — of Sil^sha 
and Diksha. 

We often hear so very much about Jaina ascetics and asceticism, 
of Jaina scholars, their dialectics and philosophies, their Raddhantas^ 
(^T^T^) and Siddhantas (fe^Rri), that we may be very strongly 
impressed with the idea that Jainism is for the intellectual few, 
— and even at that, for an elect, fortunate few, who can be fanati- 
cally and — as modern materialists may say, or the ancient epicurions 
said — ‘ senselessly ’ stoic. But a proper appreciation of Jaina 
memorials will show that the Jaina Sages in ancient limes lived their 
doctrine and their faith and easily made their desciples of all grades 
and classes of society, men and women, live ® it, however austere

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the Sadhana or practice for it may have been. The aim of this 
Siksha, descipline, and Dik^ha, concentration, being to attain to 
ArhathooJ or Siddhahood^ not merely Siddhis or ‘ powers’, a study of 
Jaina Antiquities, and appreciation of Sravana Be}go}a culture, 
which is a type thereof, will show how real spirituality and perj edibility 
of life or its sublimation was in Universal practice of all types of 
adherents of the Jaina Faith in South India. It will also serve, not 
only as a unifying force not only in the activities of the Jaina 
community to-day in all India but will also demonstrate, 

in India and abroad, the essential unity of goal (HR) descipline 
and concentration of Hindusim, Buddhism and Jainism, 

fancied and some times operated, as mutually cancelling and warring 
faiths, unfit to inspire common political action for national ends. 
In these days when spiritual sublimation of thought and action in 
politics is set out to be India’s special contribution to the modern 
warring world and recommended to be practised hy political workers 
in India, in all its simple and self-denying austerity, it would indeed 
be of some help to realise what great levels of practical self-dedica- 
tion and cultural eminence were reached, even by politicians and 
statesmen in medieval India, even through the inspiration of the Sages 
of this great South Indian Spiritual ‘ University.’ 

‘ Sravana Be}go}a * has a very romantic history. From all Jaina 
accounts in literature and Epigraphs, it was originally ‘ a bare hill 
in an uninhabited country,^ but in time it became a Thirtha or place 
of pilgrimage, a Karmakshetra for Siksha and dll^sha or a University 
of piety and culture, and even a religious state ’ or Samasthanam'^ 
somewhat like the Vatican. Some account of this grand ‘ sublima- 
tion ’ of mere forbidding earth by the aspiring, advancing and 
selfpurifying soul of Man will form the substance of this study. 

Yet, Sravana Belgola, through the ages, has continued to be a place 
of Memorial Toumhs, besides being the abode of several grand 
beautiful and rich temples and the most famous of ancient sculp- 
tures, the wonder and miracle of art,*~~the sacred image of Bhujabali 
or Gomma&swara ortherwise called Kukk^ieswara. Thus l^ravana

Be)go}a culture seems to have made its own distinguished and distin- 
ctive contribution to medieval Indian Art and Architecture, the results 
of the memorialistic activities and devotions of the pilgrims that made 
it their Thirtha not only during life, but even more so, at its close. 

Lewis Rice, who first edited the Epigraphs and brought to light 
the Antiquities of Sravana Bejgola, in the Epigraphia Karnaiica thus 
describes the present appearance of this great Thirtha : — 

“ The eye of the traveller who is passing along the trunk road 
leading from Bangalore to the Western Coast, through the Manjara- 
bad Ghat, is arrested on approaching Channarayapatna by a cons- 
picuous hill few miles to the South, bearing on its summit what 
appears at first a column, but which, on drawing nearer, proves to 
be a colosal statue in the human form. This striking and unusual 
oliject, which is visible for miles around, marks the site of one of 
the most interestinj. spots in the South of India, and one whose 
epigraphic records carry us back to tlic very earliest authentic period 
of Indian history, iinterior in fact even to the famous edicts of Asoka, 
the oldest inscriptions in the country. This noted place is moreover 
the chief scat of a religious sect at one time fore most in power and 
influence, whose origin is of higher antiquity than that of 
Buddhism.”^ 

The earliest inscription on tlv.s Kill takes the mind of the student 
to events long anterior to Asoka, — to the happenings in Nothern 
India, in the time of Asoka’s ancestor Chandragupta. the founder of 
the Maurya Dynasty. This inscription is ascribed rightly, to king 
Bhaskara, the immediate grandson of the Great Emperor Chandra- 
gupta Maurya, who is also said to have adorned it with Chitya- 
layas or temples of worship, as it enshrined the sepulcheres of his 
own grandfather and that father^s guru Bhadrabahu, the last of 
Jaina Srita Kavalis. As the event that led to this most ancient 
inscription on this hill is of greater antiquity than the inscription 
itself and bears witness to some aspects of the religious history of 
Nothern India Ixsfore the time of Asoka, it is worth recapitulation. 
It is also interesting that that event was described in this epigraph

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in a kind of Sanskrit prose at once literary, realistic, aweful and 
picturesque. The original passage stands thus* : — 

Arshenaiva Janapadam-an^ka — gr^masata -samkhy a-mudita- jana- 
ghana-kanaka-sasyagd-mahishajavikala-samaklrnam praptavan atah 
acharyyah Prabhachandrenamavani-tala-lalAmabhute-athasmin kata- 
I^flpra-namakdpala8hit€-vividha-taru-vana-kusuma'dalavali''vikachana- 

sabala-vipula-sajala-jalada vyala-mriga kulopachitOpatyaka kan- 

dara darlmaha-guhagahana-bhogavati samuttunga sringa sikharini 
jivitasesham alpatra kalam avabudhytldhavnah siichakitah tapassamS- 
dhim ar^hayitum apricchya niravasSshena samgham visrijya sishy^- 
naikena prithulakastiarnna talasusilasu sitalasu svad^harn-sannya-

Lewis Rice translates it thus : — 


And the rishi company arrived at a country counting many 
hundreds of villages, completely filled with the increase of people, 
money, gold, grain, cows, buffaloes and goats. Whereupon, at a 
mountain with lofty peaks, whose name was Katavapra — an orna- 
ment to the earth ; the ground around which was variegated with 
the brilliant hues of the clusters of grey flowers fallen from the 
beautiful trees ; the rocks on which were dark as the great rain 
clouds filled with water ; abounding with wild boars, panthers, tigers, 
bears, hyaenas, serpants and deer ; fitted with caves, caverns, large 
ravines and forests : the achari, with Prabhachandra also, perceiving 
that but little time remained for him to live and fearing on account 
of the road (journey), announced his intention to do the penance 
before death, and having dismissed the entire sangha, with one 
single disciple, worshipping, on cold stones covered with grass, 
quitted his body.*’* 
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We learn from this, how the hill was known in those old times 
as * Katavapra * and how it came to be a memorial hill enshrining 
the remains of the last of the sritakevalis, Bhadrab^hu, of the Jaina 
sampradaya. From its also having been the shrine of the remains 
of Emperor Chandra Gupta, this single disciple of Bhadrabshu, 
known in this present epigraph as, Frabhachandra, it came to be 
visited hy King Bhaska Maurya, his grandson, who built chaitya- 
layas over it and a white lake in the village at the bottom from which 
the whole region afterwards came to be known as Bejgoja. Though 
the most ancient name of this place appears in this earliest inscrip- 
tion as ‘ Katavapra’ there seems to have been another name “ Belgu- 
giila ’ by which it became more famous even from the tenth century 
A. D. rom No. 29, we learn that this name ‘ Katavapra * survived 
to tlie year 1163 A.-C. although found only in one inscription subse- 
quent to tlie King Bhaskata’s inscription about Bhadrabahu and his 
disciple Chandra Gupta Maurya. There are several associated 
inscriptions in very archaic Canarese characters (Purvada Hale 
Kannada) from No. 35 of which it appears to have been knovm 
in a partially modified form as “ Kalbappira.” In later modifictions 
like Kalvappa (N<r 34) Kalhapp-! 35) Ka[)bappu-(No. 41) Kabbahu 
(I 37(’), it seems to have been still further modified and simplified 
according to the plionetic law of * assimilation,’ of course, acting 
unconsciously in the speech of uncultured people^. Students of 
linguistics familiar with S. I. Epigraphy may discuss whether in the 
process of these obvious transformations of a word like ‘ Katavapra* 
we meet with the phenomenon of a phonetic ‘ curruption ’ or 
simplification or ’ praki itisation ' of a * Sanskrit’ word or whether a 
simple original word like ‘ Kallcippu ’ from the Canarese language 
was transformed by Pandits into Sanskrit ‘ Katavapra* Both pro- 
cesses are possible and do occur in S. 1. Inscriptions and literatures. 
The very words ' Kannada* and ‘ Karnata ’ transformed out of shape 
by foreigners into ‘ Canarese ’ are an instance in point. Be that as 
it may, the name ‘ Beliigola,’ however, seems to have become popular, 
and accepted into epigraphs by about 982 A.C., although Lewis Rice

gives instances of two inscriptions, from serangapatam, of 9th 
century, in which, the form ‘ Kalhappu * occurs. However, from the 
fact that forms the word ‘ belugola ’ occur more frequently in 
inscriptions up to 1196 A, D., in reference to this place, as alterna- 
tives to those of ‘ Katavapra,’ it seems to me nothing improper to 
hold that for at least ten centuries this place has been famous in 
South Indian history as “ Belugo}a thirtha ” Why and when exactly 
it came to be further specified as Sravana Sramana, it is not 
possible to determine from local antiquities. It is noted that as a 
Sanski'it word, ‘ Katavapra ’ means ‘‘having matted sides.” The 
Bhadrabahu inscription shows that it was so known at the time 
when the Sritakavali stopped over it. W ho could have given it a 
Sanskrit name } There was notliing in the place at that time for 
any body to visit or notice it. It was only by an accident that that 
great sage Bhadrabshu happened to stay away there wiilj his 
single desciple Prabliachandra (Chandnagupta Mauiy.t I he 
inscription no doubt makes it clear that the couiiti y vv^is abounding 
in Jaina centres of populous and prosperous Sravakas or Jaina laity, 
and they may have given it this name, hut only if they had some- 
thing on or about it to attract them. Wivat 1, therefore, feel is that 
the Hill so came to be known only ajter Binadrabahu l)egan to settle 
there on the eve of his Sallekharia (fasting unto deatii) 

and also possibly from tiie residence of ihablna Chandra further on, 
worshipping the ‘ footprints ’ of his gre£it guru and served by the forest 
deities’. If the word is regarded as Jesi and as ‘ Kalbap^ut ’ or 
‘ Kalbappar ’ (the form ‘ Kalhappira ' occurs in No. 35) it may l)e 
interpreted as ‘ Hill Father’ or ‘ Hill-Brahmin ’ Kall=Hiil, 4‘l)appu< 
papan = Brahmin or father (+Te!ugu “ babu ”). The hill on which 
the stpulc’heres of Bhadrabahu and Prabhachandra are enshrined is 
known as Chikka i3e//o = Small hill. ‘ Kal’ in Canarese occures in 
place names in the sense of hill or * Betta T Mitta or Mctta 
(Tel). The famous example is Orumgallu or Wbirrangal, the seat 
of a medieval andhra-karnata imperiurn. It must have come to be 
so known from the residence of these two great sages, of whom 
possibly Chandra Gupta or Prabhachandra, living longer than 
Bhadra-Bahu became more famous as “ the Father on the Hill or 
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“ the Brahmin or sage on the Hill *’ or “ Hill Sage.”^ I should not 
have entered into this philological bye-path, but for the fact that in 
most cases of thirthas or places of pilgrimage in India, it is some 
great, high a miraculous human striving, sacrifice or achievement 
in them that has brought them into prominence and illumined them. 
Even the interpretation of the word Belugola, offered only by No. 
indicates the same thing and confirms my view that it is 
some miracle of a human achievement or striving that makes its 
material or casual environment famous for later ages. With 
many latter clay saints or Sravakas, male or female, it became 
a great aspiration to close (mudipa) or dedicate the few 
remaining days of life in the way in which these great sages did 
and ‘ leave the body ’ in their company, at the place, which they 
hallowed by their residence. However, Belguia or Belgola is inter- 
preted in the epigraphs as ^White-lake’ and it is said in Jaina 
traditions that King Bhaskaia built the ‘ W^hite lake ’ in the village 
at the }>ottoiii of iliese liiils and that he built even the village also 
and named it Belugola. It is, however, possible tliat the populace, 
in tlaese parts, noticing this remarkable object of a ‘ \\ hite-lake,’ 
may have name/l it in their language, Belugola and the village 
containing Belugola, came afterwards to be so called. This is 
cniite a common phenomenon in place-names in South India. 
I his origin of the name must have been forgotten by the time 
of the description ( ‘‘,7 ) interpreting it as ‘ Silver Vase, and the 
pandits may have exercised their ingenuity afresh to take advantage 
of an event which tliey were called in to celebrate with their gifts 
of learning and poesy. 1 hus, ever, the plastic Arts like architecture 
and sculpture cannot gain immortal self-interpretation without the 
understanding and calebrating emotion and expression or emotional

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expression of man. And the sublimation of “ man/’ this freeing 
of him from the earthly limitations and trappings to attain to 
Arhaihood or Jinadva or his original ‘divinity* by sikaha and 
diksha has been what was taught and demonstrated from this 
place, this thirtha, which originally was an uninhabited or unin- 
habitable secret spot of Kushmanddranya- “ Kabbappu-nad ” was 
a name for the region in which this hill was lacated. Hence 
1 wonder whether the Chaityalayas and other objects of votive 
zeal that came to decorate this village and these hills in later ages 
had not shifted the emphasis fromthc sadhana and diksha i.e., the 

* guru-k^lci * hfe of the original sages there, to objects of art and 
architecture and virtuaiism, so common, in the case of all forms of 
faith in India, Vedic, Jain, Buddhist and even Islamic. Balugola< 
>Belugula Belu-fkula may also mean the ‘ white-kula * in which 
‘ Kuld’ means ‘ family’ or ‘ group or ‘ sect/ Compare the expression 

* guru-^u/a ^ ‘ agni-kula/ ‘ Rjxja-kula\ ‘ White means ‘ famous ’ or 
‘pure*. Hence if the place were origiiuilly known as the ‘ Belgula 
Betta ’ it must have meant the Hill of the pure or white sage- 
company. Or, could it be that, the attendants of King Bhaskara 
who were ‘ Swetambaras ’ had by this way tried to make it peculiarly 
their ot»n, leaving, behind a memorial of that fact to later ages in the 
‘ White lake ’ of the village ’ ? Any v/ay, at the basis of this 
foundation for culture lies a happy commingling of Nothern 
and Southern cultural and linguistic trends which has charac- 
terised the civilisation of the Karnata region of the Indian 
peninsula to later times. T he most remarkal>!e point, however, about 
Sravana Belgola is that down into the last century, it continued to 
be not only a thirtha or place of pilgrimage, but a thirtha 
in the original sense, of a place where ‘ the soul transcends 
the body or death’ re, a memorial or SepuLtural Hill. Several 
persons, males and females, had come there, all through the cen- 
turies, to have their final samadhi in presence of those great departed 
sages of their own faith. There are several such sepulchural 
thirthas or Mutts in South India, but 1 do not know or have not read 
of any places like Belgola which are open to the devotees of their 
several faiths for this their final “ thirtha.” Herein also the 
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foundation has kept up its universality or democracy within its fold. 
The earliest of such a ‘ memorialist ’ mention is No. 2, in old archaic 
canarese characters and language referring to Nagamaii Ganii 
(female) desciple of the excellent Silent guru of Chittur in Adeyare- 
nad The earliest in modern Canarese characters and language is 
No. 72 of 1809 A.C. referring to Adiiakirtii Deva who “ having fully 
completed a fast of one month, went to Swarga in this cave.** 

Very early in its history, even during the p>eriod of its earliest 
undated archaic descriptions, Belgola came to be called “ Sri tirtha.** 
Now, in South Indian languages, ‘ thirtha * means ‘ water * In regard 
to places of pilgrimage it includes a ‘ bath* or “ immersion ** idea 
also, as in the Kanarese expression “ thlrthamadu.** It also means 
* the sacred water,’ from the feet of the sacred images * as in the 
expression “ Sripada thirtham ; ” but essentially it means ‘ transcen- 
ding ’ f,e., a mental or spiritual Lightening, purification or ‘sublima- 
tion.’ That such a spiritual ‘ accession * was intended by the use 
of the word ‘ thirtha * in ancient times is witnessed to, even by the 
epigraphs from Sravana Belgola. These instances will again show 
that it is the ‘ sages ’ that lived on the Hill that were the real thirihas 
and that the locality was made a ‘ thirtha ’ as being their habitat : — 
For Example (/) of kamlabhadra it is said in No. 54 of 1 1 28 

A. C. 

‘‘ Smarana-matra pavitrataman mano bhavati yasya satam 
iha tirthinHm tarn ati-nirmahrm ^tma visuddhayc kamlabhadra- 
sar6varamasraye ’* 

Trans : — “ Him by only thinking on whom my mind becomes a 
thirtha tor the good, that pure lake Kamalabhadra (or of suspicious 
lotuses) do 1 serve for my own purity.** (Lewis Rice.) 

(it). Of Matisagara it is said in the same inscription le , No. 54 
**TirthamSri matisagaro gurur ila chakram chaksra sphuraj 
jydtih pUa tamarpayah pravitatih pQtam prabhotasayah.** 

Tram:— “Sri Matisagara guru made the whole world a tirtha 
by his glory dispersing the darkness of ignorance, of a worthy mind 
etc. ’* Thus, in inscription after inscription, at Bcjgoja, it occurs 
again and again, that, to follow those great earliest Jaina sages 
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Bhadrabahu and Chandra Gupta, was the true Jaina faith, with 
clear references to that ancestral migration which some scholars 
refer to fourth century B-C., that make this high antiquity of Sravana 
Bejgola stand undisputed Here-below are a few extracts bearing 
on this view : — 

(/) “ Bhadrabahu-sa-Chandra Gupta-Munindrayugmadin-noppeval

go-;ravi), on the top of the mountain, forsaking all food, 
attained to the state of not being born again.'* 

And, likewise, the earliest persons who resorted to this Hill did 
so not to worship but to become ‘ pure spirits ’ relieved from and 
exalted above Samasiirachakra, the wheel of life, the cycle of births 
and deaths, specially by the aweful baptism of Sallekhana, ‘‘ the fast 
unto death," to enter upon the final pilgrimage or Mahaprasthanay to 
take to the final smadhi of one’s life. What is called ‘ Renunciation 
at the time of danger ’ or ‘ atura sanyasa ’ is a feature common to 
various forms or schools of what is called ‘ Hinduism ’ or Vaidika- 
samaya but it is found only in Jainism in its most awe. inspiring form 
as Sallekhana. That it is a form of life-renunciation ’ or more 
properly ‘ dehatyaga ’ ‘ giving up the body ’ is even enjoined by 
the Jaina sastras, is also brought out in one of the epigraphs on 
this Hill thus : — 

Chiirni t€na srimad-Ajitasana-pandita-deva-devya sri-pada- 
kamala-madhukaribhata-bhavinS mahanubhavena Jainiigama- 
prasiddha-sallekhana vidhi Visrjyamana dahana samadhi-

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Trans : — “ By him, a bee at the divine lotus feet of Ajitasena Pandita 
Deva, magnanimous, while abandoning his body | by means 
of the Sallekhana famous in the Jaina Agamas, so that 
all the sangha rejoiced at the sight of the nature of his 
penance, was delivered improptu this perfect verse, dis- 
playing the ripeness of his mind.” 

SalK'khana may therefore be described as a special ‘ ideosyncracy* 
of Jainism* 

The first to perform this aweful rite of Sallfikhana on this Hill, 
Katavapra, was Bhadrahahu, the last of the Sruta kcwalis ; this fact 
bring us directly to the Southern migration of the jaina rishiganas 
from Ujjaini in North India and the passage in the inscription referring 
to the Katavapra Mill. I he passage brings out in simple naturalis- 
tic description how awefuily beautiful it was and suggests a phase of 
naturalism which has left its environmental mark on the awefuily 
beautiful and simple and high, plain lives and characters of succes- 
sive Jaina munis, perliaps VAnaprasthas ancJ Sanyasis as well, that 
carried forward to later generations in South India the traditions of 
spiritual realisation, sanctified scholarship and desciplined ‘ sense- 
concpiest ’ No wonder that their admiring followers had left behind 
them these authentic data of their admiration and also venerating 
and exultant praises of Bhadrabahu Sritakevali, who thus rejuvinated 
South Indian Jainism which, by his time must have lost touch with 
its North Indian homelands. Here below are given a few specimens 
of such commendatory compositions, reminders, as it were, to 
contemporary generations, of that ancestral North Indian migration, 
corresponding to that of Agastya to ‘ Chola mandala ’ recorded 
in Puranic Literature and vernacular classics of South Indian 
Languages : - 

(a) Varnnaih ktithan-nu mahima bhana Bhadrabahor- 
mmohoru-malla-mada-marddana-vritta-bahoh 
yach-chhishyatripta-sukritena sa chandra-guptas 
-susnishyat^ sma suchiram vanadevatabhihf 

Trans : — “Worthy is it not of being described, the greatness of 
Bhadrabahu. say, — stout of arm in subduing the pride of 
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the great wrestler ignorance, through the merit obtained 
from descipleship to whom, that Chandra Gupta was for a 
long time served by the forest deities.” 

(No. 54, dated 1126.) 

Note incidentally that this verse identifies that Prabhachandra, 
who served Bhadrabahu on this Hill in his last days, with Chandra- 
Gupta, the famous Maurya Emperor known to Indian History. It 
also brings out the idea of spiritual culture as an affair of ‘ gnana,’ a 
struggle and victory, perhaps justifying the name of ‘ Jaina Samaya,' 
a ‘ religion of conquest' 

(b) Bhadrabahur-agrimah samagrabuddhi sampadJY 

Suddha Siddha S^sanam susabda bandha sundaram ; 

Iddha vritta Siddhir-atra bhadrakarmahhittapo 
Vriddhi vardhita prakirtir uddhadh^ mahardhikah. 

(No. 108 of A. a 1433.) 

Trans : — ‘ Bhadrabahu, the foremost by his acquisition of knowledge, 
(proclaimed) the doctrine of the siddhis, beautiful w’ilh its 
combination of sw^eet w'ords ; famed for his character, 
dispeller of the delusions of those bound to the wx)rld, 
celebrated for the growth of his great penance, the highly 
renowned.* 

From all this it is quite clear that, ever since the arrival of Bhadra- 
bahu, this Katavapra Hill in the midst of an aweful forest, became a 
‘ thirtha * associated in the minds of generations of people with 
dikshas or vows, and concentrations, and wuth sikshas or desciplines 
in knowledge and character and sadhanas or self-searching self- 
purification resulting, by long growth of penance, even in ‘ siddhis ’ 
or attainments. Persons even abandoned the beautiful envirous 
of nature in the plain beyond the Hill, to take to its top to attain 
beatification. A very archaic inscription at the place refers to this 
fact — 

Sri “ Udyanaijjita-nandanam dhvanadali-vyasckta-raktotpala 
vyapi sribhrita-salipinij ara disam kritva tu bahyachalam

sambodnayan- 

ar«adhyachala mastak^ kanaka -sat-sfinod bhavat satpatih** 
aho bahir-girin tyaktva Baladeva munih ariman 
aradhanam pragrihitva siddha tokam gatar-punah” 

(No. 15). 

Trans : — “ With groves adorned with red water lilies and filled 
with the hum of bees, surpassing Nandana ; shining on every side 
with fields standing with rice, was it beyond the hill. Instructing 
al! in the praise of Rhagavat, the ocean of goodness to all creatures, 
worshipping on the summit of the mountain ; born to the virtuous 
kanakasena, was i chief of virtue. Behold, this Bala Deva muni, 
the iionourable, having forsaken beyond the hill, giving himself up 
to devotion, departed to siddh 1 >ka, did he not ? ” 

Note that this description gives an idea ol the approaches to 
the Hill at a far latei' tiivi ' tinrn that of Bhadrabahu, but it is enough 
to show tliat that ‘ ai isihyachala ’ or ‘ gurugini ’ was still the chiefest 
attraction in the locality and even that, for Sallekhana, as well as 
SiiJhana. 

A similar cultura! ‘ ideosyncracy ’ of Jainism is said to be Ahimsa. 
This has come into greater prominence in modern Indian political 
life, like ‘ fast into death.’ Sallekhana, most inappropriately 1 think, 
as a technique of political struggle It, however, indicates a modern 
searching of hearts in India, a quest into the past far desciplines or 
spiritual processes, leading to ‘ freedom’ or moksha from ‘bandhana* 
or ‘ bondage.’ No body can deny that it is a deep spiritual searching, 
a holy quest, a non-doctrinal, practical, quest, pi'cictised in ancient 
times by persons from different grades of society and even today, 
practicable to prince in luxury or peasant in poverty alike. But it is 
well worth making an attempt to understand this Jaina form of 
descipline of Ahimsa aright. 

The Sravana Belgola Epigraphs descril>e the munis worshipping 
Bhagavat, there, as ' Srava-priini-dayarddha-dah 

as 

those that give their wealth of kindness to all living things, which 
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makes them careful lest they should per chance injure even a tiny 
insect The practice of “ Gridhra-pinchacha/* one of the most 
famous of the successors of Bhadrabtlhu, in their gana, is followed 
to this day by the ascetic who sweeps the ground before him with 
a pea-cocktail broom before he moves along the way. In some 
of the more enlaborate inscriptions, on the Hill, this famous sage 
Gridhra-pincha-acharya is thus celebrated : — 

Tram:*— (I) “then there was Umaswati munisvara, who had the 
name Scharya following after the word Griddhra-pincha. 
In that time no other was equal to him in understand- 
ing the ‘ padartha ’ (No. 42, dated I 1 I 7 A. C 

Trans (2) “ The honourable UmSswati, he was the yatlsa who 
published the Tatvartha Sutra which is a guide to the 
worthy in following the path that leads to

Tram: — (3) “He, was he not the yogi devoted to the protection 
of living creatures who ‘ assumed ’ the wings of a kite 
whence from that time forth the wise call him achari 
adding to it, after^his name Griddhara-Pincha ’’ 

(No. 108 of 1433 A.C) 

Several other customs among Jainas are traced to this original 
ideas of ‘ protection of living creatures.’ But this is not all of the 
Jaina idea or descipline of Ahimsa. In its degeneration into the 
mere custom of the asctic sweeping before him with a “ peacock- 
broom,’’ it may have become an object of redicule of the Hindus, 
as an accentricity or ‘ bheshajam but in its essence, it finds its 
echoes in the Vaidika Samaya as well The religion of Budha is 
said to be the religion of ‘ ahimsa * or ‘ Daya ’ or ‘ Compassion ’ par 
excellence, but a deeper knowledge of the Jnana marga of the Upani- 
shadas or of the Jaina Samaya will reveal that it is equally an 
essential clement in these equally, if not more, ancient faiths or 
‘ schools of Spiritual attainment’ In the saka year 1050 (as stated in 
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No. 54 ) Sri Mallishena muni said as follows when he was departing 
from this world : — 

“ Having worshipped the three jewels named in the Agama, 
having lived so that all living creatures have received no 
injury and having acquired patience, we have (this) our 
body at the fact of Jaina and enter Swarga 

To live in such a way that no creature receives injury from one 
is the essence of the practice of Ahimsa. 

Similarly, of another muni Sriiakirti it is said, that he was 
‘ sarva-sariti-raksha-krita-matih “ intently minded in the protection 
of all emodied ones”. Thus in Ahimsa-s^idhana, the primary impor- 
tance is on ‘ protection of living creatures ’ a positive duty. These 
Sravana Belgola Inscriptions show that several other collateral and 
positive ideas cluster round this principle of Ahimsa. The most 
comprehensive of the.^e is idea of ' sakalaprani-dayartha-siddih *, 
the utilisation of all our gifts, achievements, equipments and other 
acquinnents for the good and happiness of all creatures. The 
insistence is on the attainment of powers by the individual for social 
and environmental betterment or “ Ldkasangraha In this view, the 
following excerpts from these inscriptions illuminating : — 

(1) “ Having studied the whole Veda, free from all distress of 

mind, having subdued all opponent speakers, delighting 
in all learning, filled with highest joy, of lofty and 
briglit intelligence, praising the feet of Jinapa, •••he had 
obtained protection for all. (Sritakirti Deva No 105.) 

(2) Learned men there are, but no poets, masters of learning, 

eloquent speakers, experts from researches into various 

sciences, in the Kali Age like me notwith the 

desire of gratifying pride, not through enmity, but 
through my pity for the people being led astray by the 
teaching that there was no spirit (or God), did, I, O 
king, in the Court of Himasitala overcome all the learned 
proud Buddhas and spume sugata with my feet” 
(Devakalanka F^andita No. 54.) 
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Patience, kindness, impartiality, disinterestedness, spirituality, 
and humality, are other aspects of Ahimsa which make for social 
peace and social celebrity. Such qualities are revered, in a sage like 
Mallisehna. Of him it is said : — 

“ In whom unequalled patience rejoices, in whom kindness 
knows no limit, whom impartiality loves, whom absence 
of desire desires, through love loving salvation, though 
in his own esteem low, yet the head of yogis, by his 

character an acharya see Mallishena muni him let 

us reverence.’ 

Honour, liberality, sympathy, are another cluster of ideas group- 
ing round Ahimsa as a positive force in active life and these are 
reverenced in another sage thus : — 

“ A fire to the forest of family cares, a sun to the lotus of 
the Bhavajas (Jains), the summit of uplifted honour, the 
cow of plenty in restoring wealth, remover of the sorrows 
of those in the power of the emernies sin and ignorance, is 
Sritamuni, chief Suri, pure in morals, untarnished by 
woman ” 

We find from these and such passages that “ purity ’’ or “ cele- 
bacy *' is another aspect of Ahimsa, for “ impurity ” is ‘ the himsa of 
Atma or self.* 
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
